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My DEAR PARISHIONERS: 


The Church statisticians tell us that only about one-third of the 
people of a parish are present at the ordinary Sunday service. Con- 
sequently two-thirds of the people do not hear the "notices" or “an- 
nouncements" which are made. This fact intimates most strongly 
the urgent need of a newspaper to supply the people with the informa- 
tion— which, as a company of church workers, we all need. It is my 
hope and belief that this paper, coming regularly into every home in the 
Parish, will keep all the people well informed concerning those matters 
which lie close to the heart of us all. 

In writing a word of greeting to you, my people, and a commendation 
Tor tlie paper, my main thought is gratitude, lam grateful to God and 
to you for many things. 

First. lam grateful that there is to be a Parish paper, and 1 am 
pleased because of the way it came about. It originated without my 
urging: certain generous souls, with refreshing spontaneity, roposed 
the scheme, and, with willing service, plan to carry it on, This is a 
cheery evidence of lively interest on the part of our laymen, 

Second. Lam gratefiil because, for the first time in our Sunday School 
for many years, we are opening the school entirely manned by people 
of the Parish, Other years teachers have come from the Seminary and 
the Rector has struggled along as Superintendent, Now, thank God, 
we have a volunteer Superintendent in Mr, S. Ashton Souder, with Mr. 
Walter 11. Thomas as Associate Superintendent, and enough men of 
the Parish to preside over all the classes for boys. This improved con- 
dition cannot but raise the tone of our school by producing that brotherly 
feeling between the men and boys of the Parish which is so necessary 
for a united church life, 

"Third. I am grateful for the general response which our people 
made to the appeal of last May, when we had great anxiety and fear 
that our "apportionment" for Missions might not be paid. At that 
time we had sent to the Board only $1,763 towards the $2,472 asked 
of us, We had only three months in which to raise $709, and these the 
lean months of the year, In that exigency you relieved me of all care, 
for most of you paid up your envelope “for others" to the end of August 
before leaving for summer and some Bave an extra nmount. Dy 
August 21st our apportionment was overpaid; hence. my gratitude to 
those who helped, May God reward them! 

The following letter to our Accounting Warden from the Treasurer 
of the Board و‎ dated August 2181, tells the rest of the story: 

"In reply to your inquiry of the 10th inst., | would say that we have 
received from St. Paul's Church, Overbrook, $2,491.93 on account of 
their apportionment of $2,472.75, which Tam pleased to state slightly 
overpays the same, and on behalf of the Board 1 desire to thank you 
and your Parish for this generous help." 


Fourth. Iam grateful for the interest in Parish life and work which 
was manilested in the Parish meeting last spring. 1 hope that we 
will soon have another such meeting. 


Fifth. Last, but not least, I am grateful for the good work done by 
all the Parish societies. They all relieve the Rector of burdens and 
accomplish much towards swelling the amount of our benevolences, 
anc all helped in raising the amount due the Board of Missions from 
this Parish. I am specially grateful for this co-operation. 

And now, praying that this venture may receive the approval of 
the Great Head of the Church, I prayerfully commend it to the people 
of St. Paul's, hoping that they will overlook'all the mistakes of fallible 
man, and accept it for what it is intended to be—a ineans of inform- 
ing our people concerning God's work in our midst, so giving inspira- 
tion to all towards greater usefulness. May our readers have charity 
enough to overlook our faults, grace enough to profit by truths con- 
tained herein, and kindness enough to alow us a constant place in 
their hearts.

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RECTOR'S WORD 


For the information of our people I will, from time to 
time during the coming year, write briefly concerning some of 
the sections from the Canon Law of our Church. There seems 
to be some misinformation among us concerning the matter of 
letters of transfer. The text of the Canon relating to this is 
as follows: 

Canon XIV, Sec. 2 And the Minister of each Parish shall 
keep a list of the communicants within his cure, He shall enter 
on the list the names of ail persons confirmed in his Parish who 
have received. the Holy Communion, or who have been received 
hy letters of transfer from other Parishes, or who, being regular 
communicants in his Parish, he finds after diligent inquiry are 
not registered anywhere else. And he shall from time to time, 
and at least annually before the meeting of the Diocesan Con- 
vention, remove from such list the names of all persons who 
have died, or received Holy Orders, or taken letters of transfer 
to other Parishes, or heen excommunicated or suspended, or 
who have formally renounced the Communion of the Church, 
or who in the judgment of the Minister have permanently ceased 
to be communicants of the same; or who, having removed 7 
his Parish witrout notice, after reasonable time and due effort 
cannot be traced. 

The Rector is anxious to observe the law both as regards 
those wko should he added to the role and those who should 
he transferred. There are church people in our midst who 
occasionally commune and are not enrolled. Others have ceased 
to commune, but their names are still carried on St. Paul's 
Church list. It is evident from the above Canon that all should 
bring letters of transfer—also that all persons removing should 
obtain a letter of transfer to the church with which they con- 
nect themselves. If the Canon were faithfully obeyed by all 
church people a great deal of unnecessary running from house 
to house on the part of the clergy could be avoided, and we 
would then be sure that the Convention reports contain the 
exact number of communicants. Under the present loose ob- 
servance of the law it is possible for one person to be reported 
in two churches, or not to be reported at all. The remedy for 
these defects is in the bands of the people. Let us in our 
church be exact. Do you know whether your name is on the 
roll? 

There is another matter which I again wish to bring to 
your attention— The House of Bishops meeting recently at 
Minneapolis, issued a pastoral letter, urging prayers for peace 
and that we exercise economy and self-sacrifice so that the 
church's benevolences and the missionary work may not suffer. 
By economy and generosity we may increase our giving even 
though we feel the pinch of hard times ourselves on account 
of the war, This pastoral letter was as follows; : 

. "The war in Europe, with its immeasurable and universal 
sorrow and distress, lays upon the Christian people of this coun- 
try peculiar responsibilities and opportunities. 

"In the presence of this distress we urge simplicity aud 
economy in expenditure, and such restraint in pleasures and 
luxuries as will express the seriousness of temper consonant 
with the afflictions and sorrows of our brethren. 

"We urge all people to continue to pray earnestly to God 
for peace, such as will bring justice and international good will. 

"We also urge that in view of the great destruction of 
property and shrinkage of incomes, the spirit of self-sacrifice 
be called into willing action, that the benevolencesand benefi- 
cences of religion, charity and missions may not suffer loss. 

“This is the more imperative in view of the fact that for the 
time being the burden of the world's work is likely to fall chiefly 
upon the shoulders of Christians iti America and the leadership 
in these activities is thrust into our hands.” 

As the European nations are unable to continue their foreign 
work, the duty of taking up at least part of it certainly devolves 
upon us. and. this we can well do if we heed the Godly counsel 
of the House of Bishops.

CHARLES COOPER TOWNSEND‏ 


During the past month our Parish has sustained a great 
loss through the death of one of our vestrymen, Charles Cooper 
Townsend.

The Rev. Malcolm I. McLeod, in his "Letters to Edward," 
has this to say: . 

"You know some people are always telling you how much 
good your sermons are doing them and how they love to hear 
you preach; but they do not love enough to make them care to 
hear you mare than once a week, and maybe once a month, As 
for trying to encourage you hy coming out to the second service— 
well, they never think of that. Somehow, the evening air does 
not agree with them, They always catch cold, the funny part 
of it being that the theater never affects them so, So they just 
leave you alone, to break your poor heart ‘hollering in an empty 
hall’ T firmly helieve, Edward, that more ministers ate chilled 
and crushed by that neglected second service than by any other 
one thing. It seems such a cruel shame to spend two or three 
days on a message that ninety per cent of the people never expect 
to hear. If our congregations realized how hard it is to preach 
to upholstery, they would be more considerate. . 

There is much more along this line in these splendid letters, 
but your Rector has quoted enough to show how a preacher feels 
on this matter of the neglected evening service, and that other 
clergymen feel as he does. It certainly is a heart-breaking propo- 
sition. But the wounded feelings of the clergy is not the main 
ground of our appeal. The loss to the laity is the other side. 
A man said to me recently, "I have never heard you preach on 
this and on that." "Of course, you haven't; you never come to 
the afternoon service. You don't expect me to cover the whole 
range of Christian teaching in the morning service, was my 
reply. Could not you plan to attend the afternoon service?

REGULARITY AND SYSTEM 


The new sets of duplex envelopes for the year were sent out 
during the past week, and a word regarding this system now so 
generally adopted by the leading churches of all Protestant de- 
nominations throughout this country and Canada is in order, 
Siuce adoption of the system in our Parish the contributions 
have been largelv increased, and we hope that the coming year 
will show a still greater. gain. There has never been a time 
in the history of the Church when money was more needed for 
niissions, both domestic and foreign, than the present, 1 

The duplex envelope system enables contributors to desig- 
nate, if they so desire, the particular charity to which their 
offerings shall go, by marking each Sunday on the envelope for 
others the purpose for which they wish their contribution used. 
All of the collection not in envelopes goes toward current 
expenses, The pledges which you give may be recalled at any 
time, or if preferred, the envelopes may be used without pledg- 
ing a definite amount. No one but the Rector knows how 
much you are contributing. . 

At. present only about 60% of our people are using the 
envelopes, and it is our wish that this proportion may be 
greatly increased during this church year, — The prime idea 
of the system as adopted is to give the Church a regular income 
and to enable it to manage its affairs in a businesslike way, 
such as we would exercise in our own personal business. The 
idea of regularity and system so essential for a good business 
management should be brought into our Church as well as into 
other phases of our life, All should contribute in this regular 
and systematic manner to the upbuilding of Christ's Kingdom 
ou earth. What business is of greater importance than follow- 
ing the command 'of our Lord, "Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature." . ۱ . 

It is interesting here to note how this system is spreading 
over other countries. The representative Chinese business men 
who form the vestry of the Cathedral in Hankow, China, recom- 
mended the use of the duplex envelope system to the congrega- 
tion there. When Bishop McKim visited this Parish about 
two years ago he was so impressed with the excellence and 
efficiency of the system that he declared his determination to 
urge its use in the Diocese of Tokio, Japan.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 

Not only is it vital that every effective Sunday School should 
have a definite missionary program, but it is also essential. that 
this program should develop gradually and unfold step. by step, 
in proper sequence, the great world mission of Christ, 

Although realizing fully the pitiful urgency of the passing 
opportunities in the foreign missionary fields, we must, never- 
theless, face the fact that we will never be true Christians abroad 
unless we first learn, in some degree, how to be true Christians 
at home; and if we are to intelligently understand and to ከር of 
any value in carrying out the will of Christ for the world, we 
must unquestionably begin with a most careful study of the 
tasks and opportunities in our own large cities, for the problem 
of the city is essentially the advanee problem of the nation and 
of the world. 

With this in view, a missionary program has been started in 
our Sunday School that will cover ity outline the entire field, 
leading from the city to the world, and following the work of 
all churches; but, of course, that of our own more in detail, 

During the Sunday School year four Sundays will be 
devoted entirely to this missionary study, On these days special 
speakers will address the school, and ón the Sunday preceding 
an introductory talk will be given by Mr. Walter H. Thomas. 

The first of these special speakers, Rev, H. C, McHenry, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Protestant Episcopal City Mis- 
sion, spoke on November 13th, on “The Challenge of the City 
to Christianity." On November 8th Mr. Thomas gave a most 
interesting talk on conditions among the city's poor, and on the 
proportion of money spent for the support of the church and for 
missions in comparison with our expenditures for luxuries. The 
subject of the second talk, in January, will be, “How Is Chris- 
tianity Meeting This Challenge?" 

It is hoped that parents will become interested in these 
special services, and that they will endeavor to be with us for 
them, A careful following of this series of talks will no doubt 
be very instructive for us all. Notice will be given before each 
talk,

Some of the articles taken home have not yet been returned 
but on Novemher 21st the following had been finished and sent 
to the Emergency House on Walnut Street: 36 children's skirts 
12 women's skirts, 24 women’s waists, 36 children's dresses, 12 
squares, 24 boys' shirtwaists; these articles were valued aj 
$160.80. In addition, there was an assortment of knitted articles 
scarfs, wristlets, caps, mittens, sweaters, women’s vests, etc, 40 
in all, valued at $59.00.

Eight papers were contri 
uted in competition and were read before the school, the namy 
of the authors being unknown, and the one written by William 
A, Lippincott, 3rd, was declared to be the winner.

MY IMPRESSION OF WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, 
DECEMBER 23rd, 1914 


It was decided that this year, in place of having a Christmy 
entertainment in the Parish House as had been the custom in 
the past, a delegation of two scholars from each class and al 
the teachers should visit three homes for children a few dag 
before Christmas, and take toys and candy to the children 
Several automobiles were kindly loaned for the trip. 
We first went to the Home of St. Michael's and All Angel 
for cripp'ed colored children. The automobile which I was 
was the third to arrive there. The children who had arri 
in the first two automobiles were already unloading the thin 
which they had brought, and were carrying them into a larg 
room on the first floor. Then one of the sisters showed 
into the dining-room, where some of the children were. In 1 
room there was a small model of the Crèche, with the cattl 
around the manger. We next went into a room which they used 
to hold their morning and evening prayers in. . We then wenl 
upstairs to a lorge bedroom. One of the things which attract 
my attention there was a little boy in a corner in a small crib 
One of the poor little fellow's elbows was where a normal pet 
son's wrist is, He was given a small box of candy, which hi 
opened and took just one piece out; he then closed the box an 
laid it on the sheets, for he said he was only allowed one ۴۷ 
On one wall of the same room was a picture of a little cripple! 
colored hoy lying on a doorstep, This boy, they say, was 1 
cause of Miss Kirke founding this home, because he applied f 
admission to a home for crippled white children and was turn 
away because he was colored. Adjoining this room was a ven 
bright and cheerful room in which there were quite a numba 
of the smaller children with their colored nurse. Then one @ 
the sisters took some of us to see a little chapel which is ٤ 
door. A colored clergyman holds services here on Sundays M 
the children and the colored people of the neighborhood. 
Then we went to the "Home of the Merciful Savior" 
crippled children, When we arrived the children were practi 
ing their hymns for Christmas; we saw all the children as thé 
came from the little chapel. We could hot stay very long 
cause it was getting late and we had one more place to go. 
We next went to “The Church Home for Children.” 
we saw their Christmas Tree, which had been trimmed that 
and the few presents which the children were to receive ñ 
Christmas morning. We were then shown a few of the chi 
dren's rooms. and the wash-room where there were twenty-l" 
bath-tubs. each in sort of a closet. 
We then returned home. Stops were made on the way 
let those boys or girls out whose houses we passed.

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THE RECTOR'S WORD 


When you consider the great amount of preaching which is 
heard in our churches Sunday after Sunday, have you never 
wondered how it happens that, compared with the greatness of 
the effort, such little effect should manifest itself? 

lf the effort which is put forth in this country were cx- 
pended in China, thousands would be brought to God, where only 
a few are converted here. Why is this? Well, the Oriental 
people are eager for the gospel; their hearts and minds are open 
to receive it; there is abundant evidence to substantiate this state- 
ment. Those who heard Mr. George Sherwood Eddy on the 
morning of February 21st, were abundantly convinced of that. 
Where the gospel seed is sown in the Orient, there it takes root. 

What is the trouble here? Let a gardener answer the ques- 
Don, 11 his trop fails, he says, "Maybe the seed was not good 
seed"; but his neighbor used the same seed and had satisfactory 
results. Then he looks for another cause of failure, and says, 
"|f it was not the seed, it must be the soil" Now that is ex- 
actly the teaching of our Lord in The Parable of the Sower, 
which would have been better named The Parable of the Soils. 
Here we learn that the seed is good; that the gospel is all right. 
Well. then, why do we not see better results in this country? 
One of two answers explains the trouble: either the preachers do 
not give to the people the New Testament evangelical gospel, or 
the people's hearts are in such a condition that the gospel seed 
cannot take root and bring forth fruit to perfection, 

Of course, if the preachers do not declare "Jesus Christ and 
Him crucilied,” the people do not hear the gospel, and the blame 
is on the preachers. But if they do conscientiously uphold Jesus 
Christ as "The Way, the Truth and the Life," the fault is with 
the people whose hearts present such a condition that the seed 
cannot grow; hearts hardened or occupied, or shallow. 

This is our Lord's explanation in the Parable of the Soils. 
The seed is good, the gospel is good; we will acknowledge that. 
Why, then, do we hear all around us either the question, “Is 
Christianity 8 failure?" or else the bald assertion "Christianity 
18 ۸ ۳ 

Would it not be more to the point if we, each one, put the 
question to himself, “Am I a failure? Have I given the gospel 
seed a chance to grow in my heart?" That the gospel seed is 
living and forceful, we have abundant evidence in thousands of 
lives where it has had a chance to grow. Very well, then; the 
trouble is in the soil—the human heart. 

In the parable our Lord admits that preaching is followed by 
failure—failure in the hard ground, failure in the shallow ground, 
failure in the ground where weeds are growing. The cause of 
the failure, therefore, lies not in the seed, but in the soil; not 
in the gospel, but in the hearts of men; not in God's plan of 
salvation, but in the way in which we regard it. The failure 
lies in the fact that we go contrary to nature, which teaches 
us that there must be co-operation of the seed with the soil. 
Even so. the grace of God and the will of man must work 
together, That co-operation is impossible if we present to the 
gospel seed a heart impervious, impenctrable, uncongenial, un- 
sympathetic. In one word, we must give God a chance. 

Lent is now with us, bringing its additional services and 
instructions. We may gain, and we should gain, by reason of 
these blessings, but whether we will or not depends on us, on 
the attitude of mind and heart which we present to God. If 


“Christ comes to heal my blindness, and I think that I see; if 


the gospel brings life, and 1 love death; if Christ offers to 
change my nature, and 1 refuse to be changed; if He offers to 
take me out of my environment, which is deadly, and I am con- 
tent to stay where I am and as I am; if He wills, and I will not, 
surely the fault is not in the seed, but in the soil; not in the 
Saviour, but in the sinner, 

"He came unto His own, and His own received Him not; 
hut as many as received Him to them gave He power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that believe on His name.” John 
1111.

si EC Bishop Tuttle recently came to the Church Missions 
House and handed to our treasurer, Mr. King, a check for $100,- 
000. This 15 an anonymous gift from one of the 3ishop's old 
friends who, in gratitude for the splendid work the Bishop has 
done for the Church and the people of this country, desires to 
commemorate his life hy establishing “The Bishop Tuttle Me- 
morial Fund." The money is to be held in trust by the Board 
of Missions, so much of the income as may be needed to pay the 
salary and the travel expenses of the Bishop of Utah as long as 
Utah is a missionary district. The rest of the income is to he 
used for the Church’s work in tbe home held. When Utah be- 
comes a diocese the entire income is to be used by the Board of 
Missions for general missionary work in the United ۰ 

2. Early this month the Emperor of Japan gave $25.000 to 
aid in providing a new site and new buildings for our St. Luke's 
Hospital in Tokyo. Never hefore, so far as we know, has the 
Mikado or any other eastern sovereign given so large an amount 
to a Christian institution. A few days ago a second cable was 
received from Dr. Teusler, physician in charge of St. Luke's 
Hospital, announcing a further gift of $50,000 from በ group of 
Japanese gentlemen headed by Count Okuma, the present Prime 
Minister of Japan. 

We send you these two pieces of good news in the hope that 
You will think it is worth while to pass them on to your people 
ät some Sunday morning service.

STATEMENT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 
TO THE CHURCH 


'The Board rejoices to know that in certain parts of the 
Church— following the suggestion in its Message and in the Pas- 
toral of the House of Bishops sent out from Minneapolis—there 
is developing an earnest desire to come to the aid of world mis- 
sions in a serious crisis. It has already been suggested, and many 
are acting upon the suggestion, that we tax ourselves more gen- 
erously for another’s need and try, if it is possible, to double our 
gifts to missions. 

In some cases a specific object has been named; that is, the 
aiding of the English Missionary Societies. The Board is glad 
to report to the Church that up to the present time English 
Churchmen have nobly responded to the needs, and that the 
receipts of those Societies have not as yet fallen off. Those of 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel are somewhat in 
excess of last year. Nevertheless, in the larger view, Christian 
missions are hound to be crippled, and Christian missionaries 
should have our aid. 

411 is a splendid adventure of love and sacrifice which is pro- 
posed. The Board believes that the American Church can do 
whatever it determines to do, and that the stimulus of an heroic 
call will be a great one. [1 would therefore say to the Church 
that we are rigidly limiting our own expenditures, and it asks 
congregations to consider whether we may not find a blessing 
this year-—while not neglecting our own needs—in fixing our 
eves upon the larger horizon. Will congregations and dioceses 
set before them, not simply the needs of our own work, but a 
larger standard of Christian generosity, and thus enable the 
Board to relieve distress and avert disaster to missionaries in 
need. 

It is a large ideal, but the opportunity to serve is unique. 
We may of course, if we choose, sit in our sheltered corner 
and thank God that we are out of the storm, but shall we not 
rather make a thank offering for the peace which is ours, And 
shall we descrve to be blest in our future missionary undertak- 
ings if we fail our brethren in their time of need? But if, on the 
other hand, we take the generous and the self-forgetting course 
mav it not ከር that we shall "find ourselves" as we never have 
done before, and will reap—in fuller consecration, wider vision 
and deeper spiritual life—an abundant and abiding reward?

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THE RECTOR’S WORD 


When, in the February issue, 1 urged that we, as 8 congre- 
gation, assume some of the burdens pressing upon the Missionary 
Societies of the countries at war, I did not see how we were to 
be stirred and convinced so that we would willingly assume such 
a burden in addition to our apportionment of $2,500 for our own 
Board. The answer came in the visit of Mr. George Sherwood 
Eddy on February twenty-first. Those who heard the convincin 
sermon of Mr, Eddy will never forget it. Some were converted. 
I mean that some who have been saying, "Oh, 1 don't believe in 
foreign missions,” showed the reality and genuineness of their 
changed thought by offering help and announcing to me, “Well, 
I am converted: Í now believe in foreign missions." Twenty- 
eight contributors have pledged the necessary $2,000 which will 
enable us to keep Mr. and Mrs, McPherson at their posts in 
Hong Kong for one year, and this money came easier than any 
money ever raised in this Parish. Thus we of St. Paul's are 
helping to carry on the work begun by the churches of Canada, 
which, by reason of the war, they have partially been compelled 
to stop. To recall workers from such a strategic situation would 
have been a lamentable mistake; nay more, à crime, for that 
course has proved to be preventable, 1 thank God for the good 
impulses generated here by the great message of Mr, Eddy; his 
coming seemed providential, and we shall feel the effect of it in 
all our missionary work and giving. 1 

At first glance it seems wrong to send $2,000 from our Parish 
when our own apportionment is not paid. But, honestly, I think 
it will be easier to raise the amount due our own Board this year 
than ever before, and to make a substantial contribution to the 
Emergency Fund as well because of the broader vision of our 
people, their increased sympathies, and a greater readiness to 

ive. 
Š These graces are traceable, in part, to the great sermon of 
Mr. Eddy, and partly to the revival of religion in our city. 
When people are religious indeed, and really care for the things 
that are dear to the heart of their Lord, they will give of their 
wealth willingly, and with reference to the importance of the 
work to which they give. That some have caught this vision is 
evident: for this, God be praised. ۱ ۱ 

Now, if twenty-eight of our people could raise 82,000 in a 
few days, what great results will be seen when all catch the 
vision and feel the same good impulse! This is an appeal, there- 
fore, not only for those who are now giving to increase their 
gifts, but for those who are giving nothing to adopt the system 
of giving used by the majority in this parish. I believe that our 
people are now religiously stirred as never before. It is likely 
that nearly all of us, either at the Tabernacle or at the two 
parlor meetings held in Overbrook ከሃ Mr. Sunday, were im- 
pressed anew by the reality of things eternal and felt ashamed 
that we had done so little to extend God's kingdom; Christianity 
has certainly made another claim on ۰ 

Now the question is: “After the campaign of revival, what?" 
Shall we make permanent the impression by expressing it? For 
8 religion which merely works up an emotion and fails to work 
it out in practical service only leaves the possessor worse off 
than before, "What doth it profit, my brethren, though a man 
say he hath faith, and have not works? can faith save him ?" 
James 11:14, Now, brethren, show us your faith by your works: 
show us that the impression is practical, by increased loyalty to 
Jesus Christ: show us that you have not heard the word in vain 
by renewing your efforts to make the Gospel known: ۱۲ your faith 
has been renewed express it in giving, working, and a more 
conscientious observance of the Lord's Day. If vour belief is 
firmer now, avow it by doing your share towards lightening the 
burden and anxiety of the Board of Missions. ፐዐ this end send 
vour Rector a generous sum for the $400,000 Emergency Fund. 
Let this be in addition to your usual offering through the Duplex 
envelopes. 

It is inconceivable that any who have been blest by this 
winter's religious advantages can continue to be non-givers. God

At the time of morning service on Palm Sunday the Reg 
dedicated the beautiful new window recently erected on ٢ 
north side of the church. The window is given by Mrs, Ate 
C. Barnes, of Merion, in loving memory of her mother, © 1 
Leggett, and is one of the series adopted by the Vestry, il 
general theme of which is "The Divinity of our Lord as dem 
strated in significant episodes of His life." | 

This Gethsemane window is properly placed next to th 
Resurrection window, as it is intended to present the ۷۲ 
Sacrifice—our Redeemer in agony of soul—praying “Father, | 
it be possible let this cup pass from me,” then, making the con 
plete surrender of Himself and His will to the Father ۷ 
theless, not as I will but as Thou wilt.” 

It is not intended in this window scheme to represent th 
Crucifixion; partly because the space is inadequate, but mall 
because the Agony in the Garden tells the story of the 1 
Redeemer's willingness to sacrifice Himself, which self-surrendg 
was necessary, and therefore as much a part of the price of ol 
redemption as the Cross itself; in fact, His soul sufferings an 
the very soul of His sufferings, and efficacious as the physic 
suffering on the cross. These ideas were enlarged upon in th 
sermon which followed the dedication ceremonv. 

We should regard ourselves as exceedingly fortunate W 
possessing this added glory to our beautiful church; at tl 
same time we do congratulate the donor and the artist that M 
work lends itself so well to the carrying out of the comprehensil 
scheme for the church windows, 

The window in its treatment realizes a most 81 
feature of these plans: which is to aid in the transition from W 
style of the eastern windows to that shown in the great ٤ 
window, which is done in the manner of medieval glass, 10% 
period when stained glass reached its climax.

At thc same time I am convinced by what I have learned 
from one of our Judges in Overbrook, that the bill now a law 
is entirely too drastic, and I find there has been no protest in 
the House to speak of, other than that from Overbrook and 
Housing Society. 

“The Child Labor Bill I will support, but I think at the same 
time a poor widow could receive a great amount of support 
from boys that are old enough to work, but are deprived by this 


“As to Local Option, at the primaries there were the Repub- 
lican candidates and Local Option candidates, and at the general 
election November 3rd there were the same conditions as to 
candidates, and I received 5,000 votes more than the Local Option 
candidate. I never made any pledges, but was advertised by all 
the daily newspapers as the Rum Agent and Wet Candidate, and 
everyone who voted for me knew the conditions. When I went 
to Harrisburg I went absolutely unpledged and at this time I 
cannot say what I am going to do.

From Mr, Patton: 

“I regret exceedingly that I am not able to do more than 
acknowledge your letter because the limit of my power for work 
has been reached. Mv mail last week was numbered by thou- 
sands, and it is a physical impossibility for me to reply to all or 
even acknowledge them. Your resolutions, however, are from 
such a source that I must at least say that I am for a Child Labor 
Bill, but not so drastic as to be prohibitive, and that I am for 
important amendments to the Housing Bill as it is now on the 
statute books because it is to my mind almost confiscatory and 
should never have been enacted in its present form. I regret 
that I cannot agree with vour good people, but I must look at it 
from a standpoint of a legislator and not an enthusiast. 


According to Mr. B. J. Newman, Secretary of the Housing 
Commission, thirty Social agencies adopted resolutions, the De- 
partment of Health sent a telegram asking for a public hearing 
and also voicing its opposition to the repealer. Also various 
bodies throughout the State, including the Pittsburgh Chamber 
of Commerce, sent letters and telegrams, expressing opposition 
to the repeal of the Housing Code. 

Following out a provision of the resolutions, the Rector 
mailed copies of tbem to the clergy of all denominations in the 
Thirty-fourth Ward, with the following letter suggesting that 
suitable action be taken by them regarding the three bills 
referred to: 

"I beg to enclose herewith copies of resolutions adopted at 
a meeting of our parishioners on Friday evening last which I 
am sending in the hope that you may find them of interest and 
that you will think well to inform your people regarding these 
important questions and endeavor to enlist their active intcrest 
in them. The questions of the sale of liquor, of child labor and 
of proper housing for the poor are ones with which Christian 
people will surely concern themselves, realizing their respon- 
sibility as their brother’s keeper. The forces for evil are well 
organized and are making their influence felt in the Legislature 
of this State and in the Councils of this City, and the religious 
bodies that stand for righteousness not only in the pulpit and 
pew, but also in the home, the street and the factory, must make 
their influence felt in no uncertain way. 

“T respectfully suggest, therefore, that you organize an 
emphatic protest against the proposed iniquitous housing ከ1115, 
and urge action in favor of Local Option and a reasonable 
regulation of Child Labor. I may add that you can secure any 
information you may need in the premises from the Philadel- 
phia Housing Commission, Empire Building, and the Child Labor 
Association, Real Estate Trust Building. Action should be taken

It is gratifying to note that action similar to our own was 
taken by members of the congregation of the Overbrook Presby- 
terian Church.

REVISION OF THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER 


The leading article in the January issue of “The Church 
News of the Diocese of Penna.” contains so much that is interesting 
and suggestive that had we the space we would be glad to print 
the larger part of it. As it is, we shall have to be content with 
quoting a few extracts while commending the entire article to 
the attention of members of our parish. Beginning with a ref- 
erence to the fact that the General Convention of 1913 appointed 
a Joint Commission on the Revision and Enrichment of the Book 
of Common Prayer, it discusses the powers and limitations of 
the committee, and then proceeds as follows: 


“Unity, and that of an organic character, if possible, is one 
of the strongest passions of our time; "That they all may be 
one’ is the insistent and well-nigh the universal cry of the reli- 
viously minded men and women of this age. Yet because of the 
urgency of this cry, there is need of circumspection and self- 
restraint in attacking the problem of revision. * ቾ * 

“Our outlook must not be narrower than to embrace all 
those who believe in Jesus Christ as God's only Son, incarnate, 
risen and glorious. This involves consideration not merely of 
the claims of Evangelical Protestantism in its multiple differen- 
tiations, but of Roman Catholic theology and practice, official 
and popular. Not only must Mormonism receive due courtesy, 
but also the Christians of the Orthodox Eastern Churches and 
the Ancient Separatist Churches of that far-off East. No smaller 
circumference can ከር swept by the eye of the truly earnest advo- 
cate of unity, without stultifying his expressed desire for one 
reunited Christian body politic.

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THE RECTOR’S WORD 


Some time ago a member of our congregation paid your 
Rector a round-about compliment in these terms: "Our Rector 
is daft on Missions.” As this was said to the Bishop by one 
who is my friend, 1 take it that tbe remark was made in kind- 
ness, and was intended to be complimental; anyway, it expressed 
the fact that enthusiasm for the one thing which should interest 
a live Church was uppermost in your Rector's mind. The Bishop 
too understood it; therefore, 1 have no complaint, but would 
thank this inventor of original phrases for [ከር commendation, 
Perhaps this saying was in the mind of Bishop Rhinelander 
when, on the occasion of his visit recently for confirmation, he 
prefaced his sermon by showing his appreciation of and praise 
for the fine missionary spirit existing here, So far as this spirit 
exists it is fine, but it is not universal, and this is my excuse 
for making the Church's Mission the subject of another com- 
munication to ۰ EM. 

To those who still doubt the value of Missions, let me 
commend to your notice the testimony of those who in India, 
China and Japan have had the opportunity to observe, on the 
ground, through long years of intimate association the import- 
ance of the work which some of us belittle, 1 ; 

Lord Lawrence, who was Viceroy of India during the Sepoy 
mutiny, said: 

“Notwithstanding all that English people have done to bene- 
fit India, the missionaries have done more than all other agencies 


combined." 1 ግም 
Sir Robert Hart, for thirty years Commissioner of Customs 


in China: 

"The missionaries I bave known were all devoted, hard- 
working men. Many have braved danger; some have died in 
the field; all have done their duty, The converts, the Chinese 
Christians, behaved admirably during the Boxer troubles. In- 
side the Legation walls they displayed their discipline and their 
brotherhood. outside, they suffered torture and death rather 
than recant.” 

Marquis Ito, Premier of Japan: 

"Japan's progress and development are largely due to the 
influence of missionaries exerted in the right direction when 
Japan was first studying the outer world.” 

Ordinarily we would not expect much by way of commen- 
dation from Charles Darwin, yet this is what that unbiased 
observer has said: : a 

“The lesson of the missionary is the enchanter's wand. 
The march of improvement consequent on the introduction of 
Christianity throughout the South Seas probably stands by itself 
in the records of history.” ; a 

Robert E. Speer says: “The best men of Asia are feeling 
more and more the sense of Asia's deep moral need." They 
are feeling every year the inadequacy of western civilization 
apart from religion. Referring to this, Count Okuma says: 
“11 is a question whether we of Japan have not lost moral fibre 
as the result of the many new influences to which we have been 
subjected. The development has been intelletual and not moral 
—the efforts which the Christians are making to supply the 
country a high moral standard of conduet are welcomed by all 
right thinking people. The Bible will supply to the 
nation just what it needs at this present juncture. 

Here is the testimony of statesmen who know whereof they 
write, and who have had opportunities of observing and draw- 
ing conclusions which we never have had. Let us accept their 
testimony and act according to the evidence: putting aside our 
preconceived notions and prejudices, and then determine loyally 
to support the Board of Missions in every effort to make the 
Gospel known. . 

As a Parish we are anxious, of course, to pay tlie amount 
asked of us year by year for the Board of Missions, We 
respond splendidly, as a Parish. to the apportionment plan; and 
your Rector makes grateful acknowledgment of this fact; but 
our weakness is in the fact that every individual is not respond- 
ing; and the weakness of the apportionment plan is in the fact 
that it encourages people to make their offering for Missions, 
not according to their personal ability, but in order to maintain 


the good name of their Parish and according to the ; 
asked of the Parish through the apportionment.

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THE RECTOR'S WORD 


An examination of our Parochial Reports during the last few 
years will show that for every dollar spent on "ourselves" we 
have given "for others" about sixty cents. Your Rector has 
many times expressed the hope that we should spend on missions 
and benevolences at least as much as we spend on ourselves. 
This year that has been accomplished, and your Rector rejoices 
with you, his co-workers of the congregation, who made this 
advance possible, and thanks God that He has blest us in the 
effort. 

The report of the Accounting Warden, Mr. Nathan TI. 
Davis, at the Parish meeting recently, showed that the ratio is 
"dollar for dollar"; that is, the amount for benevolences passing 
through his hands, together with the amount disbursed by the 
various organizations, shows that we have, in the period between 
April 30, 1914, and May 1, 1915, given away as much as we have 
spent on ourselves, "This is the matter for which your Rector is 
devoutly grateful, not only because of the larger amount of 
money given away, but because of what it indicates, Such work 
and such increased generosity mean an enlarged sympathy, a 
broader vision, a greater willingness to serve, and an increased 
efficiency and zeal in our various organizations. This spiritual 
side is the cheery thing: for if the right disposition exists the 
outward expression of the inward charity will follow as a matter 
of course, and people will discover the truth of the Seriptural 
axiom, “It is more blessed to give than to receive.” To give is to 
be inwardly and abidingly blessed; aud to receive is to be only 
superficially and momentarily happy. Therefore it is far more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

Those of our workers and givers who have done the work 
do not look for praise from the Rector or anybody else, for they 
have their reward in the knowledge that they have done the 
right thing, and this is more precious than all praise from what- 
ever source; but we can felicitate each other and rejoice together 
in our mutual success and hapz'ness, and then praise God because 
He has privileged us to be sharers in His work in the world.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


The Sunday School opened on October Ilth last with 83 
children present and 16 teachers and officers present or accounted 
for, which latter included 10 men. Since that time we have 
been fortunate in having some additions to the staff and to the 
School, the present number on the roll being 20 teachers and 
officers, an increase of 25 per cent, and 139 children, an increase 
of 60 per cent. [t was decided at the beginning of the season to 
adopt the graded svstem, the teachers each choosing their own 
courses from among those suited to the age of their classes, 
courses being given on Apostolic Church History, Old Testament 
Heroes, and Missionary Heroes, In addition, the Associate 
Superintendent, Mr, Thomas, arranged an interesting series of 
addresses upon Missions, and the Superintendent has given 
short talks upon Church teaching as embodied in the Catechism 
and the Church Year. The School has been expected to prepare 
the Collect each Sunday and a small but important fraction have 
done 50. 

Teachers’ meetines have been held monthly with occasional 
unavoidable lapses. Services have been held in the Church on 
special days, marking the important occasions of the church year 
—Advent, Christmas, Lent, Easter, Ascension, and the closing 
exercises will shortly be held in the Church when prizes will 
be awarded for good attendance and general faithfulness.

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THE RECTOR'S WORD 


During the closing days of your Rector's vacation his 
thoughts run to the Sunday School; and immediately on his 
return to the Parish his first acts are always to advance the 
interests of the Sunday School, The organization of this all- 
important Parish work has always been the most imperative 
task of the Rector during September, and this year is no excep- 
tion, Indeed, additional thought and more careful work, seem 
to be necessitated at this time on account of the determination 
of the Rector, Officers and Teachers to make our school yet 
more efficient and attractive. At important meetings, held dur- 
ing the summer, it was decided to thoroughly grade the school, 
and to adopt the scheme of lessons recommended by the General 
Boatd of Religious Education (this Board was created by the 
General Convention of the Church in 1910), For five years the 
Committee o Parochial Education has been at work to produce 
3. series of Sunday School lessons adapted to the needs of the 
children of the church, and we are satisfied that the results, so 
far, show conclusively that they have given us a system of lessons 
superior to any series yet published, | Under the old systems 
teachers and scholars studied Bible history, Holy Land geog- 
raphy, Oriental customs and Bible biography; but something 
more is needed to satisfy the soul. The study of the Bible from 
the literary viewpoint only will never help an adult nor inspire 
a child to newness of life. We feel that our new system gives 
as much Bible knowledge as the old systems, and that at the 
same time, it produces convictions and implants principles, because 
the principles are made the main thing; all other matters are 
made auxiliaries to this end, : 

We have determined also to introduce the single envelope 
system of giving in the Sunday School for two reasons, viz.: 
First, the School will have a larger amount of money to give 
away on account of the systematizing of the offering, just as it 
has increased the giving capacity of the Church; second, the 
children are thereby educated in the advantages of systematic 
giving and will early acquire the habit of considering the needs 
of others, 1 

Parents and Sponsors! By your sympathy and co-operation 
help us to make our school effective and telpful to the children, 
remembering that we are doing our best to help you in carrying 
out your obligation to provide a practical religious education for 
the children.

LETTER FROM MR. EDDY 


The following letter, dated August 9th, was received from 
Mr. George Sherwood Eddy, just hefore he sailed on his annual 
trip to foreign mission fields, which this year is to be India: 


"Just a last word of farewell before I sail on the Italian 
S. S. Patria from New York next Thursday for India. We 
touch at Naples on the 24th, have three days in France from 
the 26th to 29th, leave Marseilles on the 29th on the P. & O. 
“Khyber” and arrive in Bombay September lith. While in 
lrance we hope to see something of the work of the Young Men's 
Christian Association with the Indian troops. I understand ٤ 
this work has already made such an impression on the Indian 
troops that there will be a demand made by these soldiers,upon 
their return, for the establishment of Young Men's Christian 
Associations in Hindu communities all over North India. Just 
as the services rendered to the Japanese troops as they passed 
through our tents in the Russo-Japanese war opened the minds 
of the Japanese to the true spirit of Christianity and led the way 
to fruitful mission work in many of the interior villages, as wel! 
as in the cities of Japan, so it seems that this war is to open new 
doors of access in places where we had least expected it. 

“I enclose a few cards giving our itinerary in India, and am 
sure that you and the friends in Overbrook will not fail to 
remember us in prayer. It 18 a far more difficult task than China, 
but God is able. ‘A great door and effectual is opened unto us, 
and there are many adversaries.’ "

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THE RECTOR'S WORD 


There are two matters of great importance to bring to your 
notice at this time: The Laymen's Missionary Movement and the 
Nation-wide Advent Preaching Mission. The first concerns 
ihe men of the Parish, the second everybody. 1 will mention 
first the National Missionary Campaign, because the Philadelphia 
meeting of this movement is so near—November 7th to 10th. 

This is a nation-wide campaign held in about one hundred 
cities during this winter, in which the Home and Foreign Mission 
Boards of all the Protestant denominations co-operate. 11 15 to 
consider new world conditions and America's enlarged respon- 
sibility on account of the crises in the various nations; to study 
the missionary progress of recent years and so take encourage- 
ment; to project plans looking towards the accomplishment of 
the whole missionary duty; to emphasize the adequacy of the 
Gospel to meet modern social conditions; to inspire laymen to 
take their part in the extension of the Kingdom of God, and 
thereby increase the spiritual power and efficiency of the local 
church, : 7 
The last National Campaign conducted by the Laymen's 
Missionary Movement was in 1909-1910, when seventy-five con- 
ventions were held, with an average of 1,000 registered delegates 
at each convention, That year, when the convention came to 
Philadelphia, three laymen with the Rector went from this Parish, 
and brought back to this church a great spiritual impulse. The 
adoption by our Parish of the Duplex envelope system of 
offerings, which everybody will admit has heen a great gain to 
our local self-support and has vastly increased our ability to give 
"io. others" resulted from this convention.

The second matter of importance is The Nation-wide Advent 
Preaching Mission. This has been hrought about by a Joint 
Commission appointed by the last General Convention, which 
Commission has worked so that we now expect a Preaching

In June the clergy of the Diocese met in conference with 
the Rev, Dr. Freeman, cheat! of the Commission and decided 
that the Mission be held in this Diocese during Advent, and 
that the Bishop appoint a committee of clergy to have general 
charge and oversight. That Committee has divided the Diocese 
into preaching districts, each district to have its own Missioner.

On Sunday, December sth, the Rev. Henry Bedinger, of 
Salem, Mass, will be with us to begin an eight-day preaching 
mission. This generous man comes solely for our help, refusing 
all remuueraton for his services. In his letter of acceptance 
of the call to conduct the mission he writes: “Anything ۳ 
myself 1 could not think of accepting, Pray do not ask me: for 
the thought of pecumary compensation would spoil the mission 
for me.” In the presence of such unselfishness, such generous 
thought of our good only, we should certainly show our appre- 
ciation of his kindness by attending the services. Let us give, 
these eight days of the mission, to the Church, putting all 4 
aside if they confiiet with the mission services, or if they in the 
least degree tend to lower our spiritual tone so that we be 
incapable of bringing to the preacher the "hearing car and the 
understanding heart," This is the least we can give—and every- 
body who has any connection with this Church ought to give 
that, ‘Che most we can offer is the dedication of our heart and 
life to God through Christ. And herein is the Missioner's 
reward, The dedication of men and women to God through 
Christ is the aim of the Preacher, and he lias his best reward 
in the knowledge that his words have not been in vain, but have 
heen as good seed sown in good soil, springing up and bringing 
forth fruit unto life eternal. The least we ean give--altendance 
at the services-—is an easy malter: the greater reward-—evidence 
of newness of life—is another, and more difficult matter. * 4.

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THE RECTOR'S NEW YEAR LETTER 


“From glory unto glory! Be this our joyous song. 

As on [ከር King's own highway we bravely march along. 
l'rom glory unto glory! O word of stirring cheer, 

As dawns the solemn brightness of another glad New Year." 


“Prom glory unto glory." That is progression. “The 
Psalmist expresses it “From strength to strength." That you 
may progress is my New Year wish for vou, my people: the 
people of God cannot remain stationary, and they must not go 
back: they should always be advanemg—"from strength to 
strength”: “from glory to glory.” From the strength of bap- 
tism to the strength of confirmation, and to the glory of the 
Lord as seen in the Holy Communion, From one ordinance to 
another, but that progress is in order that we may advance from 
oue duty to another. By the ordinances of the Lord's house we 
advance from one grace to another, from one virtue to another, 
but all in order that we may progress from oue act of service to 
another, "Add to your faith virtue: and to your virtue knowl- 
edge: and to your knowledge temperance: aud to your 
temperance patience: and to your patience godliness: and to 
your godliness brotherly-kindness: and to your brotherly-kind- 
ness charity."

On Tuesday in Holy Week, April 18th, the Bishop of the 
Diocese will visit this parish for the purpose of administering 
the apostolic rite of confirmation. This is not too soon to make 
preparation for that visit; to decide who shall be confirmed, to 
see that all are confirmed who should be, and that these receive 
proper and adequate instruction and spiritual preparation. 1, 
therefore, at this seemingly early date, bring this matter to 
your notice so that parents may talk over this important event 
in a child's life in order that their children may be encouraged 
to make their decision and come to the instruction; and that 
those adults who have never yet confessed themselyes on the 
Lord's side may be induced to consider what place confirmation 
has in aiding them to make that confession of allegiance. Yes, 
oath of allegiance, for so it is, That vow was made for us in 
our infancy by our parents and sponsors: anticipating the day 
when each individual should make it [or himself on reaching 
“years of discretion." 

The reception of Confirmation means that the candidate, 
having learned the significance of the promises which were 
made for him in baptism, now desires publicly to confess his 
decision to renew that vow and keep those promises. Just as 
though those promises had never been made by sponsors at the 
font, the candidate for confirmation confesses that he has 
learned the rightfulness of their import and that he now chooses 
to make those promises for himself: he knows that he ought 
to be "on the Lord's side," and that he ought to make an 
avowal thereof, "This is in liue with the Prayer Book preface 
to the Confirmation office: “To the end that children, being 
now come to the years of discretion, and having learned ۲ 
iheir Godfathers and Godmothers promised for them in Bap- 
tism, may themselves, with their own mouth and consent, openly 
before the Church, ratify and confirm the same; and also prom- 
ise, that, by the grace of God, they will evermore endeavor 
themselves faithfully to observe such things, as they, by their 
own confession, have assented unto." 

Here is declared the personal choice or decision, and the 


public avowal thereof. i 


This decision is of the greatest import- 
ance, for it will influence every subsequent decision throughout 
life, If you are on the Lord's side whatsoever things are pure, 
honest and of good report will find a friend in you; and if you 
have not made this decision and avowal you may be against 
Christ and His righteousness: so our Lord Jesus judges it— 
"He that is not with me is against me, and he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth abroac S "To your work in the world you 
should give such a measure of consideration as 11 deserves, but 
to this solemn business of your relation to Christ and righteous- 
ness you must bring your weightiest thought; you must judge 
and decide upon this matter with all calmness and deliberation, 
and with all solemnity of resolution, as in God's sight, remem- 
bering that 68 that pivotal hour of decision or hesitation your 
whole character may turn. Indeed, your character in its present 
state of development will show itself in the way in which you 
contemplate this matter. If you hesitate while you look over 
vour future, and ask yourself "AMhich is the best road for me? 
i oe, which will bring me most gain, most esteem, or the most 
ease?" you show that thoughts of self dominate your character, 
The question should rather be, What ie right? Then, having 
decided that it is right to be on the Lord's side, publicly avow 
yourself as His servant; come wilh us and lend us vour help in 
the work which we are trying to do in His kingdom. Let us 
enter into fellowship with one another, as neople banded. together 
for everything that is wood and true, in this way you will dem- 
onstrate to your satisfaction and ours that you are “a member 
of Christ, a ehild of God, arid an inheritor of the kingdom of 
heaven.”

THE RECTOR’S LETTER 
LENT 

A penitential season, preceding Paster, has been observed 
from carbest Christian times: forty hours at first, then forty 
days. 11 would ከር interesting to discuss how it came about that 
Lent was extended from forty hours to forty days, but that 
would not help us much toward an understanding of the vital 
thing. “The letter kuleth but the spirit giveth lite." The fact 
is, we haye Lent with us, and our present mode of observance 
was established about 600 A; D,, St. Gregory sanctionmg it with 
lus authority, But that is merely the shell, which may or may 
not hold the kernei: the kernel is in the manner of observing the 
season, ‘Therefore, in observing Lent, whether for forty hours 
or forty days, we should make it a period of self-discipline, self- 
examination, in order to discover the sin which separates us 
from God, and then to put it away: this is practical repentance, 
and only in this way can the observance of Lent actualiy benefit 
us, Indeed the customary abstinence from pleasure, the practice 
of fasting, and increased church attendance, may all amount to 
shell only, unless we bave the kernel, which is communion with 
Christ, fellowship im His sufferings, so as to realize that our 
interest in Him and His sufferings, actually separates us from 
the world, so that we walk with Him in newness of life, not 
for forty days or-forty hours merely, but throughout our life. 

The primary object of the institution of a torty-hour fast 
before Easter was doubtless to bring those early Christians 
together so that they might place themselves in sympathy with 
the disciples of Christ in the time of their extremest sorrow, 
distress and dejection, when they felt that all hope had Bed on 
account of the fact that the body of their Lord was on the cross 
and then buried in the tomb: forty hours of extreme misery and 
myslification, But even that, good as it was, might be as dead 
as a shell without kernel unless, at the same time, the mourner 
was enabled to say “He suffered this for me, and I want to 
show my gratitude to Him for His death in some practical way." 
Manifestly, sorrow for Christ's death should be accompanied by 
sorrow for the cause of that death ("He died for our sins 
according to the Scriptures”) ; even then, the purpose of Lent is 
not met unless that inward spiritual growth passes on to outward 
expression, and like Saul of Tarsus at his conversion we ask 
“Lord what wouldst thou have me to do?” The inward emotion 
must be outwardly expressed in terms of service. Religion is 
belief, it is a matter of emotion, it is loyalty to church ordi- 
nances; but no one of these is the chief part, and even all three 
put together do not constitute a complete whole, Religion is 
not complete until it is expressed in terms of conduct and serv- 
ice. “Faith without works is dead." To believe steadfastly, 
and to repent, even with tears, is of no avail unless we do thc 
things that Ele says. "Why call ye me Master and Lord and do 
not the things that I say?"  Churchgoing and sacraments are 
means whereby we gather strength; and strength is to enable 
us to bear one another's burdens, 80 fulfilling the law of Christ. 
This is practical: and | urge upon you the observance of this 
holy season in order that you may be better men and women 
and more useful in the church and in the world. The fact is 
we must regard Lent, the Lord's Day, the Sacraments, the 
Church Services, all as means to an end and that is, love to 
God and men expressed in service: and unless we attain this 
end all our religion is as “sounding brass and a tinkling cymbal."

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RECTOR'S LETTER 


My DEAR PEOPLE: 

It will be a matter of great satisfaction to me and to the 
Vestry if our Easter offering is sufficient to wipe out the debt 
still remaining on the lot east of the church, We owe a little 
less than $1,000. Tf each member of the congregation would 
use the extra envelope which will be found in his packet, and 
on Easter Day make an offering of thanksgiving, all determining 
to do each his own share in wiping out this debt, it can be done, 
without anyone feeling the burden very heavily, But all must 
help. 1 appeal to you, most earnestly, therefore that you give 
as you are able, and to let us rejoice together that our beloved 
church is once more free from debt. This is the only debt on 
this church: and it is well within our power to raise the small 
sum necessary on Easter Day in a thankoffering, During the 
last three years the money due for the lot has gradually been 
paid, and nobody has felt it to be a burden; for the calculations 
of the Vestry that the lot could be paid for easily and gradually in 
sums of $500 or $1,000 out of our income have been proved true; 
for there remains only this debt of a little less than $1,000, and 
that sum, I am convinced, will be contributed on aster Day. 

Another matter 1 would bring to your notice. The Lenten 
and Holy Week services should be better attended in our church, 
Don't throw a sop to your conscience by saying that you attended 
a service at the Garrick Theatre or some other noon-day meeting 
in town. Those services are planned for business men and busi- 
ness women: and those of you who do not come under that 
description should most certainly attend the services at your own 
church. For busy people those noon-day services are a godsend: 
to others of you, who are not business people, your chief obliga- 
tion should be to make the services in your own parish church 
worth while; [would say to you that you are in danger of becom- 
ing mere sermon-tasters, if you go from place to place day after 
day, and your supposed religious exercises may be more an 
occasion of gratifying curiosity than a real means of grace and 
inspiration: and 1 reach that conclusion because of the fact that 
God cannot bless the soul who avoids a plain duty in order to 
gratify some selfish whim, Our services at St, Paul's are not 
too many: maybe they are too few, They would be more if the 
services as now planned were better attended. But for the pres- 
ent all I ask is your presence on Tuesdays and Wednesdays at 5 
P. M. and Thursdays at 7.45 for Dr. Yerkes’ lecture. May I 
urge an especial devotion and church attendance during Hoy 
Week? “Then the services are Monday and Wednesday at ۰ 
Tuesday Confirmation Service at 8, Thursday Holy Communion 
at 8 P. M. Good Friday the Three Hours’ service from 12 to 3

UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA 


As the sons of a number of our people are students at the 
jivèrsity of Pennsylvania, it should be of interest to know 
nething of the work being carried on there by the Christian 
ociation, especially that part being taken by the Episcopal 
Church. This consists in keeping in touch with the 575 Epis- 
gopal students and endeavoring to enroll in confirmation classes 
the 70 Episcopalians on the campus as yet unconfirmed, To 
further this end, Bible classes have been started, student com- 
junion services held, young people's societies organized and the 
annual Episcopal dinner given. 

^ The present results of these efforts are many. In the three 
churches near the University—St. Mary's, the Church of the 
Saviour and the Church of the Transfiguration—there is an 
average attendance each Sunday of 85 students, and every fifth 
Sundav when the University service is bell in one of these 
churches at least 50 more atteud. There are 10 students en- 
rolled in the week!y Bible class at St. Mary's, 58 at the Church 
of the Saviour, and 9 at the Transfiguration. The average at- 
tendance at the Students’ Communion held once a month at St. 
Mary's is 24. This service will be held every week during Lent. 
Eight students have joined the Young People's Society at St. 
Mary's Church and between 50 and 75 men attend the monthly 
social evening at the Church of the Saviour. At the Episcopal 
dinner there were present 152 students, 8 members of the faculty 
aud 10 others. 

An influence that is of such great helpfulness at this critical 
period in a man’s development seems well worth while. 

The year's budget will amount to at least $900, and that a 
larger amount would enable the work to grow more compre- 
hensive and thus effect even greater results it is hardly necessary 
to state,

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 
My dear Parishoners— 
With this number of Tur Paris News, we send you 


reports of the Accounting Warden, aud reports of the various 
organizations active in the church. 


A passing glance at the pages may lead you to think this 
number uninteresting; but reflect awhile, and vou will realize 
that each report stands for much faithful and purposeful work, 
as well as time, talent, and money invested in the affairs of our 
local church and the Kingdom of God generally. 

Every year as these reports come to me I say within myself: 
“This is fine, but it might have been better." And when | say 
“It might have been better," I make no disparaging reflection on 
those who did the work. My thought is rather, "How much 
greater and better it would have been if all had lent a hand.” 
The reports make a fine showing, considering the number of per- 
sons in each organization who did the work, but each company 
of workers needs new members, and as there are many in our 
congregation who are doing nothing except attending the church 
on Sundays, it is evident that the existing organizations could 


largely increase their membership and their usefulness. To you 
who are not attached to some organization let me say: 1۶ the 


existing avenues of work do not appeal to you, show us your 
preference, and new organizations can be effected, though I 
would prefer to see all the existing ones strengthened, notably 
the Woman's Auxiliary to the Board of Missions and the 
Woman's Auxiliary, No. 2. Every woman by right of her bap- 
tism is a member of the Auxiliarv and should be a worker and 
giver for the extension of the Kingdom of God. There are 
communicant men who ought to be expressing their loyalty and 
service through the various avenues offered by the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew; in the Sunday School. or for the boys of our 
Parish. Dy so doing they would find their spiritual life grow as 
it only can when a man does something definite for another soul. 

God has many calls for each of us. The first is alwavs, 
“Son, give Me thy heart." We have given Him our hearts; we 
could not do otherwise. He has called us to prayer, and we have 
praved. We have been in affliction; He has called us aside, speak- 
ing to us words of consolation and sustenance, and we have been 
cheered. Then, a voice divine as these others, for it is the same 
Father's voice, says, "Son, go work in My vineyard." You all 
have heard that voice as surely as you have heard the other 
calls. Some have said, “No”; others have said, “Yes,” but before 
you say, "No" to it again, do reflect that, “You are not your own, 
that vou are bought with a price: therefore glorify God in your 
bodies and in your spirits for they are His.” Think of all the 
mercies with which He has crowned your days, and when next 
the Lord addresses you by that term of "Son" think of what that 
implies and say, “T owe to God an immeasurable debt of grati- 
tude for His having adopted me into His family, giving me the 
privilege of sonship. "Therefore do I feel the claims of obliga- 
tior and I shall endeavor to work in the vineyard because I am 
His son, His daughter, made so by grace." 

I beg you to think along these lines, of your place and use- 
fulness in the Kingdom, of how you can help your Parish in its 
work of self-support and work for others. Study these reports, 
in order that you may find your place in the church industries 
and be ready to volunteer,

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 
My DEAR PARISHIONERS : 


When, on Sunday morning, October 22nd, you heard the 
Rev, Dr. W. E. Taylor tell of the meetings for Government 
Students, Officials and Merchants in China, you must have felt 
that never in all the missionary history of the Church of Christ 
has such an opportunity to spread the Gospel presented itself. 
Indeed, many of you who heard Mr. Taylor have expressed to 
me your great surprise tbat there was such cagerness to hear the 
Gospel on the part of a class so hard to reach as the student 
class of China. Think of it! In Peking over 2,000 enquirers are 
attending Bible Classes each week: this has a wonderfully 
energizing effect on those who are already Christians, spurring 
them to splendid effort, and, as these meetings are held in the 
churches, the non-Christian inquirers in the classes are getting 
used to church going, and each church member is gaining valu- 
able experience in doing his share in extending the Kingdom. 
Those Christians are doing their utmost. Are we? 


My reason for referring to this matter is that we may, once 
more, reflect upon the urgency of the work in China; and, 
indeed, in all the world, for the opportunities are greater than 
ever before. These opportunities bring to us corresponding 
responsibilities, Are we assuming them? In the face of these 
facts, I should ask great things, but I am proposing now only 
that we, each one, assume his share of the responsibility which is 
upon us all, viz.: to raise the sum asked of us by the Board of 
Missions, This is not a great thing like asking that some go to 
the foreign field and there do the Church's work in education, 
or medicine, or evangelizing, The main duty of the moment is 
that we all contribute regularly and systematically by means of 
the envelope system adopted by this church for current ex- 
penses, aud for missions and benevolences. 


I might also propose that we contribute another $2,000 to 
follow up the work so well begun by Mr. Mott and Mr. Eddy, 
and carried on by Dr. Taylor. That would be a fine thing to do, 
but before anything like that is done, our first duty is to see that 
our home Parish is well supplied, and that our obligations to 
our own Missionary Board and our Diocesan benevolences are 
fully met. These are the first duties. But even these will not 
be done unless we are conscientious and systematic In our giving. 
In order to secure the best results and so that the load shall be 
carried by all, and not by a few, I would urge that each member 
of our congregation apply to me for a packet of envelopes for 
use during the coming church year. You will observe that there 
are two pockets in each envelope, one for parochial expenses, 
the other for missions and benevolences. In this way you are 
enabled to contribute each Sunday in the year to those objects 
which should have the first claim upon the hearts of us all: viz., 
adequate parochial support, and the payment of our obligations 
to the many institutions which are entitled to look to us for 
support. 

I therefore confidently expect that, when the new issue of 
envelopes is made, just before Advent Sunday, there will be 
many new contributors, EVERY MEMBER contributing is the 
ideal condition, We therefore must not cease urging this matter 


of systematic giving, until every member of this Congregation 
adopted the system, Ton]

BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW CONVENTION 


The thirty-first National Convention of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew was held in Cleveland, October 4th to 8th and wee 
most inspiring. More than twelve hundred men and boys (6708 
tered, a delegation of fifty-three being present from Philadelphia 
Among the many line addresses those of Bishop Anderson of 
Chicago, and Mr. George Wharton Pepper stood out prom? 
nently. Bishop Anderson, speaking on "The Responsibility of 
the Individual Christian,” said in part: “There is a very wide- 
spread latent heresy in the Episcopal Church amongst the rank 
and file that bringing men to Christ is the exclusive work of the 
Christian ministry. Che work of the laity is to convert people. 
The work of the clergy is to sustain and edify aud upbuild and 
employ those whom the laity convert. We talk a good deal about 
the rights of the laity but the time has come to think more of 
the responsibility of the laity. We need a fresh conversion, a 
fresh realization on the part of our laity of their individual, 
evangelical responsibility for bringing men to Christ through 
the Church.” 

Mr. Pepper, following Bishop Anderson, spoke on “Tried 
and Proven Method of Fulfilling It.” He said in part: “There 
is only one method of winning men, by person, not by 67 
But the man whom you are trying to win must see in your life 
the fruits of your Christian experience. I ask you men whether 
it is not your duty to put into practice social service in a new 
sense, serving the social order by showing yourselves to ከር su- 
perior to those things which are hindering and dwarfing the 
development of the social order.”

BENEVOLENCE NO SUBSTITUTE FOR RELIGION 


A man recently undertook to justify himself in a conversa- 
“tion with me for abstention from Church-going and from saying 


"his prayers. He said, "It seems to me that doing one's duty to 


"one's neighbors as one would he done by is good enough religion 
“for anybody." 1 told him it was not religion at all, for it has 
nothing to do with God, Religion is concerned with our relations 
with God, and to practice religion means to cultivate these rela- 
tions and get continually into more effectual personal touch with 
God. "Suppose," I said, "I were to say to my father, 'I love vou 
with all my heart and therefore 1 am going to do all I can to 
serve your children, my brethren, but 1 had rather let it go at 
this and not be obliged to meet you’; would that be a proper 
state of affairs? Surely not, and vet it would’ be strictly as logi- 
cal as to make the doiug to our neighbors as we would be done by 
an excuse for refusing to enter the house of God and cutting His 
acquaintance."—Rzv, F. J. Harr, D.D., in a leaflet of St. John's 
Church, Ogdensburg, N. Y.

RECTOR'S LETTER 
My Dear Parishoners: 


This December issue of Tite Parisa News will be an all 
Pension Fund number. We emphasize the Pension Fund in this 
way because we feel that every adherent of the Episcopal 
Church it our neighborhood should be familiar with this, the 
greatest thing ever undertaken by the Church; and having 
learned the facts, and caught something of the enthusiasm which 
has caused our lay people to do unprecedentedly large things in 
the way of giving, to think well and carnestly over the matter, 
and then decide what can be done by us individually so as to 
make the contribution to this great fund worthy of our Parish, 
and right up to the amount asked of us by the Diocesan 
Committee. 

In addition to the information given vou in this paper con- 
cerning the Church Pension l'und, you will have an opportunity 
io hear Mr. James F. lFahnestock explain the system at the 11 
o'clock service on December 3rd, and you will receive by mail a 
very readable and concise statement in "The Plan.” I beg vou 
all to read this pamphlet, for the whole matter is most satis- 
factorily stated there. 

Please read the pledge form carefully; and then on 

December 10th, when our offering will be taken for the 
$5,000,000 fund, please place in the alms basin your contribu- 
tion, with your signed pledge attached; or, if you prefer to pay 
later, your pledge only. 

In this way you will simplify the work of the Parish Com- 
mittee, by enabling them to know who has contributed, and how 
the money may be expected to come in; that js to say whether 
it is to be paid 

(1) Immediately; (2) On a certain date before March 1, 
1917; or (3), A certain sum to be paid yearly for five years. 

T feel fully assured that when St, Paul's people understand 
the situation. there will be no difficulty in raising somewhere 
between $6,000 and $10,000. 1f our response is according to our 
ability, and commensurate with the importance of the object, 
the larger sum will be raised. 

There are parishes around us which have undertaken to 
raise $25,000 to $40,000, and in these are some people who have 
contributed to the $700,000 already raised in this Diocese. Our 
Diocese is expecting to raise $1,000,000 of the $5,000,000 fund; 
$700,000 is now in hand. St. Paul's, Overbrook, comes in on 
the endeavor to raise the last $300,000; and our share is some- 
where between six thousand and ten thousand dollars. We 
can do it, and we will. 

‘We brought nothing into this world and it is certain we 
can carry nothing out.” But we can take something with us 
into the other world, and that is whatever we have given away; 
while all that we hold on to we lose at the grave.

Success means that the Church has taken up a great task 
and carried it through; that the Church will have learned to 
think and give in bigger ways than ever before; that ministers 
of the Church will give themselves with more buoyancy and 
cheer to the preaching of the Gospel of Christ. 

Philadelphia, as in most church movements, is in the fore- 
front of the effort of the Presbyterians to raise $10,000,000 for 
a pension fund for the clergy, and likewise takes a leading 
part in collecting subscriptions for the fund of $5,000,000 which 
the Episcopalians are striving to raisc. 

Society at large in its recognition of the value of the work

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THE RECTOR'S LETTER 
MY DEAR PARISHIONERS: 

In giving you a word of greeting for the New Year, it has 
occurred to me that, better than any words of mine, words of 
Holy Scripture would serve my purpose best. It is my desire 
that you look into the coming year from a stroug foundation 
and filled with encouragement and assurance. 1 therefore select 
one of those words of well founded confidence aud sweet as- 
surance with which St. Paul's writings abound: Rom, viii, 31 to 
39. Here the earnest rhetoric of St. Paul leads him to summon 
all adversaries to the bar, and challenge them to prove their 
ability to upset his reasonings and destroy his hopes in Christ: 
Who or what shall sever tbe tie that binds him to his Lord? 
That confidence made him invincible. 

Nowadays, it is almost considered a virtue to be in doubt, 
and a rash presumption to be sure of anything. In the revolt 
from superstition, men have gone into an unbelief that astonishes 
onc. From this kind of a surrounding atmosphere it is good to 
come in contact with one whose faith is fixed and who can say 
“1 know in whom 1 have believed and am persuaded that He 15 
able to keep that which I have committed to Him against that 
day." "Phat is the tone of conlidence and assurance that runs all 
through this portion which 1 give you as your New Year starting 
point. 
Now read this portion for yourselves and let it be to you the 
jov and gladness of your life through the year with all its un- 
certainties and difficulties, and let it convince you that, despite all 
the uncertainties and unrealities of life, there is such a thing as 
certainty and truth. And if the reading shall lead you to lean 
hard ou the certainty of the love of Christ my portion will prove 
io have been well chosen. 

31. What shall we then say to these things? If God be for 
us, who can be against us? ' 

32. He that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up 
for us all, how shall he not with him also freely give us all 
things? 

33. Who shall lay any thing to the charge of God's elect? 
It is God that ۰ 

34. Who is he that condemneth? Jt is Christ that died, 
yea rather, that is risen again, who is even at the right hand of 
God, who also maketh intercession for us. 

35. Who shall separate us from the love of Christ? shall 
tribulation, or distress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, 
or peril, or sword? 

36. As it is written, For thy sake we are killed all the day 
long: we are accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 

37. Nay, in all these thiugs we are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us. ۱ 

38. For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come. 

39. Nor height, nor depth. nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. ۲ 

Let us conclude therefore: whatever trials we may meet 
with, or however difficult may be the work before us, and, from 
our unaided human viewpoint however uncertain the outcome, 
there [8 the great certainty of the love of Christ. With that 
certainty trials or tasks cannot overburden us. God's love is 
too strong and God's gifts already given are too great. Indeed, 
those things all enter into the working of God's purpose for 
us, therefore they cannot hreak that purpose but must actually 
subserve it: so we shall not only conquer but more than con- 
auer: for that which is against us shall become for us. Let 
this he our persuasion, so shall we be strong and well fortified 
for the ycat's events.

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THE RECTOR'S LETTER 
My Dear Parishioners: 
Before the next issue of the Parism News we will be well 
into Lent. It will not be too soon, therefore, to say a few things 
concerning that season at this time, 


In the first place, let us decide to make the season a real 
one, an occasion of spiritual progress by means of prayer and 
attendance at the church services. In this connection it will be 
appropriate to quote from the Bishop's circular letter concerning 
the Week of Prayer: for the principle laid down there is 
applicable also to Lent: 

“It offers great spiritual opportunity if we have the grace 
to use it. Our chief need is that we should be aroused to the 
urgent necessity of prayer. In Europe men have learned tliis 
first and greatest lesson. The experience of War has broken 
through the hardened surfaces of life. Men have become once 
more spiritually sensitive. Tt has become natural for them to 
pray. But it is not so with us. We have learned no spiritual 


lessons. Nothing has happened to break, or even to bend, the 
hardened crust of our material prosperity. We are on the edge 


of spiritual bankruptey. This Week of Prayer, then, must be 
used chiefly for our conversion to the life of prayer, We reach 
and realize God's saving power only as we pray.” 

Tn such a spirit let us prepare to observe our Lenten season. 


Please study the Lenten Card, which will be mailed to you 
shortly, so as to plan what services vou will attend regularly at 
your parish church. 

Associated with Lent in our Parish year by year is the 
preparation for Confirmation:—those occasions when the hector 
can meet face to face a few boys, or girls, or adults, giving 
intimate instruction concerning the Christian life and the Church : 
and making direct appeals to their conscience so that they shall 
say: “I ought to serve Christ" To their ambition and then 
say: "It is a great cause, T van serve Christ," and to their will 
and they respond: "T am determined to serve Christ, God being 
my helper.” 

Parents and sponsors! please use your influence to secure the 
attendance at the classes of those under vour care, who have 
arrived at “years of discretion,” so that all who should be con- 
firmed will be instructed and then be presented to Bishop Garland 
on Palm Sunday. 

Let us endeavor to make this Lent our best.

$78,954.44; individuals, $9,858.76; Sunday Schools, $2,242.62;

The only fair comparison to make is with the receipts to the 
Same date last year, notwithstanding the fact that the last fiscal 
Year included offerings that came in the month of September,

Comparing the above, for three months, with the receipts to 
Jannary 1, 1916, for four months, we find a decrease of $27,431.09.

$12,943.54; and on the One Day's Income Plan this year we have 
received $11,136.18 less than was received last year from it, and 
rom the emergency appeal, $11,136.18; a total of $24,079.72;

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


My DEAR PRoPLE: 

On account of the great amount of misinformation which 
exists among church people generally concerning the history of 
our Church, 1 desire to urge you to attend a course of five 
illustrated free lectures, to be given by Rev. L. N. Caley, on 
Monday evenings during Lent, in the Church House. 1 feel 
sure that the information given by Mr. Caley will help to dispel 
the confusion of thought which afflicts many of our well inten- 
tioned members. Historians of repute have misrepresented the 
historic position of our Church, and contemporary writers of 
other churches, notably through the school books, have mis- 
stated the facts as to its origin. So do take advantage of this 
provision of the Church Club to correct these wrong ideas which 
ure held by too many church people. "That course might well 
occupy your Monday ۰ 

Then I would be highly gratified if you would set aside your 
Wednesday evenings for your own church, for 1 have prepared 
a very interestitig course af sermons on character, with the biog- 
raphies of the Holy Scripture as the foundation of the sermons, 
and I feel that I can do better work with the inspiration of a 
large congregation, 

On account of my absence for three weeks preceding Lent, 
in order that I might regain my health, the house to house visiting 
which I have done all other years in the homes of these who 
should, in my judgment, be confirmed, has, this year, not been 
done. The best I could do was to write notes from Summerville, 
South Carolina, to the adults, and trust to the Sunday School 
teachers to see the children. But I know that all this is, inade- 
quate, for nothing counts like a face to face conversation in your 
houses, and you know that I have diligently attended to 
this until this year, and this year it has been impossible, Still, 
even now, by the influence of sponsors and parents, the omission 
can yet he remedied, and those who should be instructed can be 
induced to he present at the classes: Boys, Tuesdays, at 4 P, AL: 
Adults, Wednesdays, 8.50 P. M., and Girls, Thursdays, at 4 P. M. 


This mention of house to house visitation reminds me of 
another matter. I had hoped that you might have been visited 
in your homes on behalf of the Church Pension Fund; that 
canvass was not made. Consequently, the amount raised by St. 
Paul's is far below the sum expected from this church. A per- 
fectly splendid letter was sent to you by the Vestry during my 
absence, but the response was meager, and the amount secured 
to the present time is only about $4,800, while the sum asked of 
us by the Diocesan Committee is $6,000, and we could easily have 
sent $10,000. Though the first day of March is past, it is not 
yet too late to correct the omission and. to keep your Parish in 
the position recognized by one of our bishops, who said recently, 
when writing to me, “You have placed St, Paul's in the vanguard 
of benevolent giving.’ That's how you stand now; do not lose 
your good name. 

Now, praying that God will continue to give us His grace 
and to bless us through this sacred season of Lent, [ remain,

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THE RECTOR’S FAREWELL LETTER—LOOKING 
BACKWARD 


My Dear Parishioners: 


The ordinary attitude of Christians should be that of looking 
forward, but there are times when it is profitalile to look back. 
For example, after a long stretch of progress, prosperity, and 
usefulness, such as this church has enjoyed during the last nine 
years, it is well to look back and take courage: and, discovering 
the causes of the progress, to determine that the success shall 
continue along those lines, and that the failures shall not be 
repeated. 

As 1 look hack over the nine years of my ministry among you 
1 find good cause to congratulate you on the steady progress of 
your church, and thankfulness that you as a congregation fol- 
lowed my leadership: especially in the matter of increasing our 
giving to Missions and all Church henevolences. Your response 
to my appeals was the beginning of good things in this Parish 
and placed you among the parishes of large vision, and therefore 
large giving in the Diocese. This more sympathetic attitude with 
reference to the affairs of the Kingdom outside your Parish 
bounds reacted to the advantage of the Parish so that everything 
prospered at home, Glance with me for a moment at the vital 
statistics which show how St Paul's Chureh has increasingly 
mel He needs. of the community and grown in usefulness: and 
the reason for these gains and steadily improving conditions is not 
hard to find: it is in the fact that St, Paul's Church has stood for 
something more than simply supplying its own needs. To demon- 
strate this I will compare the nine years of my Rectorate with 
the whole period prior to my incumbeney, viz, 10 years: 

Number of Daptisms for 10 years, including 1908, 65; by 
present Rector, 117; gain, 52. 

Confirmations for 10 years, including 1908, 126; during 
present Rectorate, 189; gain, 63. 

Marriages for 10 years, including 1908, 22; during present 
Rectorate, 51; increase, 29, 

When | became your Rector the Communicant Roll showed 
a membership of 237. After diligent search and inquiry I failed 
to locate 78; it should, therefore, have heen 159. So, following 
the instructions of the Canon, T had to report as removed from 
the Parish without transfer these 78. This number has been 
furtlier reduced hy the death of 31 and by canonical transfer to 
other cities of 87. ] leave the list showing a total of 342, all of 
whom can be accounted. for. 

Leaving these more important matters let us come to the 
matter of finance: and while gain in this sphere may not prove 
spiritual growth in a cliureh, it certainly is indicative of the 
people's response to leadership; and I have tried to lead gon 
to work and to give generously for the extension of the Kingdom 
of God. 

But passing further comparisons which might appropriately 
be made, let us pass from the vital statistics to finance. 


I give you first some totals, then some comparisons. I omit 
the odd dollars and cents:

Now, these statistics show how your church has increasing] 
met the needs of the community and. grown in usefulness, ገዢ 
reason for these gains and steadily improving conditions is "s

You will recall that early in my ministry here T called your 
attention to the fact that we were giving away too little, that the 
giving came from a few people, that it was haphazard, without 
system, and not commensurate with the importance of the objects 
to which we contributed, Notwithstanding some objectors, the 
vast majority of you saw the truth of my statements: and, recog- 
nizing their reasonableness, you rallied around your Rector to a 
determination to remedy the defect because of the missionary 
spirit which gradually possessed you: until in the year 1915 your 
total henevolences were $10,297, which alone was over $200 more 
than. the entire sum raised in 1908 for all purposes—current 
expenses and heneévolences. 

Contrasting the year 1916, when our share of the apportion- 
ment for the Board of Missions was $3,600, with the years pre- 
ceding my Rectorate, when but two offerings a year were received

for that object. each amounting to about $200. When in [908 


your gifts for others were $2,081, while in 1915 they were $10,207, 
followed hy $8,027 in 1916, in which year your Treasurer appended 
to his report this: “You will notice that your contributions for 
purposes outside the Parish have heen only 20 per cent. less than 
the amount spent on yourselves.” In these years vou apparently 
determined to give away as much as possible, You had as the 
result more for your current expenses, and, in place of being 
distressed hy the fear of a deficit each year, vou have been enabled 
to rejoice over a substantial balance. It must be evident that 
without the system, and the missionary spirit energized by my 
ministry, it would have heen humanly impossible to have met an 
apportionment anything: like $3,000: and yet it was paid, and in 
addition other benevolences aggregating some $2,700 were also 
paid: and the funds of the Parish for its own needs and for the 
needs of others are in better shape to-day hy far than in those 
days: besides, there is a larger balance this year than last. 

That you have had an increasing sum and always a sufficiency, 
for local expenses, is explained by the operation of an eternal 
principle, so well expressed in these lines: 


"Make you His service your delight, 
He'll make your wants His care.” 


That principle is true individually and corporately, When 
from the individual Christian and from his church there flows à 
holy stream of influence and generosity which aims to do good in 
the surrounding community and to the world, the spirit of Christ 
is shown, and growth, personally and corporately, is sure when 
the dominant thought is: not for self but Christ, You can run ወ 
business concern on strict business lines: you mw run a church 
according to business principles, plus Christian faith: for tHE 
Church as least of all à business concern, it is a "company 0 
faithful people," i. e, people whose thoughts and lives are te 
hy faith, You have seen the larger vision, the truth percelvet 
by the eves of faith, and you have stood by your Rector, respon] 
ing to his appeals “for others," believing that Bishop ۸ 
was right when he said: 


"We lose what on ourselves we spend: 
We have as treasure without end 
Whatever, Lord, to Thee we lend 
Who givest all.” 
I account for the prosperity of your church, therefore, dun 
the last nine years in this way. The congregation has been sicht: 
but surely catching this larger vision, has had a real desire to E 
the needy throughout the whole field of our Church activities 
diocesan, domestic, foreign. 
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Now we come to tlie parting of the ways, and T regret exceed- 
ingly that the severance of our relationship should come at this 
"critical time in the history of your church, at a time when all signs 
pint to a remarkable growth of St. Pauls, The seedsowing 
which T have done by patiently visiting from. house to house is 
just now beginning to ripen into the harvest, and I would that it 
had been possible for me to garner the sheaves, now that the fields 
“are White unto the harvest, 


11 is the fulfilling of the law “Give, and it shall be given to 
you, goad measure, pressed down and shaken together.” And I 
have striven steadily and consistently to inspire you with this 
vision and the records show that in a large measure I have 
succeeded. 
 [ regret, too, that T have not the space to mention the names 
of the many dear friends in this church who are no longer with 
us, but who have passed on to their heavenly home. You and 1 
have met and prayed together while they were passing from this 
world to the glory of Paradise, and we have felt the Saviour near, 
Both mourners and the departing ones have realized that “under- 
neath thee are the everlasting arms.” The loss of loyal com- 
municants and staunch adherents hy death during my Rectorate 
has been unusually large and I miss their friendship now. 

Then 1 think of your children whom I have seen grow up, 
many of whom 1 have married. Thus our glad days and our sad 
have all heen blest by the knowledge that “He knoweth the way 
that we take.” 

And the little children that T have held in my arms at the 
font, signing them with the sign of the cross, T would still love to 
minister to them to see them brought up in the “way that leadeth 
to eternal life.” 

But my ministry has come to an end and all that T can do now 
is to follow the example of St. Paul when he bade farewell to the 
churches at Miletus and Ephesus, he prayed for them, so 1 say to 
you, “1 commend you to God and the word of His grace." Is 
there anything in human relationship more jntimate or beautiful 
than the relationship of pastor and people, and is there anything 
more pathetic than the conclusion of these varied occasions of 
spiritual intercourse and fellowship? After a ministry of thirty- 
live years I can testify that everything besides this joy is mere 
child's play.

There are a good many tired Episcopalians, who have listened

A vacancy in the Rectorship is always a difficult time for any 
Parish. It puts the people to the test. In a very searching 
way, it tries out their unity and loyalty to the Church. Two 
things should always be remembered: 

First, that it is the lay people of the Church who really 
make it what it is. The Clergy at the best can do no more than 
lead. The real work of devotion and of service must be done 
by the lay members, It would be utterly foolish to expect the 
officers of an army to do all the fighting; the issue of every 
battle depends upon the courage and discipline of the soldiers 
in the ranks. Just so in the Church, as a whole, and in any 
Parish. Upon the conduct and character of every individual 
man and woman, boy and girl, depends the safety and honor, as 
well as the progress, of the Church in its warfare against sin 
and evil. 

Secondly, it is of the utmost importance that there should 
be no backward movement during the time that the congrega- 
tion is without a head. All the ground that has been gained in 
recent years; all the enthusiasm for missionary work; all 
increase in the Sunday School; all the accessions made through 
confirmation to the roll of communicants, should be conserved. 
This should be the personal business of every member. What- 
ever bitterness of feeling may have been caused; whatever mis- 
understandings may have arisen, are now all in the past and 
should be entirely forgotten. This will require watchfulness, 
self-control and self-denial, but it is well worth while. It is the 
Lord's work which we are doing, not our own. While a Parish 
is only a small company in a great army, none the less the wel- 
fare, strength and reputation of the whole army is a trust 
committed in a real sense to the smallest company which it 
includes. 

Looking back over the past, it should be clearly evident to 
every one of you that you have been greatly blessed, Looking 
out into the present, and the future, it should be equally clear 
that there is a very great and important opportunity lying close 
at your hand, Nothing must obscure in your ears the clear 
call which, at this time comes to you from God that “reaching 
forth unto those things which are before, you should press 
towards the mark for the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus." 

I know you will not fail to do your part. I know your 
Vestry can be trusted to plan carefully and wisely for the wel- 
fare of the Parish.

In our giving for others we have done well. Our contri- 
bution of about $4,900, in cash and in five-year pledges, to the 
Pension Fund is indicative of what can be done. Three years ago 
we reached the enviable position of giving away a dollar for every 
dollar spent on ourselves, but since then our record has not been 
so good. The unusually large assessment of last year of $3686 of 
the Board of Missions was most creditably met, but this was'only 
made possible because of the extraordinary efforts of the Sunday 
School and the Woman's Auxiliary—they alone contributing over 
$1400.00. 

In this world’s crisis, our Country calls upon us to assume 
many new obligations. This should not mean that our parochial 
organizations should in any way be sacrificed, but rather that 
through them we should prove that the Church at this hour has 
more than ever a distinct mission and a very positive relation to 
the world’s work. Our oreanizations, therefore, ought to mean 
more to us and not less. Unfortunately, during the past year one 
important organization has disbanded and another has practi- 
cally ceased all regular activites. What can be done, however 
by our united lay efforts is shown for instance in the Sunday 
School where three years ago a group of men and women 
workers banded together for the solution of this problem. Other 
organizations, too, have shown the results of devoted efforts of 
lay workers, thus proving that the opportunitics are at han 
and that past failures may be overcome, 

Your Vestry on their part wish to do what they can for the 
Parish in order that it may ever more fully take its proper place 
in our community and they desire your earnest co-operation, hop- 
ing that particularly through the medium of the Parish Counc) 
all will feel free to suggest and help.

Taking a serious view of our parish what do we 
find? 

Here we have one of the finest Churches and Par- 
ish Houses in the Diocese. No suburban Church has 
à better opportunity or more serious responsibility. 
In addition to our communicants and adherents we 
have a large and intelligent non-church-going popula- 
tion to draw from, We are not meeting this situation, 
but rather are sitting still and allowing priceless oppor- 
tunities to pass by without any real effort on our part. 
Let us look at a few figures which speak eloquently 
and irresistibly. 

The Church has a seating capacity of 555. If we 
are alive we should have at least 500 people at the 
morning service and 250 at the afternoon service for 
40 Sundays in the year, During June, 400 in the morn- 
ing, and 150 in the afternoon. During July and August 
with only the morning service of 100, it would mean 
a total of 33,000 attendance for the year. 

When we contemplate what we have actually been 
doing—8,736— this is significant. 

What your Warden has suggested is not the best 
we can do. It is the least we should be doing.

Taking a serious view of our parish what do we 
find? 

Here we have one of the finest Churches and Par- 
ish Houses in the Diocese. No suburban Church has 
a better opportunity or more serious responsibility. 
In addition to our communicants and adherents we 
have a large and intelligent non-church-going popula- 
tion to draw from. We are not meeting this situation, 
but rather are sitting still and allowing priceless oppor- 
tunities to pass by without any real effort on our part. 
Let us look at a few figures which speak eloquently 
and irresistibly. 

The Church has a seating capacity of 555. If we 
are alive we should have at least 500 people at the 
morning service and 250 at the afternoon service for 
40 Sundays in the year. During June, 400 in 116 7 
ing, and 150 in the afternoon. During July and August 
with only the morning service of 100, it would mean 
a total of 33,000 attendance for the year. 

When we contemplate what we have actually been 
doing—8,736—this is significant. 

What your Warden has suggested is not the best 
we can do. It is the least we should be doing. 

Why have we failed ? 

Your Warden has given a great deal of time and 
labor in his efforts to present this report to you in 85 
detailed a manner as possible, and he will feel repa!

[1 has been under his direction that the course of 
study for use in our Sunday School has been prepared and 15 
now being used in many schools with splendid success, The 
work of the General Board of Religious Education has, how- 
ever, gone further than simply preparing a course of lessons, 
They have considered and developed ideas for Parish organi- 
zation, means of increasing efficiency in Parish organization, and 
broadened the idea of Sunday School work until it now includes 
the whole field of religious instruction for the entire life of the 
child, and up until the time he is ready to be admitted into the 
Church. 

In all of this work Dr. Gardiner has been the leader and we 
hope that not only the parents of children in our Sunday School, 
but all others, will join in the closing exercises of the Sunday 
School and hear from Dr. Gardiner his ideas as to what an 
efficient Sunday School should be. 

Dr. Gardiner has consented to remain over until Monday 
evening, June 4, and it is planned to have in the Parish House 
on that evening a conference of the officers and teachers of our 
Sunday School and of other schools along the “Main Line." 


In addition to the regular Sunday School work, we have 
endeavored to consider other needs. Last year, as you know, 
we studied the Foreign Mission Fields, what the needs are, and 
what is being accomplished in them by our Church. This 
year we have undertaken to study something of the needs of 
the many children in our large cities whose lot is not cast in as 
happy surroundings as ours, and we have tried to think of ways 
in which we might help, in order that those children may gain 
something of a vision of a bigger and better life and so develop 
into men end women who will contribute their share to the 
progress of the world, and perhaps in turn do something to 
help those needy ones who follow after them. '

My dear Parishioners: 


I am already finding happiness in the work to which 
you have called me. From the moment of our reception at 
the Reading Terminal by 8 delegation from the Vestry until 
now I have not had time to be too lonely for my dear 
London friends who forever remain in my heart.

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THE CHURCH SCHOOL 


In the religious education of the children of the Church 
it becomes more and more evident that the instruction 
given to them on Sundays forms only a part of a training 
that must be closely followed up throughout the week in 
their various but definite parish activities and interests. As 
better expressing this ideal and in accordance with the 
recommendation of the General Board of Religious Educa- 
tion the more comprehensive title of “The Church School” 
will therefore be used hereafter in place of “The Sunday 
School.” 

The courses of study as used the past two years, the 
Christian Nurture Series, will be continued. 

The sessions of the school for 1917 and 1918 will com- 
mence on Sunday morning October 7th at 9.30, the opening 
service cach Sunday being held in the Church with a short 
address by the Rector. 

The offerings will be made through the duplex envelope 
system, and apart from the support of the school, will be 
devoted to work in the Parish, the Diocese, the Community, 
the Church at Large and the World, thus training the chil- 
dren to appreciate the responsibility of being systematic not 
only in supporting their school, but also in giving for others. 
The special offerings heretofore taken during Advent and 
Lent wil be included in this plan. 

Every crisis brings its obligations and opportunities; and 
so in this World War two important facts pre-eminently de- 
mand the attention of our Church School: 1st—That upon 
the present boys and girls of America will unquestionably 
fall, after the War, the greatest problems of reconstruction 
that the world has ever known, and 2d—That for them to 
even attempt to meet these tasks they must not only be 
inspired by a glimpse of God's will for the world, through 
love, service and sacrifice, but must also realize that in this 
vision the Chureh of Christ in action can, must and will be 
the guiding agency. These facts will ever be kept foremost 
in our teaching. 

May we therefore urge, more carnestly than ever before, 
the co-operation of all parents, particularly by seeing that 
the children. prepare at home the small amount of work 
required of them and also that they are punctual in their 


attendance.

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COMMUNITY VEGETABLE GARDEN 


Upon being appointed to the position of Garden Teacher 
at St. Paul's, Overbrook, I found that the Vestry of that 
Church had not only donated the ground for garden pur- 
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poses for the children of the Church and vicinity, but also 
had the ground fertilized and ploughed in readiness to be 
staked off into individual gardens. 

In each garden was planted beets, parsuips, peas, string 
beans (or bush lima), carrots, swiss chard, radishes and 
parsley (in combination) and lettuce. When these crops 
were harvested a second planting of tomatoes, string beans, 
radishes and turnips, was made. 

As the 86850) progressed vacation days called 
original gardeners from the city.

There 18 very grave danger that the Church’s definite 
work will be lost sight of and our Christian forces stampeded 
by pre-occupation in the War.

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The other day | walked with a friend to Valley Forge. 
My friend was very wise in his planning of our journey, 
for he so ordered it that we did not venture forth upon the 
road until the train dropped us at Devon. No, we were 
neither lazy nor afraid of the miles—the matter of a few 
leagues is slight in comparison with the joy of a great 
emotion won through a right selection of the starting place. 
My friend rarely if ever reads poetry, but he is a poct— 
bis art in the choice of roads was proof sufficient —he knows 
the value of cumulative effects. Devon!— What! Devon of 
the downs and hedges? Yes, even as of old | walked 
through lanes bordered by hawthorn under an English sky, 
so we fared forth unto Valley Forge. Colour, form, spirit 
of tree and shrub and flower were almost identical with the 
miles from Mort-hoe to Biddeford—only there was not the 
wind out of the sea! 

[ wonder if my friend felt my silence—if he bothered 
himself because | did not talk? He is such a good pilgrim 
of the road that | am sure he understood. There are times 
when to talk is a-sin against the third commandment. Yes, 
| am sure that my friend did understand my silence, for 
he himself is no profane person—he, too, had heard the cry 
of Wordsworth: 


“Come forth unto the light of things, 
Let Nature be your teacher.” 


To understand Nature, to see, to hear, to feel, to learn of 
her, one must be quiet—so | was a man of few words on 
the road from Devon to Valley Forge. 


"Once again | see 

These hedge-rows, hardly hedge-rows, little lines 
Of sportive wood run wild: these pastoral farms 
Green to the very door; and wreathes of smoke 
Sent up, in silence, from among the trees!" 


And this brings me to my subject: "God in Nature"— 
a theme that | found in my walk along a Pennsylvania 
road with a friend. 


God in Nature! Can you find Him elsewhere? Men 
have tried to so find Him and always have they failed. lor 
these many years have we struggled through self imposed 
labyrinths of the human mind to look upon the face of God 
and to have speech with Him. Tt is curious how in all 
ages mankind has felt in Nature hostility instead of [riend- 
liness., This explains all religious cults that found their 
expression in bloodstained and smoke-blackened altars: in 
high-portalled and many pilared temples; in the gloom of 
veiled sanctuaries. Irom the days of Thebes until now the 
human soul has shrunk from Nature and tried to replace her 
with bricks and mortar. Priests have taught that the earth 
for man’s sake was cursed: that the poison of sin is under- 
neath-the lip of a flower and on the russet gold of an apple. 
Preachers of righteousness have declared that the laughter 
of devils is in the wind and on the sea. We have been 
adjured by the living God to flee from this “miserable and 
naughty world." How strange! How far from the truth that 
is in the word of Jesus: "Consider the lilies how they grow" 
--how remote from the saying of Paul: “The invisible 
things of Him from the creation of the world are clearly 
seen, being understood by the things that are made!" There 
are many worthy people m our midst today who are nol 
friends with Nature. They will hush the voice before a 
veiled chalice and chatter before a cluster of trailing arbutus 
or make noise in the presence of golden pumpkins on brown 


furrows of autumn fields; they do not feel the sacredness of 
Nature's things that taught the Father of Modern Poetry 
to say: 


“To me the meanest lower that blows can give 
Thoughts that do often lie too deep for tears.’ 


E 


For this let us thank Wordsworth nor be afraid to call 
him Father of Modern Poetry. We hear so much about 
the New Movement in Poetry that one cannot be blamed for 
crying: "Oh! give space for thought and remember that the 
new movement fn poetry began on the south coast of Dor- 
setshire when William and Dorothy Wordsworth moved into 
a little cottage at Racedown." For the first time since 
Christ of the lilies, a human soul stood with glad cyes to 
Nature and found in her the Handmaid of the Lord. Yes, 
it was Wordsworth of the "old green hills" who first alter 
the century of the Word made Flesh found God fully revealed 
in Nature. Others, too, had so found God, but only at inter- 
vals; this man never failed that moment when he wrote: 


“To every natural form, rock, fruit or flower, 
Even the loose stones that cover the highway, 
| gave moral life; | saw them feel, 

Or linked them to some feeling: the great mass 
Lay bedded in a quickening soul and all 
That | beheld respond with inward meaning. 
Add that whate'er of Fervor or of Love 
Or Beauty, Nature's daily face put on 
From transitory passion, unto this 
| was as sensitive as waters are 
To the ship's influence in a kindred mood 
Of passion: was obedient as a lute 
That waits upon the touches of the wind.” 


It is for this, in recognition of Wordsworth's single, 
unswerving loyalty to and trust of Nature that Emerson 
wrote: "He more than any other man has done justice to 
the Divine Man." Beneath Emerson's tribute is an universal 
axiom of the science of criticism, namely, that no witness 
of any event is reliable unless in his heart a man has seen 
God. One may, for instance, be most modern and most 
learned in psychology; may bave read and mastered every 
book from Münsterberg to Dewey: and yet be unaware of 
the soul, To such a man our poet speaks: 


“ላ moralist perchance appears; 

Led, Heaven knows how! to this poor sod: 
And he has neither eyes nor cars; 

Himself his world, and his own God: 


One to whose smooth-rubbed soul can cling 
Nor form, nor feeling, great or small; 

A reasoning, selí-suffieing thing, ` 
An intellectual All-in-all! 


jut who is He with modest looks 
And clad in homely russet brown? 

He murmurs near the running brooks 
A music sweeter than their ۰ 


The outward shows of sky and carth 
Of hill and valley he has viewed: 

And impulses of deeper birth 
Have come to him in solitude.’ 


Yes, the new movement in poetry is as old as Wordsworth 
from whom not only Shelley and Keats caught lire, but atso 
Tennyson, Browning, and Whitman, Why? Because this 
man saw God in Nature so vividly and heard him so clearly 
that for ages to come there will be no other movement in 
poetry. That there are many harps and viols playing out 
of the chord and here and there much strumming on banjos 
and ukuleles in the name of poetry, only confirms the author- 
ity and place of. Wordsworth, 

It frets me that there is so much going to and fro on 
the face of the earth for the making of many books that are 
secondary and all the while a great voice to which we will 
not harken still sounds from Rydal Mount. 1 do not so 
much refer to Spoon River Anthologies and that sort of 
thing nor to the jingles of popular war-verse—the vaude- 
ville in rhyme has its place—l do not, | say, so much refer 
to these as to our current religious literature. There are 
so many theological handbooks that might well give place 
tosa well arranged selection from Wordswortb's poems. 
Like alb great writers, there is in him the character of the 
quarry—one must go thither and work among the boulders 
for the material of one's building—and for this reason 
Wordsworth is not known to many readers. Perhaps 
there will come a day when the right mind will busy 7 
in putting forth such a book with the immortal best thines 
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sanged for the general reader. In any case, it is quite

There ds a wonderful line of St. Luke's Gospel that falls 
within the story of the walk to Emmans. 11 was towards 
evening and the two friends were walking and quietly talk- 
ing. “And it came to pass, that, while they communed 
together and reasoned, Jesus himself drew near and went 
with them." So as Wordswortli walked upon the hills or 
mused beside the lake, the God of the flower and fern came 
unto him and spoke face to face as a man speaks with his 
iriend. It is this clearness of vision for Nature that gives to 
Wordsworth his peculiar authority above all other poets as 
her interpreter. So he led me up hill and down dale in that 
walk with my friend. So he helped me to see God in the 
clustering elms that guarded the road and in the russet oaks 
that stood aloof among the fields of the gathered corn. 

To find God in Nature is not paganism. I does not 
mean that the lover of out-of-doors is less devout than he 
who worships at an altar. It means that he who so finds 
God is one with Moses and Amos: with Francis of Assisi; 
with all saints and mystics. All things are ours. We live 
in the Father's House of many rooms. Open the doors and 
go through those rooms. In cach room God waits for us 
with new, wonders. |f He so clothe the grass of the field, 
will He Woe much more clothe you? If He keep a tryst with 
nesting birds and opening buds or falling leaves, will He 
fail you? 

This is the message of Wordsworth and nowhere do 
we lind that message sung with a sweeter music or a fuller 
authority than in his great Te Deum: 


"For I have learned 

To look on nature, not as in the hour 

Of thoughtless youth; but hearing oftentimes 
The still, sad music of humanity, 

Nor harsh nor grating, though of ample power 
To chasten and subdue. And | have felt 

A presence that disturbs me with the joy 

Of elevated thoughts: a sense sublime 

Of something far more deeply interfused, 
Whose dwelling is the light of setting stuns, 
And the round ocean and the living air, 

And the blue sky, and in the mind of man: 

A motion and a spirit, that impels 

All thinking things, all objects of all thought, 
And rolls through all things. Therefore am 1 still 
A lover of the meadows and the woods, 

And mountains; and of all that we behold 
From this green earth; of all the mighty world 
Of eye, and ear,——both what they half create, 
And what perceive; well pleased to recognise 
In nature and the language of the sense

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Katherine Hale is the wife of Mr. John Garvin—the author 
of "Canadian Poets," and the best and most recent of anthologies. 
In "The New Joan" all lovers of the authentic lyric will discover 
a permanent contribution to the finest war-verse thus far writ- 
ten. These poems come to us in an artistic booklet of crimson 
covers—“The colour of courage; and in gold which signifies the 
strength and the joy of life, which is work." They are, as the 
singer declares: “Chiefly songs of women’s work, but there is 
a Christmas song for soldiers." 


No better title for a book of war-verse could be found, since 
every woman and every man, filled with the vision of this onc 
great thing to do, represents that spirit of service which ani- 
mated the Maid of Domremy. 


"A soldier's soul returns the centuries down— 
Radiance again! Love’s gleaming, mystic mate, 
She who was burned for witchcraft and for state 
Tn the old market-place of Rouen town.” 


Once more are souls “renewing faith’s old tryst” and there- 
fore all who “ride high-hearted, woman-man” are called The 
New Joan. Under this title there is a sequence of six songs— 
each with its theme and each developing a central thought attrib- 
uted to Anna Hempstead Branch, the outstanding poet of these 
United States: 


“Whoever makes a thing more bright 
He is an angel of all light.” 


The fifth of this sequence first appeared in Katherine Hale’s 
“Grey-Knitting,” which has done more to stimulate and gladden 
the mothers, wives, sisters and sweethearts of the soldiers than 
any other kindred poem written since the outbreak of the war, 
and reveals our poet at her best, especially in these exquisite 
lines: 

"[ like to think that soldiers, gaily dying 

For the white Christ on fields with shame sown deep, 
May hear the tender song of women's needles, 

As they fall fast asleep." 


Katherine Hale is easily among the first of Canadian women 
whose gift of song carries with it the lieht of a great vision. 
She is already well known to the American readers of poetry, 
and "The New Joan” will deepen the appreciation with which 
all her former work was received by those who love lyric verse. 


In the “Heart of the Hills,” Albert Durrant Watson, author 
of “The Sovereignty of Ideals,” “The Sovereignty of Char- 
acter,” “The Wing of the Wild Bird,” “Love and the Universe,” 
once more returns to the reading public. Doctor Watson is a 
poet of unique character. His vision is mainly prophetic and his 
message has in it that which compels attention by reason of its 
strength and originality. Tle is at his best in the poem on page 


67: “To Worlds More Wide,” and which, by every law of fit- 
ness, ought to be the title of his book. lere is a masterpiece 
that will certainly one day be accounted perhaps the most sig- 
nificant utterance in this age of “wars and tumours of wars," 
The poem is built up like a great symphony with orchestral 
thunders that shake the soul with their majesty of sound. It is 
worthy of the place which men have given to “The Hound of 
Heaven” and sings on the same authentic note. Do you know 
anything in modern verse so august as this? 


"The choral pines to the wild winds are singing, 
A wierd Aeolian strain, 

Aloft their dark, imperial branches swinging 
In sunshine, dark and rain, 

Through all the patient centuries outflinging 
Their litanies of pain. 


Stern atmospheres and lashing storms enfold them 
And robes of ancient night: 

The rock-sills of the solid planet hold them 
And swing them to the light; 

They whisper dreams—the dreams the mountains told them, 
The great peaks tipped with white."

Watson's book numbers 117 pages, and is filled with poems 
of extraordinary genius. He is at his best when his thought 
soars and his feet are among the stars, nevertheless here is the 
final poem which speaks of an intimate tenderness that will 
touch all who care for true poetry, and which expresses what 
our men are feeling who think among the trenches at night of 
the dearest spot on carth—Home: 


"Ah, there is one light 
Brighter than sunlight; 
Fairer and clearer 
Its beautiful ray; 
Restful as twilight, 
Far-twinkling high light 
Lovelier, nearer, 
And dearer than they, 


“Hearthlight and homelight 
After the foam white, 
After the tossing 
O'er life's storm-swept way; 
Here is the one light 
Brighter than sunlight, 
Lovelier, clearer, 
And dearer than day.”

To make the most of life in the New Year is our present 
will. Life is not bounded by the future and the past. Life has 
no boundaries. Life is the eternal NOW, It is the relation of 
the soul with Universal Energy, Universal Love, Universal Good. 
Since the morning of Copernicus and Druno, humanity has 
slowly come to realize the full meaning of St. John's great 
announcement; “These things are written that ye may know 


that ye have eternal life," We have eternal life—life that is mot. 


within the scope of physical actions. Our body-states are the 
least part of life. “Yesterday” and “tomorrow” are but terms 
expressive of those body-states—they do not describe the soul. 
If what we call the material universe is now everywhere regarded 
as without limits, how much more may we urge the infinitude of 
life spiritual. 

There is no Old Year, since all things are new. We are 
always in the New Year. “To realize this is to have laid hold on 
Eternal Life. God's name is | AM: for “Was and Is and Shall 
Be are but Is.” Does this seem like straining after the novel? 
Well, I am only stating what is fundamental to the New Testa- 
ment. “The beginning of the Gospel of Jesus Christ the Son 
of God "—that is the opening sentence of St. Mark's witness to 
the Incarnation, So also is the mighty prelude of that great 
epic, the Book of Genesis: "In the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth.” ‘Every moment of life eternal is, 
therefore, a beginning. In this truth [65 the hope of our Gospel, 
Be a man's carver never so broken, now is always for him the 
accepted time. There is no reason why failure should be pro- 
longed, why defeat should he permanent, why sin should con- 
tinue to stain us. Some of you will recall a remarkable picture; 
it is that of a young man forever riding among tombstones, 
Before him are the hills, and there is the calling of voices; but 
he can only see graves and is deaf to the ery: "Oh, came away 
to us and from our heights behold the Land of Promise!" 
Riding among the failures and the dead issues of yesterday is 
to dwell with the dead. The only eternal hell is Time—heaven 
is without Time! 

Get used to eternity—you are in it. Assert that eternity, 
Tight for the full consciousness of it. Be of the Now-Year that 
never grows old. Bathe your body as well as your sword in 
heaven. Awake to each day and say: "I am.” Close your eyes 
for sleep the while you whisper: “Underneath me are the ever- 
lasting arms.” 7 worry is evidence of your denial of the 
Now Life. Your fret and haste and crying are of the nature of 
that infidelity which says in the heart: “There is no God.” 
Jesus said: “Look at the wild birds: they sow not, they reap 
not, they gather nothing in granaries, and yet your heavenly 
Father feeds them, Are you not worth more than birds?" But 
you reply: "How impossible! ls not the present trouble of 
the world witness to our lack of preparedness? Fow do vou 
teach men and women and children to save against the dav of 
national stringency? How far could a business house run on 
such a principle? Where would this nation be without the fore- 
sight and prudence of its rulers?” Your case is strong against 
Jesus, if you measure life by yesterday and tomorrow; but if you 
accept his word: “I am myself resurrection and life: he who 
believes in Me will live, even i£ he dies, and no one who lives 


and believes in Me will ever die," then “by thy words thoy art 


condemned" as a materialist! Who is a materialist? He Who

The Kingdom of God is an inward peace. Men have always 
found it hard to understand what Jesus meant by the Kingdom. 
To the man of the carthly mind, that is a kingdom which most 
represents material good; consequently it is but natural for him 
to force this idea into the Master's use of the word. Tn the story 
of the temptation of Jesus, this old fallacy of the kingdom ap- 
pears: "Again the devil taketh Him into an exceeding high 
mountain, and showed Him all the kingdoms of the world and 
their glory; and said unto Him, All these things will I give 
Thee, if Thou wilt fall down and worship me.” What fine boast- 
fulness is here! To the tempter a kingdom is indeed a thing of 
domes and towers and palaces and thrones—he cannot think his 
way into the mind of Him who said: “My Kingdom is not of 
this world,” that is: it is not fashioned after the pattern of an 
earthly kingdom, All the ideas that shape themselves into figures 
of palatial abodes, however glorious and beautiful, are in oppo- 
sition to what Christ meant by the kingdom. Even to this day 
many are reading the old earth picture into this fundamental 
thought of our Lord's teaching. With all its utter beauty the 
hymn of Bernard of Cluny fails to keep faith with that thought: 


“They stand, those halls of Zion, 
All jubilant with song, 

And hright with many an angel, 

And all the martyr throng, 

'The Prince is ever in them, 

The daylight is serene ; 

The pastures of the blessed 

Are decked in glorious sheen.” 


This hymn fails the spirit of the Master’s use of the word 
kingdom, because its emphasis is altogether wrong. [1 is a 
rare and exalted hymn, but its imagery is only a heightened 
metaphor drawn from man's thought of a kingdom in terms of 
towers, palaces, and lovely lawns where lords and ladies may 
walk at ease with their King. So people were thinking when 
Jesus declared: “The Kingdom of God cometh not with obser- 
vation; neither shall men say, lo here! or, lo there! for behold 
the Kingdom of God is within you.’ So people—some of the 
dearest and most devoted of the Master's disciples—are still 
thinking. 

Therefore, let us make our Lent an occasion for the realizing 
of Christ's inward peace—a peace that must be found here! Does 
it seem strange to you that the world should be such a hard 
place in which to live? that is because you have not found the 
Kingdom of God—you do not have Christ's inward peace. His 
peace is such that it passes the understanding of the physical 
man who is still under the shadow of domes and towers, and 
yearns for the feel of a courtly train with salutations in the 
public ways of the world. Let us be bravely honest with our- 
selves; we have not found the Kingdom of God! Our eyes have 
seen it and our ears have heard of those who possess it, but we 
have not so found it that we can say: "It is in us !" 


The Kingdom of God is not an emotion—it is a conviction 
that works on character, changing the old man into the newman, 
St. Paul, who knew more about the Kingdom of God, save his 
Master, than any other man of [ከ18 time, could never get away 
from the thought of it in his many letters. Take at random any 
of his utterances and you will see that this is true: 

1. Stand fast therefore in the liberty where with Christ has 
made us free, and be not entangled again with the yoke of 
bondage. 

2. In Jesus Christ neither circumcision availeth anything, 
nor uncircumcision, but a new creature, 

3. All the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this: thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself, 

4. The fruit of the spirit (the results of the kingdom) is love, 
joy, peace, long suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance. 

5. They that are Christ's have crucified the flesh with the 
affections and lusts. 

6. If we live in the spirit (if the kingdom Ze ours) let us also 
walk in the spirit. Let us not be desirous of vain glory, pro- 
voking one another, envying one another. 

To Paul life, with all its trials, cares, failures, presented no 
problem. The world was indeed a school for the training of 
souls to possess the inward powers of love and joy and peace; 
the world was a place for the manifestation of the sons of God, 
and its trials, cares, failures, were the means of their showing 
forth. In his teaching this thought is also fundamental: "Accept 
life. There are no hetter means for the proving of God's inward 
peace than the conditions under which it is tested. How can love 
be proved except it be pitted against hate? 110% can you know 
that you love unless you have sung its song against the song of 
hate? You shall not know the Lord's song until you have learned 
to sing it in a strange land! “Let every man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have rejoicing in himself alone.” ۷ 
can you possess a faith that moves mountains, unless you have 
fought with heasts at Ephesus until your sword-arm ached, and 
your eyes were misted by fatigue, and your knees trembled under 
the strain of such a good fight of faith?—“The trying of your 
faith worketh patience!” 

How well he had caught the meaning of his Master who 
said: “In the world ye shall have tribulation, but he of good 
cheer, T have overcome the world!” Why of good cheer? Because 
He has made reasonable the conflict. By overcoming hate with 
love; harshness with gentleness; sorrow with joy; doubt with 
faith: frowus with smiles; we also shall enter into the joy of the 
Lord who will look on the "travail of his soul and be satisfied.” 

The Kingdom is an inward peace. Pray for it. Seek for it. 
Find it, Here is an Opportunity that the quiet of Lent provides. 
Enter into your closet—the soul—and shutting out the little 
voices that clamour in the streets of your world, commune with 
God who knows the place of silent waters whither He will lead 
you.

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The prophet of the Anglo-Saxon race is Shakespeare. The 
tense is deliberately used, for he is still the great moulding per- 
sonality of all those who speak his language. The fundamental 
character of a prophet is vision—a vision that is in no sense of 
the word dependent upon magic; clear vision is the natural prod- 
uct of clear living and clear thinking. Vision is a gift to the 
pure in heart. He lived in an age of great struggle, when the 
assertion of the idea of the Anglo-Saxon was confronted by the 
equal assertion of the idea of the Latin. A new race with a new 
word confronted an old race with an old word. Three centuries 
have demonstrated the authority of that new race. 

What was this new word? We find it in many voices that 
spoke against the tyranny of that older word which for centurics 
blasphemed against the unity of the human race. The message 
of this new word is finally and fully uttered by Shakespeare 
whom we are justified in describing as the prophet of the Anglo- 
Saxon race; for the word of the Anglo-Saxon race is: “AN men 
are free; all men are brothers without distinction of color, caste 
or creed." The authority behind the Gettysburg speech is 
Shakespeare's word; the sanction of Washington 15 written in 
large letters across the pages of Shakespeare's writings: ከር is 
the prophet of the Anglo-Saxon race. But a man must be more 
than he seems, must be greater than his word, must be higher 
than his thought, must be nobler than his deed. This we must 
never forget when we attempt to describe a prophet. [118 author- 
ity is always himself—himself in terms of great experiences such 
as we find indicated in the words of another prophet and another 
great heart; “Thrice was | beaten with rods; once was | stoned; 
thrice 1 suffered shipwreck; and a day and a night | have been 
in the deep; in journeyings often; in perils of waters; in perils 
of robbers; in perils bv mine own countrymen; in perils by the 
heathen; in perils in the sea; in perils among false brethren; 
in weariness and paiufuluess; in watchings often; in hunger and 
thirst; in fastings often; in cold and nakedness,” 

The England of Shakespeare witnessed as | have said, the 
struggle between a new and an old thought about humanity. 
The deed of that thought was the Armada; but the word of that 
thought was Shakespeare, who has borne witness through the 
centuries to the present moment of that spirit of the Anglo- 
Saxon race which is expressed by King Henry at Agincourt: 


“We few, we happy few, we band of brothers; 

For he today that sheds his blood with me 

Shall be mv brother; be he ne'er so vile, 

This day shall gentle his condition ; 

And gentlemen in England now abed 

Shall think themselves accursed they were not here 
And hold their manhood cheap, while any speaks 
That fought with us upon St. Crispin's Day." 


Whence had Shakespeare this wisdom and understanding of 
the spirit of our race? Why do we, who are of one blood and 
one tongue, the blood and the tongue of Shakespeare, revere his 
name? Because his lines have a music before which all other 
songs are still? No. Because he is “an ocean of intellect whose 
waves touched every shore of thought?" No.  Decause the 
nations have acclaimed him the kingliest of poets since Aschylus 
and Euripides? No. Because his vision is clearest and his word 
most searching and direct? No. Wor these are only the fruits 
of a tillage and sowing of a great soul; behind the deed, the word 
and the thought, is a soul. It has been said by a recent writer 
that the authority of Wordsworth, Shelley, Keats, Tennyson, 
Browning, Whitman is not in the artistry of their craft, but in 
the evidence of great souls struggling for utterance. Neither 
the flute nor the tune is the piper, a distinction which it is well 
always to observe when we seek to give value to a man’s place 
in history. The glory of Shakespeare is not "Hamlet," "Lear" 
or “The Tempest"; it is in the soul revealed through the great 
soliloquy, or the passion of the broken-hearted king, or the calm 
of Prospero. It is this man of Stratford whom we love; it is 


this man of Stratford whom we crown, because he lived clear] 
lived in the open, touched his world with reverent hands, looked 
out on every side and saw what God had made and behold it 
was very good. 

1 will never forget my first experience in Stratford, It 
happened a year before the war. All through a sunny day [ 
walked the little streets of his town, leaned to the river ang 
listened to its testimony; and as I walked and dreamed 1 met 
a dear, brown-skinned, bare-legged boy with eyes of dee 
laughter and tender joy of life, I tried to find the man in New 
Place, retired and wealthy, sitting in his garden surrounded by 
his immortal friends; but the walls of the garden were down 
and the flowers were lost, and as 1 complained against the in- 
fidelity of things, one plucked at my sleeve and there was my 
slender, tall, bare-legged boy, with hair blowing freely over his 
shoulders, saying in a voice that was not unlike the sound of 
many waters: "Dost think to find me among ashes and broken 
walls? I belong to all roads and open spaces of the world! 
Where there are folly and fun; where there is sorrow or joy; 
where there is failure or victory; there am I with the witness 
of my word," And so I went out of Stratford on the high road 
to Leeds, over hill and past many a thorp with my laughing 
laggard boy naming me the flowers that he loved, or peopling 
the lanes with the fairies he knew, or the highroads with the 
passing show he so mirrored in his hooks. 

The prophet is always young. He is the little child that 
leads the nations. Only to him God gives the Ineffable Name, 
and he who bears that name within his breast, may only speak 
the words which never dic—one of their number has given a bit 
of that secret away: “God has a few of us whom he whispers 
in the ear; the rest may reason and wonder, 'tis we musicians 
know." So it is that without any room for debate, we call 
Shakespeare the prophet of the Anglo-Saxon race. So it is that 
we speak of him in the present tense, for surely he is with us 
always until we cease to be Saxou. As the great war continues 
with its shedding of the blood of so many goodly men, the per- 
sonality of this man of Stratford becomes more and more real 
to us. As martyred Joan calls from a hill in Domremy to the 
sons of France, so from “a bank where the wild thyme grows" 
Shakespeare is calling and calling to all his brothers and his 
sisters to defend 

“Against the envy of less happier lands; 

This blessed plot, this earth, this realm, this England, 
This nurse, this teeming womb of royal kings, 
Fear'd by their breed, and famous by their birth, 
Renowned for their deeds as far from home, 

For Christian service and true chivalry, 

As is the sepulchre in stubborn Jewry, 

Of the world’s ransom, blessed Mary's Son; 

This land of such dear souls, this dear, dear land, 
Dear for her reputation through the world.” 


For all we are his brethren who speak his tongue and think 
his thought. England today treasures Alan Seeger as America 
honors Rupert Brooke. Side by side in a greater Agincourt the 
brothers of Shakespeare stand—chanipions of his word and his 
thouglit against the word and the thought which enslaye. The 
anniversary of his death is the feast of St. George and our cry 15: 
“George and Merry England" against the Teuton "Hymn of 
Hate" For “Merry England" is not a phrase that belongs to 
geography—its home is in the large utterance of this Anglo- 
Saxon tongue; that is England wherever democracy stands op- 
posed to the tyranny of a erown; so the word of Shakespeare 
determines him still prophetic of this world strife. He is the 
lord of all gallant gentlemen and noble ladies whom he leads 
down the centuries—who is not proud to be of their number ane 
to follow whither he leads?

Listen to this story—literally 
true—of two Canadian soldiers in the trenches: They were 
wounded—one fatally; each tried to help the other with a word 
of cheer and the grip of a living hand. Suddenly the lad who 
was mortally wounded said, "Jim! Jim, old man! 1 am dying! 
Do you hear me, Jim? I am dying! My God! I never thought 
that death would come to me—Jim, pray for me! 

The other answered brokenly: "Sorry, old fellow, but I don't 
know any prayers" "Jim, you must try—say 8 few words—l 
can't go out this way," and then in the night the wounded soldier 
crept close to his dying friend and said ; 
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“Now ] lay me down to sleep, 
I pray the Lord my soul to keep; 
If I should die before I wake, 
I pray the Lord my soul to take." 


And before the last words of his mother's prayer were whispered 
Death touched that other face. 

Are you satisfied that you have met your missionary obliga- 
tions? Are you content with the two hundred dollars contributed 
to the War Relief Fund? If you are not, please make a point 
of being present at our parish meeting.

UNITED STATES FOOD ADMINISTRATION 


The ready and effective response by the people of Pennsyl- 
vania to the appeals of the Food Administration for the conser- 
vation of our food supply has been highly commendable and pro- 
ductive of gratifying result. 

But the food situation in Europe proves to be far more 
alarming than when the first survey of the food supply of the 
world for this year was made. Harvests in the countries of our 
Allies have turned out much less than contemplated and shortagé 
of shipping has made it impossible to bring supplies from coun- 
tries more distant than the United States. 

The civilian consumption of our Allies has been reduced to 
the minimum and still there is not enough left to sustain the 
men on the fighting fronts. 

“ላሽ of our surplus wheat from the 1917 crop has gone to 
the Allies—or to the bottom of the sea. And there wasn't enough 
to feed them if it had all reached its destination. Our friends 
are in dire distress. Italy is today in a state of semi-starvation; 
and France and England are undergoing the severest privations, 
Italy’s defeat was largely due to lack of food and not to lack 
af skill in warfare or fighting spirit among its people. The 
Russian collapse was chiefly the result of desperate hunger. To 
fail to supply the needed bread to England, France and Italy 
would be to invite more disaster, and possibly complete defeat 
and ruin,” š 

"We need to save many things by self-denial and substitu- 
tion." Meats, fats, and sugar, but the all important thing for 
the next few months is wheat, and more wheat. 

“Our own boys are ‘OVER THERE” now. Our own sons 
and brothers—to the number of some hundreds of thousands, and 
more—are going every week. A collapse or even a serious defeat 
on the Allied front, through failure to sustain the man-power 
on the fighting line and behind it with sufficient food, would in- 
volve our own men in the general loss, as well as those who have 
fought our battles for us so long." 

"Such a misfortune must never be allowed to befall us 
through the indulgence of those of us who are safely comfortable 
here at home. We can save enough to meet the crisis. We must 
do it and we will.” 

To enable us to meet the grave situation which now confronts 
US, every man, woman and child in the American Nation is asked 
to have two wheatless days (Monday and Wednesday) in every 
Week, and one wheatless meal (the evening meal) in every day. 

To have one meatless day (Tuesday) in every week and one 
Meatless meal every day. 

To have one porkless day (Saturday). 

To make every day a fat-saving day. 

lo make every day à sugar-saving day. 

These things constitute an irreducible minimum ‘of personal 
Sacrifice that is expected from every patriotic American. Many 


Of us can and will volunteer even more. 


'The American people as individuals must wake up to the 
situation as they have not waked up before, The solution of 
this food crisis is not up to the nation, or the state, or to any 
official. It is not to be solved by the few, or by our neighbors. 
It is a question for each and every one of us individually. It is 
asking little when we think of our brave American boys who 
have gone forth to make the supreme sacrifice that you may 
continue to live in peace under free American institutions. 

May the response of Pennsylvania in this hour of grave 
danger to our cause be immediate and generously worthy of our

ACCOUNTING WARDEN'S ADDRESS 
OF APRIL 7, 1918 


The Diocese of Pennsylvania forms a part of the whole 
church. The Diocese of Pennsylvania, like the other Dioceses, 
is divided into parishes, and the Memorial Church of St. Paul 
forms but one part of the whole. The members of the congre- 
gation are the stockholders of the corporation. The Vestry is 
the board of directors, and if your vestrymen do wrong, you 
have the power to put them out. 

Last May, when your Vestry met, and at other meetings into 
the summer, when we created our estimated budget of expenses 
for 1917, we were confronted with the fact that we did not have 
sufficient revenue by some $3000 in sight to carry out certain 
plans. In order to do this, a Guarantee Fund was proposed and 
created, to which your Vestry and a few of the cougregation 
subscribed $3500. 

The increased collections and receipts from pew rents made 
it necessary to call on the guarantors for only 40% of this sub- 
scription. This Guarantee Fund was subscribed solely to under- 
write your Church’s bare expenses, aud your contributions "For 
Others” falling very much below former years, did not enable 
you to pay your apportionment to General Missions by $1300, 
and the Diocesan Missions by $135. 

Now this year, in estimating the Budget for the period 
January 1, 1918, to January 1, 1919, instead of making a Budget 
for the Church expenses alone, we have included the various 
items which we are called on to pay, and marked on the cards 
which you will find in the pews as “Fixed Apportionments.” The 
last item of $4900 is a fund from which contributions can he made 


to the War Commission, and from which unusual expenses cay 
be ۰ 

The first item in the Budget, marked “Current Expenses." 
intended to cover the bare expenses of running your Church, and 
while this has been discussed in a general way by your Vestry 
cannot be arrived at definitely until they are assured as to how 
you will respond to the appeal, The items making up “Current 
Expenses” are as follows: Rector, Rector’s Supply, Sexton 
Sunday-school, Heat, Light and Water, Repairs, Maintenance atid 
Supplies, Telephone, Printing and Stationery, Interest and Taxes 
on Overbrook Avenue Lot, Balance of Principal on Overbrook 
Avenue Lot, Music, Publication of Parisu News, Insurance 
Advertising, Christmas and Easter decorations, Church Secretary,

The first item in "Fixed Apportionments” is the Tax $375. 
This item you are obliged to pay into the Pension Fund annually 
and is a tax levied on the salary of your Rector. l 

The Episcopal and Convention Fund covers your proportion 
of the general expenses of the Diocese, including the two 
Bishops; also your proportion of the expense of the annual con- 
vention. 


'The Sustentation Fund is in the nature of a Missionary 
Fund: also helps poorly-paid clergymen. This is a very old fund. 

The Diocesan Missionary l'und is also a missionary fund 
and takes care of the various missions in this Diocese, as fol- 
lows: Colored Work, Galilee Mission, Seamen's Mission, Work 
among the Jews, Deai, Italians, Immigrants, French, Mt. Alto 
and State College. 

Religious Education speaks for itself, as well as the Social 
Service. 

The item “General Missions" $3300, is your proportion of the 
General Fund for Domestic and Foreign Missions. 

The last item of $4900, already mentioned, from which con- 
tributions are to be made to the War Commission, for the main- 
tenance of Chaplains in the field, and other work, and any 
unusual contributions ur expenses can be taken, 

For years vou have barely had sufficient revenue to keep 
your propertv in good repair, but as time goes on, the repair 
account will greatly increase, and should there occur any 
calamity which might come about by reason of an unusual storm, 
lightning or many other causes, you would uot have any surplus 
funds and would be obliged to take up a special subscription. 

Quite 8 number of your members have declared that this 
Church should not be dependent on a Guarantee Fund, but that 
the expense should be distributed over the entire congregation. 
and with this in view, the Vestry have constructed this estimated 
Budget, giving you full information as to the various items, mak- 
ing up the entire fund of $25,000.00. 

The Vestry feels that when the people fully understand and 
realize what they are trying to do, they will come to their sup- 
port. Cards are in the pews, and have also been mailed so that 
for those who return them filled out it will not be necessary for 
the canvassers to call. | am sure they have their hands full. 

Now, in order to carry this out, the territory around the 
Church has been divided into districts, and each district assigned 
to a particular team who will go out on next Sunday afternoon, 
the l4th, between the hours of 2 and 6 to visit our people in 
their homes, in order to further acquaint them with the object, 
and will try to answer questions on details that your Account- 
ing Warden may have failed to clear up. 


Your Warden wants to say right here, that your Vestry 
feels very keenly that they were unable to pay your entire ۳ 
portion of the Missionary lund last year, and it is your duty to 
do everything you can to help in the general expense outside of 
your own parish, and if everyone comes forward generously, 
there is no doubt the full $25,000 can be subscribed and a big 
load takeu off your Vestry. 

The amount that vou determine to subscribe, is easily paid 
iu weekly instalments, or if vou do not care to use envelopes. 
you may make your settlement quarterly or semi-annually, 85 


stated on the card.

These contributions will be secret, and known only to your 
accounting Warden, who will number your subscription card 
and send you a set of one-pocket envelopes, having a correspond- 
ing number, and your Vestry will know your contributions only 
by number; the subscription cards remaining in your Account- 
ing Warden's possession, and the names will not be disclosed to 
anyone. ۳ 
To those already using the envelopes, and who will sub- 
scribe to the new system, your Vestry will ask that the old 
duplex envelopes be returned, as they will not be necessary under 
this new system, there being but one fund from which all the 
different items of the Dudget will be paid.

MUSIC AND ITS PART IN CHURCH WORSHIP 


From the days when the Psalms of David were sung in the 
temple of the Israelites, music has formed an important part of 
the worship of God. Its uplifting influence has always been felt, 
and the need for this influence, which brings joy to the heart has 
never been so great as now when everyone feels the strain of 
unrest caused by the great world struggle. 

This idea is kept in mind by the members of your choir and 
their director. It was once said of the late Dr. D. D. Wood that 
when he struck the first pedal note on the organ at a service in 
St. Stephen's, one immediately felt that he was in the house of 
God. This might be modified thus: “Music in the church should 
remind one that he is in the presence of God." I have always 
held the opinion that an essential factor in the realization of such 
89 ideal is that those rendering music should be at heart in 
Sympathy with Christian ideals, aud I am happy to say that this 
is true of every member of our choir, 

While the choir must do its part well in the rendition of the 
best church music, it depends to a considerable extent on the 
berson in the pew, whether he realizes to the full measure the 
benefit to be derived. The person who listens in a worshipful 
attitude of mind, remembering that he is in the presence of God, 
Will derive more benefit and real spiritual uplift than the person 
Who listens as though at a concert, noting that the bass or tenor 
is in unusual good voice, that the soprauo or contralto is 
Singing with fine expression, or that the chorus is in splendid 
tune, These things should of course be striven for as part of 
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a plan to do everything as well as possible—worthy of the object 
for which it is done. 

There have been many, many noble and uplifting thoughts 
expressed through the medium of musie, as through the medium 
of literature or painting; these have their place in the church 
service. ላ part of the service equally important, however, and 
one which is too often slighted is that of congregational singing. 
Al over the country, community choruses have been established 
and people are beginning to find the real joy and uplift which 
comes from singing together. One of the greatest inspirations 
of my life was to play, some years ago, to a congregation of some 
fifleen hundred singing "The Strife is O'er," so that the full 
organ could scarcely be heard. 

The principal reason why there has not been more varicty 
recently in the selection of the hymns aud chants, is that the 
thought was to select those with which the congregation is most 
familiar. 

Sing, 1 beg of vou, sing and realize the joy of living and 
knowing comradeship with your Creator.

. St. Mark 4: 11. “And He said unto them, Unto you it 
is given to know the mystery of the Kingdom of God: but 
unto them that are without, all these things are done in 
parables.” 

The Master was speaking directly to the Twelve and 
some of His disciples. He had, a while before, been speak- 
ing to a large audience by the shore of the Lake of Galilee. 
His subject was the sower and the seed, addressed to his 
hearers in the form of a parable. 

The picture of that great multitude of listeners appeals 
to the imagination. Here, as at other times, were the marked 
contrasts to be found in any crowd, As He stood speaking, 
the Master could look over the different faces and watch 
the play of emotions excited by His words. He had the 
speaker's eye for an audience, the eye that gathers inspira- 
tion from the faces of people. Nothing escaped Him. And 
what must have been the chief feature of those many faces? 
Unpreparedness. 

. How few really understood. Why? Because the many 
were shaping their lives on lines altogether different from 
their Masters. The upper thought in the minds of most of 
His listeners touched the world. Stress, worry, ambition, 
lust of gain, Inst of pleasure,—these were the absorbing things 
that held the many, Eyen-as He spoke, His words would 
fall on their ears as an echo, or a faint, distant call in the 
night when the body sleeps. 

But in that crowd were the few who understood. They 

were the people who were treading the way of the Master, 
Even though He was so far ahead of them, still they were 
footing the same path. Just as He knew the many for their 
absorbing care for the life in the world which was theirs, so 
was He quick to discover the few with their passion for a 
life beyond the world, which held for them possessions richer 
and dearer than the others could know. 
And what was that life? “Oh,” you will answer back, 
“the uplands and the mountain paths oí the idealists.” You 
mean, of course, to describe the visionaries and dreamers 
of the world—the people whose feet are not firmly planted 
upon the earth, who build cloud castles, who fall into the 
pits of the world even as they study the stars, or grow fran- 
tic over the moon! Tt seems to me that | have heard the 
level-headed, and the sons of common sense designate this 
sort on this wise. 

Yet these were the people who had convictions about the 
reality and the sacredness of spiritual facts—the people of 
whom the world's patriots, heroes, emancipators are made— 
the people who hold dishonor infatiy, and whose candor and 
integrity are more than personal gain—the people who make 
the truest friends, the worthiest citizens, and who have been 
known to die for the trifling matter of conscience. 
| The picture need not be unduly enlarged. Its main 
interest is that of the sharp contrast which the Master saw, 
and which we too can see if we look long and carefully at it. 

Nor is it so very hard tosdiscover what the Master sub- 
sequently stated to His intimate friends. Character was the 
dividing line between the Mithowt and the Within. The 
Without were lacking in the elements that made spiritual 
illumination possible. The kind of men and women they 
were, as n result of the manners and method of their lives, 
brought with it the penalty of the senseless cars and the 
unsceing eyes. To such the plainest truths, the most quick- 
ening, vital, spiritual visions are but parables. It was not 
that the Master deliberately veiled His revelations in a form 
that only the elect could appropriate. God is no respecter 
of persons, There is no partiality in Him, Who maketh the 
rain to fall on the just and the unjust; but it was the inevit- 
able penalty of wrong living that His plainest truths and 
simplest words should not convey their direct and full sense

and you share all this with him? Then his life crosses Over 
to yours, and yours returns with his. You walk the same 
paths, you look at the same sky, you feel the same wind 
blowing on your faces—unto you and him it is given to 
know the kindred mysteries of life and death, of love and 
pain, of joy and sorrow. But if you are divided from him 
by the utter absence of the cultivation of his art, then his 
realities become your parables. i 

, All this is true throughout the wide, infinite reaches of 
existence—in physical, intellectual, spiritual experiences 
communion demands co-operation, identity of interests and 
pursuits, joint discoveries, similar adventures. 

And now notice a word that prefaces this text: “And 
when He was alone”! Not in the solitude of the wilderness 
not as He was separate and apart in prayer, but alone in 
that dear and intimate sense of the word when it means 
the negation of alien interests, or conflicting emotions, He 
was alone with those who understood Him. Has it ever 
occurred to you that the Master always waited for such an 
hour to make fresh disclosures from the spirit-world to His 
disciples? He was alone with Peter, James and John on the 
mountain when He became transfigured; alone when He took 
the bread and the cup of the New Testament in His blood 
and blessing, gave to them; alone when He showed them His 
hands and side; alone when He was taken up from them into 
heaven. This is the Master's way, He waits until the out- 
side clamor dies away, and then He speaks and savs: "Unto 
you it is given to know the mysteries of thc Kingdom of 
God!” Why? 

Ah, this is the joy that is ours, and we cannot too often 
or too deeply ponder the reason. It is just because we can 
be alone with Him that the clear, direct, naked vision of 
the mysteries of the kingdom js ours. It is easy to be alone 
with one another when our spirits rush together by the force 
of association. [1 is not hard to shut the world out if a dear 
friend be at our side. You know how it is. Some great joy 
has come to you, The long-expected has happened at last. 
And then your friend comes your way. The moment of 
greeting 18 enough to carry you far away to the dear, blessed 
solitudes of the fields where the mystery can be discussed, 
and your inner self be laid bare. Or it is his sorrow. To 
the world he has shut the gate and locked the bars. What 
do the crowd know or care? But the gate, is it that to you? 
Ah, no! It swings open instantly at your touch that you 
may be alone with the mystery of another's pain! ላ parable 
to those who are without, but to you, who stand within and 
alone with that other, it is given to know—it is given to 
know! 

There it is for us all to understand. The place without 
or within depends upon ourselves, There are solitudes with 
the Master in which no parables are spoken. There are 
mysteries, perplexing to the world which are like the naked 
sky to those who stand within the circle of the Master's 
ken. Do we stand within that circle? 

The mysteries of the kingdom of God! 


How many are 
they, and how deep? 


Mystery wraps us in like an island by 
the sea-blown mist. Every step we take touches [ከር mys- 
terious, the undefined. And yet there are souls to whom the 
mist is never so thick but the curtain shakes and parts as 
often as the eye is turned upon it. At this moment it is the 
multitude who watch and wonder and burn with unsatisfied 
longing while here and there are the few to whom it is given 
to know the mysteries of thé kingdom of God. How stead- 
fast and sure they are. What strength goes out from them 
to the crowd who can only hear the parable. [ think that I 
understand something of what the Master feels as He looks 
out upon the world, whose faces are upturned to His. What 
He reads there even we can, in a measure, see. We can sce 
with what different expressions men and women regard Him. 
We are familiar with the cold stare, the defiant look, the 
infidel steer, the heavy, unheeding eyes. We have seen, too, 
on worn faces the struggle between the high and low; we 
have read a little of the story that so many features tell of 
ideals vanished, vision broken, hopes dead. They are un- 
happy, who stand without, for there arc weeping and wailing 
and gnashing of teeth! 
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Is there no redemption for these? What keeps them 
among the parables? Look, and you will see. There is but 
one entrance to the inner throng to whom it is given to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of God, and it is a narrow gate. 
But it is not hard to open, for the latch is already raised and 
the Gate itself trembles upon its hinges as if waiting for a 
touch to swing it open, But there is just one barrier, and 
it is hard to pass; for there before the path of every soul 
lies the image of Self, and few are brave enough to put their 
ፎር! thereon and pass into the inner circle to be alone with 
Christ! 

This is the lesson for us today: Tf there are truths of 
God that still remain as parables: if there are mysteries 
through which no sudden light pours and glimpse of sky 
beckons; if we stagger under burdens too heavy for our sag- 
ging shoulders; if we grope through labyrinths of sorrow, 
of disappointment, of pain; if we have become suspicious of 
life, of love, of laughter, of all the little winged moments 
we used to find in God's walled garden; then by these things 
know that we have failed the Master! There is no problem 
of existence too great for life to solve, for love to grasp, for 
joy to understand. I long ago found the kingdom of God, 
and its mysteries became my intimate possessions, because 
T long ago stood with God and saw everything that He had 
made and joined in His creative cry: 

Behold it is very Good! 

The summer is upon us, and in this last sermon of the 
evening services until we gather here in the autumn, I would 
have you go forth and find the way to the inner throng of 
Christ's friends. Traditional piety; observance of rituals: 
groanings and tears against imagined sins, will not reveal 
to you the path nor the gate to the path. The Pharisees 
were like that, and yet to them Jesus spoke in parables. The 
disciples went singing through the yellow corn and_plucked 
the ripened ears on the Sabbath Day, and to them He said: 
Unto you it is given to know the mysteries of the Kingdom of 
God. Be like those disciples. Win to the understanding of 
God's mysteries. Shall I name them? They are to be found 
first beyond the little white gate that opens into the King- 
dom—the little white gate called Sympathy—and they grow 
like flowers along the road that leads to the joy of Jesus. 
One who long ago went through the little white gate has 
described these flowers—mysteries of the Kingdom of God. 
Stay! I, too, would pass with you through the gate and with 
you marvel at these growths of the spirit only found within: 
this one is called Love; this, Joy; this, Peace; this, Good 
Temper; this, Kindliness; this, Generosity; this, Fidelity; 
this, Gentleness; this, Self-control. 

Oh, how beautiful—how very beautiful are these mys- 
teries of the Kingdom of God!

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THIS THING OF GIVING 


I do not understand it, any more than do you, but there 
is something about this thing of giving that blesses us. 

No man has ever impoverished himself by giving. It can- 
not be done. Those who give most, have most left. No man 
has ever died poor because of that which he gave away. No 
one has ever gone hungry after giving away his bread; some 
way, somewhere, bread has been provided for him. 

Misery is upon the war-torn world as it never was before. 
Want is almost universal in the countries that have been 


ravished. They call to us from every quarter of the earth 
for help. They cry aloud, or moan in tones subdued. The 
gaunt and famished, the lean and weary, the sick and 


woundesl—they hold their outstretched, empty hands toward 
us, and beg for help. And we, of all the people in the world, 
are in position to relieve them. 

I believe that every one who gives a penny will get it 
back a hundred fold. 1 believe that every one who dries a 
tear with his assistance, will be spared the shedding of a 
thousand tears, I believe that every sacrifice we make will 
so enrich us in the future that our regret will be we did not 
sacrifice the more. 

This thing of giving! A glorious privilege it is! How 
meaningless now is money that is hoarded. How hateful to 
himself and to his fellows is he who does not answer to the 
call for aid. Give—and in the giving live the life a human 
being is entitled to enjoy. Give—and let no thought of sor- 
row abide with you, because you did not give. Give—and 
somewhere, from ott of the clouds, or from the sacred depths 
of human hearts, a melody divine will reach your ears, aud 
gladden all your days upon the carth.

Romans 13:10—"Love is the fulfilling: of the law.” 

Law and love. These are words that run in parallel lines of 
thought throughout the argument of this epistle. They are 
separate truths—each having its own individuality, its own place, 
ils own operations—and yet they are complementary. Law 
without love is mechanical, unethical, meaningless. Love with- 
out law 15 emotion untouched by discipline, by regard for values, 
by the spirit of justice that makes it a goal for striving, a 
revelation worth the having, Yet it is not easy to speak of law 
and love in the same breath, Law is with difficulty satisfied, 
and love is so easily contented. As we understand it through 
personal experience, law is the expression of suspicion, of dis- 
trust, of a determination to take nothing for granted, but to put 
all things to the test; while love “heareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all things." This seeming 
contradiction has made it hard for God to be understood. At 
the basis of all error in theology lies this greatest of all para- 
doxes—law and love. To the minds to which Paul was address- 
ing himself, the apparent incompatibility of the two was so 
marked that the sense of law had almost obliterated the sense of 
love: God was law, Law is universal, unyielding, unchanging ; 
hence the unpleasing characteristics of Judaism. The Jew 
could not grasp the paradox, so he evaded the difficulty by 
destroying it. God could only be satisfied by obedience to rule. 
This explains the anloveliness of the religion that refused Jesus 
and persecuted His diseiples—it could not understand that law 
and love are parallel truths. 

Nor is it any easier for us to bring together into one divine 
scheme the operations of law and love, Our difficulty has its 
origin in the fact that law is everywhere so insistent and 
abounding, Man's first knowledge of life reveals it to him in 
the form of a schoolmaster. From our earliest hours a school- 
master is set over us, and every lesson is a correction. Apart 
from those habits of bodily function that come to us by heredity, 
nothing that we do is right. “You are wrong," is the invariable 
answer following cach independent effort to extend our familiar- 
ity with the world. And so we go on from moment to moment, 
Knowledge grows, but only under a tutor's rod. By degrees 
the universe unfolds its secrets. [ach secret is like a gen— 
not sparklingly unconfined and free, but set within the clutch 
of circumstance, held to its place by law. [Every ower bows to 
its dominion. The mountain's bulk; the plain's extent; the 
ocean's reach; the heaven's infinite space; the worlds that go 
rolling on their way; proclaim that law is universal and 
irresistible. 

But the unavoidable consequence of this sense of law is fear. 
The law makes*us afraid, Thou shalt not is binding and impera- 
tive, because it is articulate thunder. low well this is con- 
veyed to us in the story of Sinai and the giving of the Old 
Testament to the Israelites. The mountains rocked with au 
earthquake, ils summits were hidden in clouds, and the lightning 
shot through, while peal after peal as of a trumpet sounded from 
the mysterious depths, This story is the expression of an old 
conviction about God and Elis universe—a conviction that has 
embodied itself in sad, profitless attempts to propitiate and please 
by means of exact obedience to external means, which char- 
acterizes much of our service in modern Christendom, Fear 
was the keynote of Paganism. It sounded through the religious 
life of the middle ages, and still sounds here and there where 
Christ is adored; because the sense of law had overmastered the 
sense of love. [t is not easy to discover or apprehend the nature 
of St. Paul's great conclusion: "Love is the fulfilling of the law." 

Yet this is the central vision of Christianity, and no one has 
ever so clearly perceived it as the writer of the text. It is this 
that marks St. Paul above all other thinkers of his time. He 
did not lose sight of law in his vision of love, but love made 
the law reasonable, good and wise. St. Paul has been accused 
of antinomianism, but the accusation is the result of an imper- 


feet understanding of the largeness of [ከር Apostle's gras 

the nature and extent of law in love and of love in law p gt 
Paul understood the problem with the mind of an artist. Gi 
was already familiar with the ideals of beauty as expressed i 
the literature and plastic arts of Greece, The destination of | 
epistle in which he expounds his doctrine of law and ۰ 
Rome—the city that gathered into its life all that was best ; 
the world of thought. In his travels he must have seen ማሩ 
sculptures of Phidias and Praxiteles; he must have read a id 
listened to the great interpreters of Homer and Sophocles: add 
this knowledge could not fail to impress upon him the truth that 
all art is the result of familiarity with and obedience to the laws 
of form and of sound, The perfection of the statue and of the 
poem consisted first in its compliance with the law of structure 
He knew that in art lawlessness is ugliness. On the other hand. 
he must have recognized what has been acknowledged by all 
statesmen, who have studied the civilization of the Raman 
Empire, that its distinct contribution to the progress of human- 
ity was its splendid system of civic administration. The success 
of Rome was due to its recognition of and its insistence on the 
regulations of the life of the state and of the individual therein 
according to the statutes. But the difference between the genius 
of Greek and Roman art was this: in their emphasis of law 
the thinkers and artists of Rome missed the Greek love ol 
beauty as an end in itself; consequently, they never attained. to 
the perfection that still characterizes the remains of Hellenic 
literature and seulpture, The Roman, like the Jew, had allowed 
his sense of law to overpower and stille his sense of love. 

While, however, the central vision of the church is this 
parallel direction of law and love, it has heen but imperfectly 
understood and still needs interpretation, The life of the Chris- 
tian lies hetween these parallels, and onee this truth is missed 
the disaster of a soul is inevitable, Our life in Christ is bounded 
on the one side by law. Of this St. Paul speaks when he de- 
elares: “The law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made 
me free from the law of sin and death.” The law of Christ is, 
then, one of the parallels within which the direction. of our 
life belongs. 

Consider this carefully. There is a specific law for every 
theme. Within the general law of substance there is a law that 
makes the difference between a diamond and a piece of carbon. 
In music the law that governs the structure of a fugue is dif- 
ferent from that which orders the composition of a light song. 
There is a law for the animal, but man is responsible to a 
higher. The law of the natural body is not the law of the 
spiritual body, and the Jaw of the spiritual is the controlling 
power of the life which Christ has claimed and won. And this 
is the first truth for which St. Paul contends. He speaks of 
himself in an earlier portion of this epistle as having been made 
"dead to the law by the body of Christ” His reference is to a 
former condition lower than the present one in which he was 
living, By the aet of faith he bad passed, through obedience 
to the heavenly vision, into the dominion of a higher law—the 
law of the Christ life. a 
_ but this law must be clearly defined, else how shall we 
live within its parallel? That is a reasonable question, and one 
that is easily answered. The law of Christ is the law of service. 
No one can be His disciple who fails to observe His Command- 
ment. Christianity is servitude. We are the servants of a 
Master. To serve Christ means to take Him for our ideal of 
living. Christ must be the measure of every thought, every 
word, every deed. The law of structure appears here. The 
Christian life has a definite form and character—there is no 
indefiniteness about it, Its law is as clearly and emphatically 
laid down as is the law that governs the writing of a sonnet or 
of a ballade. In the painting of a bit of woodland scenery or 
a human face the artist must always proceed upon the law 
af form and color, Should he defy them, however great his 
genius, the work will fail to attain that suceess for which all 
sincere merit strives, This explains the faultiness of so many 
attempts to reproduce in self the beauty of Christ's humanity. 
Mere love will not do it, nor will enthusiasm attain it. Work, 
work, work, is the secret—not the only secret—hut the secret 
at this particular stage of the development of the ideal within 
the scope of individual living, The Christian, like the artist, 
must be a servant, for every worthy end lies within the parallel 
of some law that must be obeyed ere that end be gained. And 
this is what I mean by the law of service. Lf the end of your 
faith and of your love be Christ, master His law that it may 
master vou in the performance of the task to which you have 
set yourself. 

There is only one way to master a law—by obeying it. "lf 
any man will do he shall know," is Christ's disclosure of the 
secret of power. Yet obedience is only possible to the man who 
is content to struggle with the detail until the full mastery of 
a particular law is his, ^ This truth has its illustrations every- 
where. There is no case of success on record which does not 
prove that mastery comes with plodding from point to point 
until the meaning of the law is won. And this is true of the 
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sfuw of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus” as ‘it is of the law 
„f any art, any profession, any task. To live within this parallel

goo? To answer that brings us back to the other parallel 
in which the spiritual has its direction—/ovv, for “love is the 
fulfilling of the law, 5 

We have seen that mere emphasis of law is insuficient, The 
law alone will make a mechanic, never an artist, even as applied 
to character it will produce a Pharisee but not 8 Christian, 
Law is not a road—it is simply a boundary line. People who 
usc it for a road do not know that the highest life must be 
pursued with law on the one side and love on the other, and that 
within these boundaries. there is perfect freedom for action, for 
expression, for faith. Get this truth into your mind and live by 
it for the future; Your life is set between universal law and 
universal love, and neither contradicts the other. Because you 
have developed the sense of responsibility is no reason why you 
should not also have the joyousness that the vision of your other 
boundary brings, with its revelation of infinite plans, infinite 
tasks, and infinite grace, which God has in store for you as 
you, by obedience to his will, come more and more to the knowl- 
edge of your freedom and His need of you, 

Nor is this all, for love explains the law. Otherwise the 
discipline of the artist's haud and the poct’s heart would be 
meaningless. In life there is for every man the 181۷ of pain. 
Who is not conscious of it? Who is not familiar with it? Men 
have tried to explain it in and through itself and have failed. 
This attempt has ended either in infidelity or in what is as bad 
—pessimism in the garb of Christianity! One of the most 
signal expressions of this hopelessness survives in the lines of 
the Persian Poet Omar, who failed to see the other line of 
the parallel: 

"Ah, Love! could thou and 1 conspire 

To break this sorry scheme of things entire 
Would we not shatter it to bits, and then, 
Remould it nearer to the heart's desire?" 


Again, 1 say, law and love are not contradictory, but parallel 
truths. God is law, He is also love; and in that love His law 
has meaning, the only meaning that love can give to anything— 
the meaning that comes out in the steadiast purpose of the artist 
who paints in and paints out until his soul is satisfied. Pain, 
sorrow, love, defeat—all that is tragic in the story of the human 
vace—have no meaning other than that which love can give. 
And, if we but knew, the explanation is within ourselves. 15 it 
not true that our joy and faith in any task drive us to the 
disagreeable features of its detail? Who cares for the aching 
hands, the weary feet, the tired eyes, the throbbing head, it 
love have prompted what we do? Genius has been defined in 
one of its many aspects "as the capacity for taking infinite 
pains." trave you ever considered what taking pains means” 
It is simply this—the voluntary adoption of that which huits 
because the goal was love—love tnat made the pains worth 
while! 

And in this lies the secret of St. Paul’s doctrine of law and 
love. He thought of the whole creation as groaning and travail- 
ing in pain because the end in view was an infinite love, We do 
not attempt to explain, we simply know that this is true of all 
our work—therefore why not true of God's? These pains are 
His pains. Earth's struggles, earth's woes, carth's disasters, 
are all inevitable because God's task also lies within the parallel 
of law and love. Let us be content with this. It is the perfect 
love that casteth out fcar, and if we have caught a glimpse 
of Christianity s central vision, then we will go back to our 
places eager to take what the law decrees because as the voice 
of the law thunders the message, infinite love from the other 
Side whigpers back in the voice of a man we know: "Be of good 
cheer—| have overcome the world." Christian to your tastes, 
your duties, your pains, even your defeats and disappointments— 
“love is the fulfilling of the law.”

CHURCH SCHOOL 

The opening hour for the Church School has been fixed 
Tor this year at 9.45 instead of 9.30 as in-the- past. - e 

lt is carnestly hoped by the Rector and officers of the 
school that parents will co-operate by having the children 
arrive promptly at the opening hour. 

The opening service of the school is held in the Church 
with a shortened form of Morning Prayer and an address by 
the Rector. These addresses are extremely interesting and 
will deal with characters of the Bible. 

The Rector has very generously offered a prize to the 
scholar who will at the end of the year contribute the best 
paper on the subjects of his talks. 

lf the parents will occasionally attend some of these 
services they will find them interesting and well worth while, 
apart from the fact that such attendance is always an encour- 
agement to the scholars and teachers. 

At the service opening the school session on September 
22d an outline was given of the methods to be used in the 
school for the coming year. ፐከር same course of instruction, 
the Children's Nurture Series, as used the past few years 
will be continued. 

Tt has been decided to have a Church School Vestry, 
consisting of ten members, including two wardens, the latter 
will be chosen from the two senior classes, and the balance 
of the Vestry from Classes Nos. 9, 10, 11 and 12. 

This Vestry will meet as required and decide questions 
of interest to the school. One of the first questions for them 
to act upon will be whether or not to award prizes at the 
closing exercises in June. This of course in view of the gen- 
eral tendency towards economizing during war times. 

The Executive Committee have decided to award one 
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prize, a War Savings Stamp, to the scholar bringing the 


greatest number of new scholars during the year. A new 


“scholar will be considered one who has not attended the 


Church School at any time during the sessions of 1917 ang 
1918. 

Following the example of the Church, the school has 
adopted the use of the single envelope for contributions in. 
stead of the duplex as used the past few years. Of the con- 
tribution an amount not exceeding 25 per cent. will go to the 
support of the school and the balance to Others. As for the 
past few years, the fivc-fold plan of giving will be adhered to, 

From the opening of the school until the Sunday before 
Advent, a portion of the offerings for Others will go for work 
in the “Parish”; during Advent, for work in the "Diocese"; 
from Advent to Lent, for "Work in the Community," and for 
Lent, to "Work in the Church at Large," and from Lent to 
the closing of the school, for "Work in the World." 

Each class will appoint a class treasurer who will draw 
on the school treasury lor a proportion of their offerings for 
Others to go for the different work in cach of the five-fold 
plans as the class may decide, 

Following the plan inaugurated last year, the classes will 
be awarded by lot, a Flag representing one of the Allied 
Countries engaged in the War. The Flag of our Country will 
be awarded each month to the class having the best average 
for the previous month. 

ln the closing address to the school it was pointed out 
that since the dedication of the Memorial Church of St. Paul 
one boy from the Sunday-school has accepted the call to the 
Ministry and an appeal was made that some of the boys now 
in the school should give consideration to the Ministry as 
their life-work.

RECTOR'S LETTER 


My dear Friends: 

Now that our common danger is behind us, let us 
face it and find what it means. Every human experi- 
ence has God in it. 

“Whither shall T go then from thy spirit? 
Whither shall ] go from thy presence? 

If 1 climb up into heaven, thou art there— 
lf 1 go down to hell, thou art there also." 

We are in this world to be educated for eternity. 
Every lesson of joy and pain, of success and failure, 
has God in it. We cannot escape God—not even if we 
play truant and run away from school. The law—the 
law of all experience—is a schoolmaster to lead us into 
the way of truth. 


So we ask: “What does it mean that a wave of 
death has passed over us, leaving in its wake a uni- 
versal sorrow ?” 


Is God angry? No! Anger is not in the nature 
of love, and God is love. But the Bible speaks of 
God's anger and God's wrath against sinners! Well, 
because antiquity in its struggle for the knowledge of 
God recorded that imperfect experience of him, are we 
blinded by the splinter in their eye, so that we cannot 
see God’s face through the eyes of Paul? Against the 
old idea of an angry God place this picture painted by 
the apostle from Tarsus: 

"Love is very patient, very kind, 
Love knows no jealousy; 

Love makes no parade, 

Gives itseif no airs, 

Is never rude, never selfish, 
Never irritated, never resentful; 
Love is never glad when others go wrong, 
Love is gladdened by goodness, 
Always slow to expose, 

Always cager to believe the best, 
Always hopeful, always patient. 
Love never disappears.” 


If this be true, then God was not angry. 


The next question rises out of this about an angry 
God: “Have we failed to supplicate his pardon?’ 
What if we have so failed? Would God smite us with 
a pestilence in return for that failure? How long does 


it take us to be quit of kings? When men believed in 
such it was only natural for them to describe sin as 
lese majesty; but for us who are in the day of Demoe- 
racy——! God does not want propitiation, neither is 
he limited in his goodness through our lack of prayer, 
"Now if God so clothe the grass of the field, which 
blooms today and tomorrow is cast into the furnace, 
will not he much more clothe you? O men, how little 
you trust him!” 

No; these are no answers for the mind of the mod- 
ern faith. This is what we say: We are living in a 
world that is under the law of growing organism. 
Now all organic life needs careful readjustment—like 
our bodies, and the earth is just a big body that must 
be clothed and fed and washed and taught as children 
at school. The epidemic is one of the results of the 
war. War is hell. We have hated and lied about one 
another these many years to such an extent that the 
slow accumulation of anger broke forth in this devil's 
dance, and now that this dance is ceasing before the 
footsteps of the Prince of Peace, we are already look- 
ing up into his face saying: "Master, we have denied 
you im our streets and sold you in the market for a 
penny—lorgive us. We have been foolish!” It is fool- 
ish to lie, cheat, steal, hate, since these create for men 
evil conditious that result in war, aud from war further 
physical and spiritual evils flow. The germ was multi- 
plied and strengthened where men were killing one 
another because we would not obey the new com- 
mandment! We are all'responsible. Let us take up 
our burden and cast it where it can no more hurt us— 
into the No Man's Land of the Kingdom of Never- 
more. 

There is a plague worse than the pestilence that 
has slain us in tens of thousands and it is begotten of 
8. germ more insidious than the amoeba of the *Flu"— 
its name is hate and it spreads far and wide from the 
center of self-love. Now that we have lain among the 
pots to our hurt, let us rise up and put forth the wings 
of a dove.

We call your attention to the following article, taken from 
the News Letter of the Emergency Aid of Pennsylvania, with 
special reference to one who has gone from our parish to serve 
in France. 

Tur Parts BUREAU 


Over one year ago the Philadelphia Bureau of Distribution 
was opened in Paris at the Entrepot des Dous with Mrs. L. 
Willard Rodgers as Directress. Simultaneously, several villages 
in the Aisne region were assigned to the care of Philadelphia and 
the work of relief among the population was begun with much 
energy. Committees were formed here, funds were raised, and 
the seventy-five or one hundred children under the tutelage of 
the Philadelphia office were prospering in the able hands of its 
representatives in Paris and at Villequier-Aumont, having recoy- 
ered health and strength and wholesome spirits with high hopes, 
when the collapse of March 21, 1918, occurred, a real landslide, 
that carried away with it every vestige of work done on the 
Aisne during the year not only by Philadelphia but by all other 
Units, 

The catastrophe, however, afforded an opportunity for hero- 
ism and devotion which the four Philadelphia women in charge, 
back of the line, did not allow to pass unimproved. Their cour- 
age under fire, their care in helping the British staff to evacuate 
the civilians in order to spare them a renewal of the horrors 
of the first invasion—not only Philadelphia’s wards, but all that 
required help, from the Mayor of Villequier and his family, to 
the most afflicted old people of Guiscard, Novon or indeed of any 
point of the stricken sector—were beyond all praise. It is with 
greatest local pride that the Committee places on record the 
following names: Mrs. L. Willard Rodgers, who was absent at 
the moment of the débâcle, but hastened to the post of danger. 
Miss Church, our nurse, who with rare devotion looked day and 
night after the wounded from Villequier to Noyon, then to Com- 
piegne, where she worked with indomitable energy at the poste 
de Secours which she established. And last, but by no means 
least, Miss ITAvpEN, who bravely, and with rare endurance, drove 
all through those awful days, often under shell fire, back and 
forth, carrying refugees or wounded, regardless of fatigue or 
safety or comfort or any consideration other than that of getting 
the people out of the approaching German horror. Miss Juliana 
Wood also participated in the fatigues of the evacuation from 
Villequier to Noyon to the limit of her strength,

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LETTERS FROM WALTER H. THOMAS 


These letters from Mr. Thomas are among the best 1 
have read from those who are “over there.” The writer 
has caught life flying by—life breathless with achieve- 
ment—and has held his prisoner long enough to make it 
whisper a word of the immortal moments of our boys 
under Pershing. They are offered to the readers of THE 
Panisu News in faith that others will find in their living 
sentences the reality and vividness of picture I have 
found, ROBERT NORWOOD 

Paris, October 17, 1918 

Back in Paris again after a trip of five days during 
which time I travelled three hundred miles by train, over 
three hundred by auto, visited twenty-four huts and re- 
ceived all kinds of new inspirations. In two more days 
I am off again this time to the western part of the coun- 
try and when that trip is over I will have covered roughly, 
practically every part of France in which the American 
army is operating. SINE ۰ 

] hope that I realize what a wonderful privilege this 
has been—the opportunity to see and study all the mech- 
anism and machinery of our great army from the base 
ports right up to the front lines and more especially to 
be with and to see our boys under all possible conditions 
and circumstances—from the man away in the back 
doing clerical work, to the man at the front just going 
into or coming out of the battle. And this is my un- 
qualified verdict—the American Army in France is the 
most wonderful one that the world has ever seen—-most 
wonderful in all the sterner attributes that make a soldier 
and most unusual in all the deeper currents that make a 
true Christian and combined with it all a physical fitness 
that is being cherished and safeguarded. 

It is not mere words but positive facts to say that they 
are the mainspring of all the Allied forces today. The 
French admit that without the Americans at Thierry, the 
Germans would have made Paris. Thierry and St. 
Mihiel unquestionably turned the tide of the war, and 
then later on it was the Americans, brigaded in with the 
Australians:and British, that made the breach north of 
St. Quentin through which the others have been pouring 
ever since. And now in the Argonne; the task there is 
the hardest of any yet. Men who have been in both 
campaigns tell me that Chateau-Thierry was nothing 
compared to the Argonne task and no more wonderful 
pages in American History will ever be written than those 
telling of the wonderful but unsensational work being 
done in that machine gun infested forest. How can they 
do it? Because they are mentally and physically fit for 
anything. T am proud to be able to again say that I have 
not seen one American intoxicated soldier in France. Not 
to say of course that there are none—or that I do not 
see them because they naturally are at once locked up but 
mixing among the men as I do, in big camps covering 
as much as 100,000 square miles in some cases, in little 
isolated wood-cutting camps buried in the forest, by day, 
by night, in the big cities, on lonely country roads, in 


villages and camps where mushroom wine shops have 
sprung up with all their enticements, I would surely see 
this condition if it existed to any extent—but no, never a 
single case of it. Those are the things that make us 
proud of our men. Those, the things that can and do 
inspire you in America and us, their humble servants of 
the "Y" over here, to back them to the limit in their big 
part that they are playing and still must play in the 
New World Life, * * * 
Dest to all the Overbrook people.

Paris, October 13, 1918. 


Your fine long letter of September 12th I found 
awaiting me here in Paris last week on my return from 
another inspiring trip. Particularly glad to hear all 
about the Church School. I have had them much in my 
thoughts and miss them to an inexpressible degree. Will 
write them very soon. 

Am having many happy moments in distributing the 
money from the fund that you so kindly put in my hands, 
Later on 1 will render an account. So far it has been 
given personally to wounded soldiers in hospitals in the 
form of smokes, etc., and to widows and orphans of 
French soldiers, If you could only see all the smiles and 
sunshine that it is bringing! Of course, the smokes, 
chocolate, etc., are not easy to get in quantity, so each 
day I try in some manner to pick up something wanted 
and add it to the larder. 

The Army Commissary is of course a great help and 
also the “Y” Commissary but 1 am naturally restricted 
in my purchases at both places. One of the “Y” girls 
over here is very clever in getting a grip on the things 
needed and each Sunday spends all afternoon in the 
American hospitals. When in Paris on Sundays I 
throw my supply in with hers so that we have then 
quite a respectable pile to distribute. Last Sunday we 
had a big clothes bag full, so you can imagine how 
popular we were. 

My but those boys are a fine lot! Suffering of 
course from everything imaginable and yet never a 
complaint of the slightest kind but always smiles. 
Not one of them grouchy. The boys that I saw Sun- 
day had been at Chateau-Thierry, Fismes, Soissons, 
St. Mihiel and the Argonne. And oh, what stories of 
German deviltry! When I sum up eventually all that 
I have heard about German barbarism, I shall exclude 
everything that 1 have not either heard directly from 
the man who saw it or that I have not seen myself— 
but even with that I believe that I can convince any- 
one that it is not only the Kaiser and his colleagues 
but the entire German people that are hellish fiends. 
To my mind, nothing can be now done with the adult 
German—man or woman. With the children and with 
the oncoming generations, much and everything can 
be done through Allied controlled Christian Educa- 
tion, but the present Germans of thinking age—and 
I say Germans, not Prussians only—are too thoroughly 
steeped in crime to ever show a sincere change of 
heart. Their deeds and lusts would make even Hell 
Lu h ض‎ 

God knows, that when it really comes to work, 
the men and women in and out of the Army at the 
front are the only ones to be thought of, for when 
you see them and what they are doing you know that 
Jesus Christ lives today just as truly as He ever lived.

REPORT OF MEETING OF INDIANS’ HOPE 


The meeting of the Indians’ Hope in October, was 
addressed by the Rey. S. Wi Crécy, Of Port Hall, 
ldaho, where he has been for ten years, 

Fort Hall is about 175 miles north of Salt Lake City 
on a Reservation, which contains about two thousand 
Indians, composed mostly of members of the Bannock 
and Shoshone tribes. 

One great trouble in the work among the Indians is 
the lack of a written language. There is one rule, 
however, which is always followed: on meeting a 
strange Indian, hold up the first finger. He will then 
give you the word for “one.” This is the root word 
of his tribe, by which you are able to place his group 
and where he is from. 

The Bannocks and Shoshone really are the last of 
the "Wild Men." They are truly hostile, or would be 
if they dared. They are surly and hard to approach. 
Mr. Crecy was among them for two or three years 
before any of them would accept his advances and try 
to speak to him. Only recently have they abandoned 
the old style of dress. When you see a woman wear- 
ing a blanket now, however, it is only for convenience, 
used as a shawl. 

They had no homes, lived out of doors or would 
build a wigwam, have a fire in the center, and from 
ten to twentv would sit or lie around it. When the 
first houses were built, the Indians put their horses in 
them—preferring to sleep out of doors. 

This is changing gradually. The children must go 
to school. Their parents want them trained as good, 
wild Indians, The Indian is naturally afraid; so when 
the children are brought to the school they are hidden 
under the mother's shawl until she is sure no harm 
will befall them. 

The introduction of the little ones into this new 
life is a bath. “They are thoroughly cleansed, fresh 
clothing, shoes and stockings put on. A new source 
of terror arises—the noise made when they walk on 
the wooden floors and the going upstairs. This is not 
as terfifying, however, as the trying to come down 
again. 

The children are taught, word by word, for every- 
thing is new and strange—clothes, food, furniture, 
Then come the simplest forms of housekeeping, and 
home making, for the girls upon leaving the school will 
insist upon a log house, table, chairs, bed and stove, 
so must be taught a simple method and how to pre- 
pare nourishing, plain food. The Indian really eats 
very few things—bread, meat and coffee principally. 
An Indian will never divorce a woman who can bake 
good bread. 

The results of the work among these women is evi- 
dent now, for by looking at the little children you can 
tell whether their mothers were mission girls or not. 

The boys of the school are given three acres of 
farm land, and three acres of pasture land, They are 
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trained in all branches of this work, so when they 
leave they are good farmers and understand stock 
raising. During the summer they command good 
wages from farmers around the school, for they have 
learned to be steady workers. 

The day's work begins by the ringing of a gong. 
The older boys prepare breakfast, while the girls are 
dressing the little children. There are prayers at 
7.30 a.m, then breakfast. The girls clean up after 
breakfast, while the boys go to their rooms, putting 
those in order. Each child, no matter how small, has 
some duty he must perform. 

The morning is devoted to study. They like to 
read, write and draw, but are very stupid about 
arithmetic. When they fail to perform a given task 
the children are not permitted to give the excuse, “I 
did not see" or “I forgot," for an Indian always sees 
and never forgets. 

‘The afternoon is devoted to sewing and house- 
keeping by the girls and to farming by the boys. 

Theft among the students was a trait hard to com- 
bat, but gradually the seriousness of it is understood 
and a desire to overcome the fault is growing. As 
evidence of this; one of the boys was discovered with 
matches in his possession, which is forbidden. His 
reply when reproved was: "My father gave them to 
me." Finally it was proven he had taken them from 
a certain closet near the boys' dormitory. Mr. Crecy 
gave them the privilege of deciding as to whether he 
must put a partition across the hall or trust them in 
the future. The latter plan was adopted. Another 
instance: one of the teachers had her trunk opened, 
her own money as well as some belonging to St. 
Luke's Church was taken. The girls were questioned, 
but all denied it. Mr. Crecy decided to wait, for an 
Indian will always tell on himself. In a few days three 
girls wanted to go in town shopping. A teacher went 
with them but they eluded her, and on returning to 
the school brought gifts for each member of Mr. 
Crecy's family. “The girls had candy, ribbons and 
cheap jewelry. Everything was taken from tliem and 
burned. The girls were then called into the study and 
told they must pay it all back—$35.00—which they did 
in three months. 

The Indians are lacking in initiative. Mr. Crecy is 
trying to develop this by placing the boys in groups 
while at work, appointing a leader who must be 
obeyed. Many fights are the result, but the system 
works very well. 

A few years ago the mission was burned. Bishop 
Thurston, realizing the importance of the field and the 
progress the mission workers had made, decided to 
rebuild—on faith—as so much of this work is done. 
The cost of the present buildings was $12,000.00. A 
debt of $6,000.00 remains. The Bishop is very much 
discouraged. Assistance is asked for. A suggestion 
has been made, that Liberty Bonds be given the 
Bishop. 'The interest would help pay the notes and at 
maturity could be used as an endowment fund. 

Tuberculosis is very prevalent among the Indians. 
Mr. Crecy is very anxious to obtain tents and equip 
them, as this is the only method by which these 
patients can be saved. So diseased are these people 
that the communion is given them by dipping the 
wafer in the wine and placing it on their tongues. 

In giving the Church and Church life to these chil- 
dren of the woods and plains, they must not be con- 
fused by sect. Simple methods and explanations must 
be used. For example, they brand their stock. The 
first Indians were caught by this idea. When they 
were baptized they were branded by the sign of the 
Cross on their forcheads—thus they felt they belonged 
to God. 
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The second step was, when in a strange place they 
would become confused, lost, and on seeing a friend 
would gladly follow him, So when the Bishop puts his 
hand on the head in confirmation the Spirit of God 
comes to live in you, and lead you, thus you have a 
spirit life. 

Again the illustration,—you feed your body or you 
would die and so you must come to the Lord's table 
to be fed, or the spirit will starve. For Jesus said: 
"Men must be marked—led—then fed."

RECTOR'S LETTER 
My dear Friends: 

At this moment of writing my mind is on the topic that 
seems foremost in the thinking of most men. The topic 
is the League of Nations. One can onlv approach such 
a topic from the point of experience, otherwise one's 
thought is mainly the product of imagination, and imagi- 
nation is not in itself sufficient for man's effort to reach 
that goal which the League of Nations seeks to win. 

I know practically nothing of political economy, and 
my knowledge of political situations is of a light char- 
acter: but I have an experience of human life and a little 
knowledge of men, plus a vision that has come to me 
through following One who is above all men and whom 
we call Master. On the ground of this knowledge and 
that vision 1 approach my topic with no hesitation, feel- 
ing that I have something to contribute to the general 
thinking of this day. 

The goal for which the League of Nations strives is 
a world at peace. It is the goal towards which all 
teachers in all ages have striven, Not only is Old Testa- 
ment prophecy made beautiful by the light of the vision 
of a world at peace, but the literature of the sacred books 
of other peoples is likewise so illumined; hence we are 
at one with all ages in this desire for a world at peace. 
How far can we contribute to that realization? l am 
speaking to people like myself who, while frankly 
acknowledging their lack of knowledge in things of 
state and nations, yet feel they have something to say 
along the line of their personal following of a Master 
whose faith and vision they in common share, 

I am one who believes that all human forces are God's 
factors. “There are diversities of gifts but the same 
spirit." God is fulfilled in the many ways of human 
life. The statesman and the soldier are as much God's 
factors as the priest and prophet. “The axe and the 
pioneer must blaze the trail in the wilderness before a 
city's highway pulse with life. Physical forces are equal 
manifestations with intellectual or psychic forces of the 
one eternal spirit. This much to pay my tribute to those 
external phases of that great world-council whose de- 
liberations are towards peace. 

We have need of statesmen to make our laws, of sol- 
diers to protect the helpless from those who have no 
sense of mercy or gentleness or truth. Still must there 
be navies to patrol our seas. These and other like par- 
ticulars are granted, but with these I am not personally 
concerned. If it were necessary for me to fight I would 
fight, and if I had it in my power to make laws and my 
country laid upon me the burden of legislation, I would 
do my best to make wise laws and to secure their appli- 
cation to the conduct of national affairs. 

With these, however, many of us are not directly con- 
cerned. We have our work to do in the ordinary ways 


of life, and, while without special qualifications for these 
national tasks with which we have just dealt, we still 
feel that we have a part in the great program of universa] 
peace. What is that part? In answer let me quote off. 
hand and without respect to-its actual wording a sentence 
written by our President in an address recently given to 
a theological faculty: "While science, philosophy and art 
almost complete the circle of human life, there is still 
an unfilled segment which only religion can supply." 
You and 1 are concerned with that unfilled segment and 
it is at this point that we are able to offer something to 
the world problem before us. Without religion, the 
League of Nations must ultimately fall apart, for the 
circle will never be drawn until man's religious experi- 
ence has contributed its wisdom to the sum of wisdom, 
We will not forget the unfilled segment of the German 
mind, that, in spite of its science, its philosophy and its 
art, could waive a nation's obligation with the words: 
"Only a scrap of paper." [1 is religion that makes a 
scrap of paper the outward and visible sign of an inward 
and spiritual grace of honor and of truth. Looking into 
the future 1 see no hope for the final peace of the world 
unless the circle we are seeking to draw be completed 
by our spiritual sense. It is to this spiritual sense we 
must look and to this spiritual sense we must be true, so 
true that nothing that hinders us from seeing it clearly 
shall be allowed to stand. I am not speaking of any 
special religious expression of this spiritual sense. 1 am 
thinking rather of that which is common to the whole 
race, that which St. Paul had in mind when he said, “As 
many as are led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons 
of God." How far towards this universal realization of 
the spiritual sense shall we be able to contribute in the 
days before us? How far are you and | loyal to this 
ultimate spiritual sense? Is our emphasis still on some 
external phase of it? Tf so, then we shall not have our 
part in filling the segment of the human circle. This 
contribution will not be made by the ecclesiastic. By 
the ecclesiastic 1 mean one who places emphasis on some 
historic manifestation of the spiritual sense; one who 
would limit a moment of transfiguration to its locality, 
more zealous for the shrine and the place of enshrinement 
than for the fleeting experience itself. 

A minister of the church for some twenty years, I am 
convinced that our failure in the past has been in pro- 
portion to our enthusiasm for the local shrine. We have 
forgotten Him who said to the woman at the well of 
Sychar: “The hour cometh and now is when neither in 
this mountain nor at Jerusalem shall God be worshipped. 
God is spirit and they that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth." If we are to make our contri- 
bution to this League of Nations we must first of all find 
what is fundamental to Christianity and frankly let the 
rest go. I believe that Jesus is in this world to save us 
from ourselves, 1 believe that at any moment He may 
come in the fulfillment of our prayers: "Grant us thy 
peace, Lord, through the coming night." I believe that 
if we had faith as a grain of mustard seed we could lift 
up this great war mountain and cast it into the sea of 
man's universal consciousness of God. I believe that with- 
out Jesus Christ all these deliberations of statesmen and 
soldiers will never complete the circle. I believe that 
the only obstacle in the path of Christ is our willfulness, 
our stubborn resistence of the impulses of His heart m 
our hearts. We have not learned to rise from our seats 
in the church of God to gird up our loins and in humility 
wash the feet of the world. We still think to save 4 
world by our conventions, our synods and assemblies; 
in the face of our failures we quote history and pro- 
pound some theory of church government and sacra- 
mental life. We think that the words which fall from 
our lips are prayers, forgetting that prayer is not in the 
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outward expression but in the inward deeds of the soul; 
that the source of prayer is within a room of shut doors 
and windows, the sanctuary of the soul's innermost self 
where the Father sees in secret and rewards in the 
openness of the character of a son of God. Prayer is 
not an expression—there are varieties of the expression 
of prayer. Prayer is the inward movement of the soul 
to God. It is the cry of the soul within the temple: 
“Here am I, send me." Prayer may be liturgical in its 
expression but the mechanical expression of prayer is 
as authentic and beautiful. Who gives a cup of cold 
water in the name of Christ has chosen the mechanical 
rather than the liturgical form of prayer. We have 
deluded ourselves with a fancy that prayer is so many 
outward religious acts of the body or of the tongue. 
How have we forgotten the words of Him who rebuked 
the Pharisees, “Who loved to pray standing in the syna- 
gogues and in the corners of the streets?” 

Not until we have set ourselves free from these illu- 
sions of the ages can we fill the final segment of the 
human circle. One ounce of kindness is more than a 
ton of litanies and misereres. You and I have received 
a commission from a Master to go into all the world with 
good news. Until now men have gone in the name of 
Christ with bad news. Bad news, because they have 
confused their little experience of Him with something 
grander—the universal experience of the human race 
found only through social relations. Tt is true that some 
still urge the need of the concrete expression of their 
faith, but to me its expressions are not unlike the tradi- 
tional leaves of a guilty pair in a ruined garden. When 
God is walking up and down the world's garden one 
should need no specific revelation of Him. If we cannot 
find Him in one another's faces and in one another's 
hearts we can never find Him. That is the meaning of 
Jesus words in answer to the question: “Show us the 
Father and it sufficeth us”—“Hast thou been so long 
then with me and hast thou not known me, Philip? He 
that hath seen me hath seen the Father.” It is as true 
of your face and of my face as of the face of Jesus, that 
if we look out in love on our world men will see on our 
faces the l'ather, and this League of Nations cannot be- 
come real until God has looked out on the world in the 
faces of men and women like ourselves. You believe 
that in Jesus Christ dwelt all the fullness of the Godhead 
bodily? "Then believe that because it dwelt in Him bod- 
lly it can also dwell bodily in us—“Things which are 
equal to the same thing are equal to one another." 

So we cannot have a reconstructed world without a 
reconstructed church and a reconstructed church can 
only come to pass through the pulling down of buildings 
that are in the way of the erection of some larger struc- 
ture, 1 am concerned to find that we are still plodding 
along with the same old passwords and the same old 
formations as though nothing new concerning spiritual 
tactics had been learned by us in an age of great begin- 
"ings, ۴ have little confidence in set seasons for litur- 
gical practices. We are not touching the fact that loss 
Of spiritual power is not due to so-called materialism, 
۱۲ 15 due to the fact that we have never learned to love 
one another. On that basis and on. hat alone can the 
church of Christ stand. Until we have learned to love 
one another with a love that goes bevond our local ex- 
Pressions of religion, we shall fail the Master who so 
needs tis at this moment to help him fill the earth with 
His peace, the peace that passes all hitherto understand- 
mg. This is something we can do in our midst—place 
the emphasis on the heart of Christ, for the heart of 

rist is the only Catholic and Apostolic Church.

REPORT OF DOMESTIC COMMITTEE OF THE 
WOMAN'S AUXILIARY 


At the regular monthly meeting of the Domestic Com- 
mittee of the Woman's Auxiliary on Monday, January 
13th, we listened to a most interesting talk given by Mrs. 
Hughson on the work at Grace Hospital, Morganton, 
North Carolina. This Hospital is twelve years old, start- 
ing with seventy-two patients and is now able to accom- 
modate two hundred and sixty-two. 

It is the only hospital in that mountainous region. 
There 18 no other nearer than Ashville sixty miles away. 

This region is among the very poor mountaineers, with 
no advantages and many needy people who have not one 
cent to pay for medical service. The dispensary work 
has been most satisfactory. The only trouble is, that 
with the increased price of medical supplies there has 
not been money enough to meet the need. 

During the last two years a social service visitor has 
helped to do what she could for the community. There 
are also visiting nurses connected with the hospital. 

The lives of the women and girls in these mountain 
districts are barren indeed. The men have their “moon- 
shine" but the women nothing. Mrs. Hughson asked a 
mountain woman what she did when her day's work was 
done. She replied: "Sometimes I sets and thinks, and 
sometimes I just sets." Of late Mrs. Hughson has 
started a scheme which has worked wonderfully for 
the brightening of these poor dull lives. "They have 
monthly meetings, or parties, held at first in the cabin 
of a poor woman who had a family of ten children. 
Everyone drinks strong coffee at these parties,—men, 
women and children. The men stay outside, while the 
women card wool for rugs. The men come in when the 
refreshments are served. 

They have had two Christmas parties. At this year's 


Christmas party each child was given a doll (rag dolls: 


made by a Girls’ Friendly committee) and each child was 
given a bag of candy and that was their only Christmas. 
One mother, with her baby and three little children 
walked four miles and when it was over said: "I ain't 
never had such a good time in my life." 


The great need now is a cabin in which to meet for 
Sunday-school and the "parties." They want money to 
buy a half acre of land in a shaded spot to build what 
is called a Shanghai House of rough boards placed up- 
right. Mrs. Hughson appealed to the committee for 
contributions of money and old clothes.

LETTER FROM MR. THOMAS 


Paus, Jan, $, 1919. 


To The Church School of the 
Memorial Church of St. Paul, Overbrook : 


ላ Happy New Year to each and all—and God grant 
a happy New World! 

This is indeed an all too long delayed letter. Started 
on Armistice Day, picked up again in Verdun on Thanks- 
giving and in Paris on Christmas, obliged each time to 
lay it aside owing to lack of opportunity to quietly chat 
things over with you, may it now carry with it the full 
meaning of those three wonderful days that should help 
us to make this New Year in reality a new and not merely 
a better one, and should flood the world with a bigger- 
than-ever vision of faith and hope and brotherhood! 

The Armistice signed! You know what those magic 
words meant to you—realize then, their full significance 
to blood-drenched France, after all those four long years 
of anguish and dread and uncertainty. And Paris! 
Freed at last from all danger of capture, fearful no longer 
of the big guns by day or the midnight air raid warnings 
of the uncanny sirens—Paris becomes again in a twink- 
ling, the Paris of old. Everywhere, scenes of joy and 
thanksgiving such as may have been equalled elsewhere, 
but I doubt it. Imagine if you can that Armistice Service 
in the Cathedral of Notre Dame, that sea of tense faces 
turned towards the Cardinal at the high altar and the 
triumphant peals of the great organ as they raced in 
and out among the allied bedecked walls and piers. 
Imagine, too, the scene at the Place de la Concorde with 
its statue of the City of Strasburg stripped by myriad 
happy hands of its mourning draperies of nearly fifty 
years and garlanded from head to foot like a returning 
warrior of old. Just think! Alsace and Lorraine really 
freed! France freed! The World free! 


And then out through the land the same scenes— 
each little town pulsating with the same heart beats as 
Paris. Even Chateau Thierry—our Chateau Thierry— 
seemed like a resurrected place. Rising from the midst 
of the shell battered town, the miraculously saved cathed- 
ral tower, with the tricolor floating from its highest pin- 
nacle, seemed to reflect the altogether indestructible spirit 
of the people, as, headed by their blaring trumpets, a 
travel-stained regiment of French Artillery passed 
through the town, homeward bound. And then Metz! 
Think of the joy there, over the unexpectedly quick lib- 
eration from the Hun yoke. [ven the children, happily 
crowding around me, said in their good French: “We 
are French now, no longer German.” 

Yes, in the words of that ringing line of the Mar- 
seillaise "the day of Glory has arrived" and we have every 
right to be happy, but we have no right to forget: and it 
is for those of us who have been over the devastated areas 


— _ 
and seen something of the full hell of Hunnish hate to مم‎ 
ligiously drive this fact home to others. 1 

ላ wilderness of mud and stumps and barbed wiy 
and refuse; here and there a few jagged walls of bomli 
or shell-riddled towns; shelter only in dugouts or shaate 
or patched up rooms, an utter absence of any sign of life 
save for the crows and the prowling dogs—such, briefly 
is my lasting impression of the land-of-the-dug-in battle 
line! 

And how shall we speak of Rheims or of Verdun 
that second Thermopyle without mingled feelings of rage 
and admiration? God grant that these mere skeletons of 
their former selves may ever remain just as they are— 
mute testimonies for all future generations, It would be 
a crime, yes even a sacrilege, to even think of ever restor- 
ing them. š 

On the top of the hill of Verdun and adjoining the 
once glorious Cathedral, there is a beautiful Gothic clois- 
ter shelled into ruins but still beautiful, that encloses a 
little garden in the centre of which are two delicately 
carved figures—one of Christ, erect and advancing with 
outstretched hand and the other, a little distance away, 
of Mary on bended knee and with hands clasped in ador- 
ation. They seemed untouched in the midst of all the 
devastation. How curious that Hun shells should have 
missed them where they had stopped at nothing else. Dut 
then 1 looked closer. Yes, not a scar on either figure 
except that the extended hand of Christ and the uplifted 
hands of Mary had been severed from the wrists! And 
then, as I thought of those mutilated children of Belgium 
and France, it seemed to me more than a coincidence 
that even those hands of stone could not escape the marks 
of the beast. And oh, those sights in Nancy as the first 
released Allied prisoners came staggering in from the 
front. The “Y” and the Red Cross had fitted up a can- 
teen in the old French barracks, and as that never-end- 
ing line of mere shadows of men filed past the counter 
through the night hours, one by one they fell to the 
ground in sheer exhaustion, until over a thousand ef 
them had been taken to the hospital. l'or such was Ger- 
man liberation of prisoners! 

No, my good friends, though we must learn to for- 
give if true repentance is ultimately shown, we never can 
forget, but “with firmness in the right as God gives us to 
see the right, let us strive on to finish the work we are 
in" and let us see to it that never again can a Nation that 
has lost its soul endanger God's world. 

America physically and even mentally has saved 
the world. What will she do spiritually ? 

On the opening day of the battle of St. Mihiel—that 
first real test of the American Army as a whole—l viewed 
the fields and knelt in the little church where Joan of Are 
heard those distinct calls from her God for her supreme 
sacrifice, and as the distant sound of the battle came to 
my ears, I wondered whether America, like the little 
peasant maid of Domremy, would hold to that same vision 
of persistence in the right. Then, with the aviators 
swarming overhead, 1 drew nearer to the battle. Night 
came on and the whole horizon was a prairie fire from 
the flashes of our great guns. Morning broke and ! 
passed the first stream of German prisoners being brought 
in—over thirteen hundred and then I knew that America. 
like Joan, had heard the call. Never before in my life 
have I been prouder of being an American. 

On that July morning, less than six months ago, 5 
our never-to-be-forgotten Marines marched through 
Chateau Thierry on their way to stop the Huns, the 
flowers were all in bloom in the town and one of the men 
stopping, picked a pansy and put it in his Testament. 
Then on to Belleau Woods with the others he fought his 
way and there—with those heroes of heroes—he, too,

The following is an introductory statement by the 
Lecturer :

Our purpose is to discover the Christ, to know what he 
is, and what he taught. There are many obstacles in 
the way. We are living in a world, the thought of which 
has been entirely made over by tlie discoveries of the 
last one hundred years. The rise of groups of thought- 
ful and spiritually minded people outside the Christian 
Church, meeting regularly in large numbers for mutual 
edification, shows that many are not helped by tradi- 
tional ideas. In view of this the Church of our age 
must make its contribution to the knowledge of Jesus. 
The obstacles in the way are many: ignorance, preju- 
dice, and misconception; the popular estimate of the 
Old Testament; a false idea of the New Testament. 
Our duty, preliminary to a study of the Religion of 
Jesus, is to separate the transitory from the permanent 
in the Old Testament, to recognize the great gulf. which 
separates the Old from the New, and to realise the 
presence of Judaistic ideas m the New Testament. 

You are invited to attend these lectures given weekly 
in the Parish House at 8.00 p. m. under the auspices of 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew.

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RECTOR'S LETTER 


My dear Friends: 

Easter Greetings are the loveliest words of our in- 
terchange of social thought. They come at the time of 
year when the evasive beauty of spring begins to haunt 
us. Memory walks with Joy as Sorrow hides from our 
sight among the green and growing things of an awak- 
ened world. He must be very old who finds no sudden 
rapture of evasive spring. 

Artistically, our greetings fall from lip to ear at 
the right moment in the dramatic unities. “He is risen |” 
is the climax-word at the inevitable moment of this third 
act in the great play that opens at autumn and ends in 
summer. The setting of the stage, the costumes, songs, 
speeches, movements of the actors all lead to the great 
moment that announces His resurrection. It is all so 
wisely planned. There is always the element of neces- 
sity in Wisdom, Wisdom is justified of her children. 
Her children are the offspring of her necessity—things 
that are wisely done. The crocuses thrusting their spears 
through the loam, as though some Jason of last night had 
sown his dragon's teeth; the little, supplicating, opening 
hands on every bough; the merriment of the morning 
birds among the trees or along the ridge poles of our 
many roofs: these are in the setting and of the persons 
of the third act of the play. Color, action, word—how 
they combine to prepare us for the Easter Greeting: 
“He is risen!” 

] recall an event of several years ago in Montreal: 
Josephine Peabody's beautiful play—'" "The Piper —was 
working breathlessly toward that moment of the appeal 
to the Lonely Man. ]1 is one of the most authentic 
moments of our American drama and the golden voice 
of Edith Wynne Mathison was lifting the words as wine 
in a chalice, when two people behind me began. to titter 
and talk and elsewhere someone yawned! They were 
not capable of entering into the mystery of our great 
Anglo-Saxon speech when every tradition of Elizabethan 
melody is preserved. They could not cross the line that 
divides the spiritual from the carnal—the reality from 
the shadow—their feet shod with the sandals of Hermes, 
which are imagination and sympathy! 


Shocking? Yes, but there are more people who 
titter, talk and yawn in this act of the year's great play 
than we can possibly realize. Think of failing the spring! 
Think of listening with a deaf ear to the words or look- 
ing with unseeing eyes on the setting of the act! Spring 
is the year's denouement in the Risen Life! 

Has not the spirit of the play caught vou? Do you 
need more signs than these that are given from every 
hough? “If I have told you earthly things and ye be- 
lieve not, how shall ye believe,.if 1 tell you of heavenly 
things!” So the Lord of life has spoken, to those who 
titter, talk or yawn. It is literally as well as mvstically 
true that by lifting up seeing, glad and understanding 
eyes to the hills we shall win their help. It is true of 
the grass of the field, of the flower of the wayside or 
garden, of the bird in its flight, that they are witnesses 
of the resurrection. Be among the actors in the play. 
To be a good actor one must fully identify his personality 
with the past. He must lose himself in the event. He 
must be the soul of the action. The moment now is 
Resurrection. Be yourself that truth and so join in 
Nature's cry of the leaping, dancing, shouting spring: 


"He is Risen!” Ñ

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THE LITTLE HELPERS 


The Babies’ Branch which may be called the Kinder- 
garten of the Woman's Auxiliary is intended to teach : 

1. Membership in Christ's Church means member- 
ship in a great Missionary Society. As every child by 
Baptism becomes a member of Christ's Church, so all the 
baptized members of His Church form the Missionary 
Society. 

Il. Systematic Giving, The Little Helpers are ex; 
pected to place a gift in their mite box each Sunday and 
so form the habit of systematic giving. 

111. Intercessory Prayer. The Little Helpers are 
expected to pray daily for the spread of Christ's King- 
dom on earth. 

IV. The Missionary Spirit. The Little Helpers 
learn that they are members not of a parish or of a 
diocese only, but friends of all the world and their gifts 
therefore should go to all parts of the mission field. 

V. The Communion of Saints. In the Babies’ 
Branch our children learn that if God calls any of them 
to Him, they do not cease to be members of the Church 
and neither does their work cease, but is continued on 
through those who loved them here. 

The mite boxes referred to are collected once a yeat 
and the offering sent for the relief of children in several 
parts of the world. 

There is a cot in -St. Agnes’ Hospital, Raleigh, 
supported by the Little Helpers; the Indians in South 
Dakota are remembered; a Little Helpers’ Day School 
in the district of Shanghai: a memorial kindergarten at 
Akita, and many other activities show that we can para- 
phrase R. L. Stevenson and say: 


Little Indian Sioux and Crow, 
Little frosty Esquimaux, 

Little Turk and Japanee, 

Oh, won't you try to be like me? 


The Babies’ Branch of Little Helpers of the Junior 
Department of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions is the very long name given to the organization 
that includes the youngest members of our Church. 
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The Babies’ Branch was founded in Rochester, N. Y. 
in 1801 in memory of Gaylord Hart Mitchell, a most 
remarkable child who was born in 1888 in Rochester, 
51 Y 

He was cared for by his aunt, at that time chairman 
of the Junior Auxiliary in Western New York and from 
her he heard about the little children all over the world 
who do not know about Christmas and the lovely Easter 
that was always such a beautiful day in his home. She 


also allowed him to help in making scrapbooks and in. 


sorting the toys that went into the missionary boxes. 
One day she said to him: “Gaylord, would you like to 
have a mite box and put pennies in it?" “Oh, yes! 
Then 1 will be a Little Helper." “That will be the name 
of our society." So together they made the first forty 
mite boxes in January, 1891, and the society was formed 
among his own litile friends. Little Gaylord did not 
live to see the great results of his loving sympathy for 
all the world, for he died in 1892, but the work has pros- 
pered and grown until now there are many thriving 
branches, some including as many as 125 children. d 
Mns. CHARLES M. Woon.

LOVE AND SERVICE THE GROUND OF OUR 
FAITH IN THE RESURRECTION 


[Part of 8 sermon preached in the Memorial Church of St. 
Paul, Overbrook, Easter morning, April 20, 1919, by Robert 
Norwood, as reported by Miss Gladys Wright. | 


Colossians 3:1. "lf ye then be risen with Christ." 


So the friends of Paul thought deeply and questioned 
themselves as that half sentence was read for the first 
time in their hearing. One easily fancies that the read- 
er's voice paused, as my voice was held a moment past, 
before it went on to the great climax of the faith in the 
fact of the resurrection of Jesus Christ. As these words 
were read | am quite sure there was a very perceptible 
intake of breath from the audience. Once again they 
faced the fact: “ls it true? Is it true that Christ is risen 
from the dead? 18 it true that He is God's oath that all 
shall so rise from the dead? 18 it true that my child is 
living today with Him though I buried him à while ago 
ina sepulchre? Is it true that my father and my mother 
are looking on God's face though 1 saw their faces fade 
away in sickness and in death? Is it true that through 
all the music of nature there sounds the distinctive note 
of their everlasting joy? ls it true that they run down 
the little, long lanes of sunlight with glad opening hands 
calling to me and telling me of the joy that tbey know? 
Is it true that behind the veil of beauty they pass and 
repass and the veil trembles because of the joy in them 
and because of their touching of these veils? Is it true 
that it is more real there than here or have we deluded 
ourselves with a dream? Man is made of the dust of 
the ground and to the dust of the ground must return. 
How far does this affect me? Is it just a fancy, a quib- 
ble? Is it something more than these things? Is it bone 
of my bone? Is it marrow of my marrow? Is it the 
armour of my soul? [8 it wings behind my shoulders 
giving me power of flight? Is it the trumpet sounding 
the Easter joy: He is risen! He is risen! He is risen 
from the dead and become the first fruits of them that 
slept?” 

This is the wav, I am quite sure, the men and women 
and children in the church at Colosse felt when the 
reader paused after reading: “Tf ye then be risen with 
Christ." There was so much depending on it. The 
epistle was written many years after the event. At least 
sixty vears had passed since the singing of the angel 
song: “Gloria in excelsis Deo." Some thirty years had 
passed since a woman, weeping in a garden of lilies, 
said: “They have taken away my Lord and [ know not 
where they have laid Him,” and again a voice, a voice 
that was softer than the springtime, a voice that had all 
the thrill and ecstasy of the morning birds, breathed into 


her ear just one word and Mary cried: “Rabboni= 
little Master—and knelt at His feet to adore her riser 


Lord. Of course there had been doubts on the subject ۱ 


There had been people who could not believe for ve 

joy, just as there are people today who cannot betiey 
for very jov. It is a most magical belief to hold that all 
those fading presences "who on glad Easter mornin, e 
gather in this very church are conscious of you and ከህ 
and have been singing with us: 3 


“The strife is o'er, the battle done; 

The victory of life is won; 

The song of triumph has begun. 
Alleluia!” 


“If ye then be risen with Christ." Death had touched 
them just as death has touched us. There was not a 
person in that Colossian congregation who, as these words 
were solemnly read, did not look back over a twelve: 
months and remember with tears in dear human eyes— 
tears that came from the springs of recollection. Every- 
one had suffered and had gone for a while lonely. The 
wing of the angel of death had touched some face and 
the face had crumbled into white dust under the fiery 
contact of that wing. They too had known that word 
of anguish: "Dead!" And through the year thev had 
been asking and analyzing and struggling and regather- 
ing themselves for further action; shaping themselves 
tor further effort and sometimes staunching the wounds 
of their heart with the white linen cloth that was placed 
on the face of a dead Jesus. There were clever men 
among the Colossian Christians. "There were university 
men there—Colosse was one of the great centers of learn- 
ing—men who were accustomed to handling the syllo- 
gism; men who were accustomed to all the heights and 
depths of philosophy; and they had pronounced on im- 
mortality definitely, finally, and had asserted that there 
was no evidence in the body of the reality of the soul, 
or if there were such a thing as immortality it could 
only be the vague immortality of the future human rece 
—the immortality of the superman—but so far as men 
and women of the day were concerned there was no 
hope—the vague immortality of H. G. Wells—the vague 
immortality of some of our superficially charming mag- 
azine writers and novelists. The world does not change. 
Men are the same today as the day that letter was read 
in the Colossian church. Of course men died when they 
died and that was the end of it. 

Just before going to sleep last night I read rapidly 
the story in the series of [1. G. Wells in the New Repub- 
lic, and 1 admired his ability to express the mental atti- 
tude of our trained thinkers of today, for men are pretty 
well divided in the belief of the immortalitv of the soul. 
There are many who have made up their minds that men 
are going down into the valley of the beast and it ends 
with that. T fancy that the faith one has m immortality 
is like the faith one has in his own ideal of beauty; it 
is not made of argument. If you live with an ideal long 
enough you will grasp its beauty. Immortality is like 
music that must be mastered. It is like the art of the 
Spanish school—startling vou at first until one realizes 
that in it is a new sense of form and color to be turned 
to again and again before it can be appreciated and 
understood. The belief in immortality is like the gradual 
understanding of any form of modern or ancient art. 
So [ will not bother this morning with axioms or svl- 
logisms. 1 am simply reading the sentence as the reader 
in the Colossian church did. What does it mean to you 
that in the epistle of the Communion service you heard 
these words: “If ve then be risen with Christ?" Have 
you by experience with death come to a definite conclt- 
sion? Have vou by experience with men and women 
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E ched a certain conviction? Have you discovered that 
[es and women, through 8 knowledge that you have won 
E ing with them, possess something that is imperish- 
by 7 Mas it come to you as a result of your own 
W “herhood and sisterhood that it is real and it is true?

Well, if you are groping | 
want to ask why? Why? And I have no business to 
yit any answers to such a question on your lips. 1 want 


‘ou to answer it, but I ask your permission to make a 
few suggestions and one of them is this—not mine but 
Gt. John's. W hen he was an old man he wrote a letter 
to his friends. Evidently the letter had its origin in a 
question concerning the fate of their loved ones who had 
assed away: "What is death? What is life after death? 
و‎ it a sleep that one day will be an awakening at a 
trumpet, or is that resurrection now? 15 it something 
we have to wait for or is it a change in us, a change that 
our loved ones already know in this universe?" So he 
wrote: "Beloved, it doth not yet appear what we shall 
be"—he had the good sense not to give a definition of 
that which lies beyond actual physical experience. It 
is idle to expect that the mechanism of the human brain 
can ever communicate to us what the material eye cannot 
sce. lam quite sure in my own mind that the only chan- 
nel of realization of the resurrection life is the channel 
of the soul. The most brilliant argument that one can 
make in defence of immortality must of necessity fail to 
convince the mind of the flesh, because there’ will always 
be a counter-argument. Paul was right when he said: 
“Flesh and blood cannot inherit the. kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, 
I show you a mystery." If you think you can satisfy 
yourself merely through the mechanism of the mind you 
will never be satisfied. [1 must come through your spirit. 
Continuing, John wrote: “Beloved you have asked a 
question: ‘What is it like over there?” I have told you 
that you shall see Him as He is, but I tell you this: 
Every one that loveth is born of God and knoweth God.” 


I am quite sure that no one can know anything of 
the kingdom of God who is a hater. If 1 see a man shat- 
tered with grief above a grave I say: “You will never 
get above this grief if you have been small; a biter and 
scratcher; a hurter; if you have been one who looked 
only out on life as an opportunity of particular self-en- 
joyment; if you have been thinking of yourself first and 
other people second. 1 say to you by the authority of 
the New Testament and Jesus and personal experience 
that there is only one way by which you can be born 
again—getting away from yourself and becoming the com- 
rade of the world.” i 

Tf ye then be risen with Christ, you must be like 
Christ. You must lose your selfishness, vour vanity, 
your hate. all the little exactions which you have been 
making on people from day to day: you must lose vour- 
self—lose vourself in this beautiful world—loving it, 
realizingsit, knowing what friendship means, being worthy 
of the men and women who love vou. Give, give, give, 
and then shall come to you the certainty ; then shall come 
to you the knowledge; then shall come to you the eyes 
that see beyond the clouds to the very king in his beauty. 
It has been admitted, even by university professors—and 
you know sometimes 1 think the most stupid people in 
the world are the merely booky people—it has been 
admitted by everybody that a new sense of deathlessness 
has come upon the world since the war; because since the 
Civil War, so far as the American people are concerned, 
there has not been such a time of utter self forgetting 
às in the years immediately behind. 

The matter of our faith in the deathlessness of the 
soul is based upon an "if". Like all the directions of 
the soul through life, it involves the adventure of a high 


faith and of an equally deep courage. Enough for the 
soul to see mirrored in the glass of matter the unutter- 
able things of the spirit. Enough for the body to be 
tried out, shaped and determined by the struggle to 
reach the hill of vision and then from that hill to lift up 
a voice of joy in proclamation of what it knows eternally 
to be true. Like the sunrise and the sunset; like the 
springtime and the summer and the autumn; like the 
crystals of the snow and like the music of the wind; the 
truths of God are apt to fall upon our understanding 
vaguely. We take the wonders of our world too casually. 
Jecause we take them casually we miss them. Here and 
there are witnesses whom we call creative artists, who 
are continually seeking in the proclamation of the Gospel 
of beauty to waken the soul to the realization of its 
holiness; to demand that men and women should በ0 
something more than labor for the meat that perishes; 
that men and women should renew themselves in the 
knowledge of their soul's inheritance. 


The witnesses for immortality are all about us. 
Some have emerged from the struggle for peace. Others 
have risen from the ashes of their recent sorrow. Others 
are running breathless from gardens where love meets 
love, with a song of resurrection. Trust these voices, 
and, trusting, prepare for your moment of that high cer- 
tainty when the “if” shall be removed from the Gospel 
of Eternal Life and you have come to know that the 
certainty is in His Name—the character of the loving, 
serving, forgiving Christ.

| THE PARISH NEWS 
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Deaconess Morris was the first speaker of St. Agnes’ 
Flouse, 258 E. Ontario Street and B Street. They have 
a small house and make it a social center for the neighbor- 
hood. They have three groups of girls—first small chil- 
dren up to nine years; second group from nine to eleven 
and the third group come in the evening and are from 
eleven to sixteen. They have games and sew, and did 
cook, but both sewing materials and things for cooking 
are so high now that they cannot do very much at it. 
There are older girls who want to come, but the only 
time they could have there would be Friday evening. 
The boys come too and they need games for them. 
They did not want boys but they insist on coming so 
they don't want to turn them away. They need a worker. 
They have one there temporarily but have only sufficient 
money for her salary until May and they cannot keep 
her unless they get money for her salary. They need 
everything from a new house to things for a rummage 
sale. 

They love to have old party gowns, for the girls 
can make things out of them and they always want books. 

Mrs. Stewart was second speaker from the Chapel of 
Transfiguration, Second Street and Stone House Lane, 
in the district once called the "dump", now known as the 
“piggery”. She asked some of the women why they 
lived there and they replied because they liked the country 
so much better than the city, but Mrs. Stewart could 
see resemblance to the country only in the presence of 
chickens, pigs, dogs, ete. The little chapel is paid for and 
they have services at 2.30 on Sunday afternoon and 
eight in the evening and at eight o'clock on Wednesday 
evenings, but no Sunday morning service as they have 
no money to pay a minister. Thev have about forty- 
five in the Sunday School and are putting up a building 
for dancing and a Jibrary and hall which will cost $250.00. 
Miss Mills, a social service worker, is down there and 
her salary is paid by St. Maiks Church for three 
years, but they hope to get more to help her. Miss 
Marguerite Taylor plays the organ one night a week. 
They need money, of course, a sewing machine, cook 
stove, dishes, old chest with drawers to keep the Com- 
munion linen in and if anybody has any of these things 
if they will call up Miss Ellen Leaf, 2024 Walnut Street, 
she will tell them whether any have been given. 

The third speaker was Rev. Charles H. Shreimer. 
He spoke in the mterest of the Farm School, Glen Loch. 
It is a school for boys from twelve to fifteen in which 
they receive an education and learn a trade free. ۵ 
is no other school of the kind in the United States for 
white, protestant boys. They take any denomination 
but as they have the Episcopal service they are very apt 
to join our Church, though they are not,compelled to. 
They have a farm of one hundred and seventy-five acres 
which is mortgaged and they have rented another farm 
of two hundred acres and raise enough to feed every one 
on the farm. . They were just able to keep going during 
war time but hope to do better now. They can a great 
deal in summer to carry them over the winter. There 
are about fifty-five people on the farm, forty boys and 
the other workers and they have a house mother. 

They hope by January 1, 1920, to be able to pay all 
bills. A scholarship costs $200.00. Last year they had 
three hundred applications for fifteen vacancies. The 
orphans who have no one to look after them are clothed 
but not the others. "They have very few rules but they 
must obey those few. They are taught floriculture, 
farming, carpentering, engineering and cabinet making. 

They need money for tools, which will cost $208.60, 
and scholarships for the boys. On the 23d of May they 
are going to have a Diocesan Day and they want every 
one to come out for tea. The train leaves Broad Street 
Station at 2.30 P. M. ABBIE C. HAYDEN

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MY BROTHER'S BOOTS 


I was held at the feet by an evil force. “The rain 
was driving at me with tall, sharp, thin spears. He was 
helped by the wind who laughed as he buffeted my body. 
The trees from the woods on either side of me were 
narrowing their distance and bending to spring. “The 
wind is terrible, The trees are monsters. “The rain is 
a fearful thing. But the force that catches at the feet 
and holds one to the ground is the consummation of 
terror. One can outrun the rain, go with the wind and 
leave the trees as shadows on the hill; but the force that 
fastens the feet to the ground is fate against which one 
struggles in vain. 

And I was wearing my brother's boots—boots that 
were adorned with copper toes and real red leather tops 
—red leather tops with tracings of gold! I wanted the 
boots, and took them without leave in the beauty of their 
newness to see if they would really keep out the wet that 
came down so tumultuously with the rain. They were 
several sizes too large for my feet, so 1 wobbled as I 
walked. 

There is nothing nicer than mud—thick, red, sticky 
mud. Plop, plop, plop! it sings to copper toes and shiny 
leather, as the feet go up and down along the winding 
road among the trees. Every footstep makes a picture 
of a submerging continent. One can create and destroy 
at will, like God, There is one other joy of equal amaze- 
ment and fancy—driving slowly through the mud in an 
ox-cart and watching the great, clucking wheels lift the 
sticky mass that runs slowly down to the hubs along the 
spokes in rivulets of glistening red. 

The love of mud was in the hearts of the cave 
women, as they bowed over the primitive potter's wheel, 
slowly working up the clay into shapes of beauty that 
still rival our modern plastic art. The love of mud 
turned the boy Praxitiles to the mastery of form, lead- 
ing him up by gradual degrees to challenge with his 
mallet and chisel that transfigured mud which is called 
marble. All the grace of ceramics and statuary, the 
“frozen music’ of architecture, the many-patterned 
mozaics of ancient chancel walls, had origin in the child- 
artists of the world who played with mud. So God played 
with mud when he said: “Let us make man in our 
image, after our likeness,” and formed him of the dust 
of the ground, and breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life; and man became a living soul! Now we know 
for a certainty that life, in all its variety of forms, has 
risen slowly through the ages out of this common mass 
—lowly matter wet with rain from the sky—earth and 
heaven mingled for a little while that pure spitit might 
walk this planet in vestures of clay. Is not all that the 
theologians mean by evil and sin, covered ከሃ the word 
evolution? We are here to help God make man in His 


image. The task is heroic. The time required for the 
fulfilment of that task is not measured by millennium 
Patience, O Man! Christ is the most recent event in 


your history. Only this morning did Nineveh and Baby. 


lon fall. Was it an hour ago that the triremes of Cæsar 
floated out of the mist towards the cliffs of Dover? 

Because my brother's boots were too large for me 
I, in my frantic effort to escape the mud that suddenly 
gripped my feet, holding them at last against my will 
stepped out of them and in my stockings pulled then 
from the clutch of fate. So I early learned to cope with 
destiny and determine it. There is no other way. In 
the end, walking in a brother's boots leads one into the 
way of disaster. We are not meant to wear our brother's 
boots. We are here to walk in our own strength and with 
our own belongings. 11 is better to walk through the 
mud and in the rain against the wind among the trees 
barefoot than with our brother's boots. It is not com- 
fortable to walk that way, but there are less delays on 
the road home if we have the courage and the confidence 
to do so. At the bottom of all our failures and our woes 
is this folly of walking in footgear that 15 not our own, 

As Í splashed home with my brother's boots under 
my right arm, I do not pretend that I moralized, as I 
am doing now. lam very sure that I was suddenly fear- 
ful of the consequences of his anger, when my brother 
discovered that the red and gold tops were wet and 
soiled. All the fun of the adventure in the mud was 
lost in uncomfortable anticipations of his anger. He 
was nine and I five years old. His eyes were brown and 
set deep under black, heavy eyebrows that could level 
ominously with anger. 1 feared him as Jacob feared 
Esau. I have always stood in awe of physical size and 
strength. It has been a hidden weakness of my char- 
acter—this trembling before bulk of body and fearful 
penetration of dark eyes under thick brows. The years 
have taught me wisdom to cover that weakness, but even 
as I write these words, my heart quakes to the memory 
of his hot anger. I have patiently learned of a love that 
casteth out all fear because fear hath torment of that 
which love only can release. Loving my brother is more 
than an emotion, it is a character that gives freely. Who 
can resist a giver? Of what has a giver fear? Jean 
Valjean could not withstand the God behind the prof- 
fered candlesticks, even as the Bishop could have no fear 
of the escaped convict's greed, since it was so easy to 
give to the man of shame what he wanted. No League 
of Nations can put an end to war. A League of Lovers 
will establish on earth the Kingdom of Heaven; but not 
while we have fear of one another for envy of our 
brother's copper-toed boots with red and gold tops. One 
day we shall discover that the amazing thing about our 
brother is not the shiny leather and the copper toes; 6 
shall discover that the amazing thing about our brother 
is his soul.

I EXPECT TO BE ENTIRELY CONSISTENT— 

AFTER NINETY 

A Common-sense Editorial by Bruce Barton 

A reader writes to reprove me because a statement 
in a recent editorial apparently contradicts something 
which I wrote a year ago. 

"A writer ought at least to be consistent," he says. 
Which, of course, is the last thing that any writer— 
below the age of ninety—ought to be too much con- 
cerned about. 

For it is the business of men, whether writers or 
not, to see truth and to express it in their lives. That a 
man should see more truth this year than he saw last, 
and should hope to see even more in the year to come, 
is a perfectly normal expectation. And inevitably the 
larger vision of this year will reveal the shortcomings 
of the past. 

I talked the other day with the president of one of 
the nation's greatest businesses. Said he: 

"] go down to my office these days with my mind 
absolutely open; I am prepared at a moment's notice to 
reverse our entire business practice, if the conditions 
demand it. With the world in tumult as it is today, 
the concern which says, 'We have always done it this 
way, or ‘Such and such a course is not in line with our 
previous policy, is riding for a fall. | 

“ላ foolish consistency is tbe hobgoblin of little 
minds," Emerson exclaimed. “With consistency a great 
soul has simply nothing to do. He may as well concern 
himself with his shadow on the wall Out upon your 
guarded lips ! If you would be a man, speak 
what you think today in words as hard as cannon-balls, 
and tomorrow speak what tomorrow thinks in hard 
words again, though it contradict everything you said 
today. ‘Ah, then,’ exclaim the aged ladies, ‘you shall be 
sure to be misunderstood!

Our first meeting for this year started splendidly. 
It was well attended and many new members were 
secured for the different committees. Mrs. Darnes ۵ 
elected Vice President and Mrs. Charles Scott, Jr. 
second Vice President. 

The hour of meeting was changed from ro a.m. 10 
3 p.m. We hope this will meet with the approval of the 
women of the parish and that the Auxiliary will have a 
wonderful year of activity with its new President. 
every woman in the parish will help in the work and by 
her presence encourage Mrs. Marston it will, we fe 
sure, be our banner year. 

The principal feature of our meeting on September 
25th, was the address of Mrs. Dick, our delegate to the 
Wellesley Convention for the Nation-Wide Campaigh 
and the following is a brief report of her talk.

No more beautiful setting could be imagined for 4 
convention than Wellesley College, with its 8 
campus and the laurel and rhododendron of early June 
But it was not a picnic or a spree. I have never atten! 5 
anything quite so strenuous as this church convention 
though I am willing to grant that it was à religiou 
dissipation. 
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At first 1 was afraid 1 would never be able to attend 
the early morning communion, but gongs went oft a 
ix o'clock, and again at quarter after, so everybody was 
up and out to that early communion at seven o'clock. 
Ve walked back from the chapel to the refectory for 
preak fast at eight. ۱ ۱ 

From 8.45 to 9.40 there was a Bible Class for the 
whole conference, | conducted by Rev. William A. Me- 
Clenthen, on the Gospel of St. Mark. The last ten min- 
utes of this period were given over to the new hymnal. 
In this hymn book, there are only one hundred and twenty 
hymns from the old one. There are many new and beau- 
tiful ones added, as well as new music. A 

At 9.55 we were allowed five minutes between 
classes. You were allowed to elect the classes you came 
for specially. There were classes at 9.45; 10.45; 10.50; 
11.50 to 12—intercessions; 12.05 and at 1.15 kincheon. 
From two to three o'clock there was the chorus under the 
Reverend Winfred Douglas. From three to five there 
was a breathing spell for those who were taking the 
Sunday School courses, to study. The conferences from 
five to six were like the classes, elective. You attended 
the conference in which you were most interested. 
Dinner was served at 6.15 and at 7.15 we had the beau- 
tiful sunset service by the lake. There was a conference 
or meeting in Billings Hall at eight and closing prayers 
at 9.15. It all sounds very serious and you wouldn't 
think there could be very much fun injected into a con- 
ference like that, but nevertheless there was many a 
hearty laugh. 

The tone of the conference was not at all optimistic. 
Many held the opinion that Sunday Schools are a 
ghastly farce. Others held that the boys at the front 
have no idea of worship, and that all is not right with 
the world. 

I have reported on this conference in several places 
since June and usually as I report, people think that I 
am giving my own ideas. I am not. It is only what 
I have heard. 

Now the first thing I want to speak about is Canon 
58. That is coming up at the convention at Detroit. 
Very many vital things are going to be discussed. If 
Canon 58 is passed it will do away with the Board of 
Missions. If that occurs then we shall, of course, have 
to find a new name for our organization. We cannot be 
Auxiliary to that which does not exist. The new name 
suggested for the Woman's Auxiliary is Church League 
for Service. 

Dr. Elmendorf in speaking of Social Service, said 
that the church had never stood back of any organiza- 
tion that affected Child Labor, Minimum Wage, Work- 
ing Hours, etc., and if Canon 58 is passed we will have 
a Social Service Department in the church. In criticism 
of organized charities he said: ^Jesus would never have 
used their methods. We must learn our social wisdom 
from Christ and not from human conclusions. Get the 
Spirit of ‘Jesus in our social thinking and work and put 
our trust in His wisdom. The church is sowing hate by 
the bushel for every grain of salvation it sows” He 
spoke of the scorn with which we treated things that 
appealed to our ancestors. He said: “We have all got 
So modern that we poke fun at the things that appealed 
10 our forefathers. It 15 8 wonder how we escaped being 
Mots, Christ cares nothing about forms of government, 
but solely about whether under any form or government 
Men love one another or exploit one another. * * ቾች 
The term ‘Social Service’ is under the ban. Home Serv- 
lee must be substituted. We must not stop with just 
Physical well-being. We must make better men and 
Women, Education without Christianity raises up devils. 
“tis diabolical.” 


Dr. Elmendorf praised Socialism. He said the 


Socialists were a peaceful people, who realize the value 


of the vote, and predicted that in two presidential elec- 
tions we shall have a Labor man as president; in four 
years England will have a Labor Prime Minister. He 
spoke strongly on the Labor Question, saying that we 
should be thankful that Gompers headed the Labor 
Federation and was a powerful factor in winning the 
war. Gompers held the men in check. The American 
Federation of Labor is the most powerful group in this 
country—no laws can be passed without them. When 
the country was called to arms, did we realize our depend- 
ence on the railroads? What good would it have done if 
the railroad men failed to haul the men to the coast? 

Dr. Elmendorf recommends study classes in parishes 
six or seven weeks before the Legislatures meet. 

The Nation-Wide Campaign was dealt with by Rev. 
Louis G. Wood, Field Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions. This is the most stupendous work the church has 
ever undertaken. It is a $20,000,000 drive and was re- 
ceived very coldly by the convention. We had many 
heart to heart talks and there was no enthusiasm over the 
nation-wide canvass, as we felt the time was not ripe for 
it, but Mr. Wood said it would be carried through. He 
said that we had become so absorbed in parish needs 
that we have turned our back on the world’s needs, and 
the very fact that there were 150,000 coolies from China 
back of the trenches helping our men, whose work made 
it possible to win the war, gave us a very definite obli- 
gation to China. 

Each parish must complete its own machinery. The 
rector must appoint a committee to make a survey of 
the parish; each family must be visited and given lit- 
erature. Twenty million dollars must be raised for 
three years; which means fifty-two cents per week per 
person for missions. “This is not a campaign of the 
Board of Missions, but of the whole church. One whole 
week in each parish should be given up to the campaign 
and it should close December 16th. The Woman's 
Auxiliary has nothing officially to do with it. 11 is to 
test the church's giving power both as to men and money 
to meet its opportunity. 

I elected to take the Social Service class and then I 
thought the revision of the prayer book would be very 
interesting. Dr. J. W. Sutor, chairman of this con- 
ference, said that radical revision was due; that sheer 
conservatism does not count for much—the world has 
passed that stage. He suggested changes in the litany 
and suggested that the Te Deum be used only on very 
wonderful occasions and a short canticle substituted in 
its place. In the Communion Service it was suggested 
that the beautiful prayer, “We do not presume, etc.” 
should be said by the whole congregation just before 
communion, and that the service should close with the 
Benediction instead of being spoiled with a recessional. 

(Mrs. Dick also reported on suggested changes in 
the Baptismal Service, Marriage Service, Burial of the 
Dead, etc., which must be omitted from this report 
owing to the lack of space.) 

We had a conference on Christian Unity that was 
not very successful. / did not think we were any nearer 
to Christian unity than before. 

There was an organ recital every afternoon. The 
chapel at Wellesley is an enormous building and very 
beautiful. One transept was set aside for our celebra- 
tions. It was an improvised altar without a rail, but 
nothing could have been more beautiful than our cele- 
brations. You felt that you were not part of the con- 
ference if you did not attend that service. 

The most sensational man was the Rev. Bernard J. 

He conducted one of the most interesting and 
popular classes. He is a young man who looks like a 
prosperous young business man. He was chaplain at 
the Great Lakes Training School for eighteen months 
and came into contact with 86,000 men, who had been

accustomed to preaching from Father Officer to Dilly 
Sunday. Four thousand two hundred and sixteen were 
Episcopalians but fully four-fifths of the men had no 
church connection. Most of them had no more knowl- 
edge of religion than a Jap heathen. He said that evan- 
gelization of the world was not the parson's business 
but ours. ‘Christianity must be presented as a matter 
of personal relationships rather than abstract principles. 
Hell must be re-defined in terms of futility. If a man 
can look back on forty or fifty years of failure that is 
hell. The process of salvation is not by faith or by works 
but by sacrifice, Our religion is too easy for the boys— 
there is not enough demanded of them.” He drew a 
graphic picture of the demands of the army in compari- 
son with the demands of the army of the church. In 
order not to be wrongly reported Mr. Bell dictated sev- 
eral things that he thinks are vital things for the church 
to go on. "In living a life of sacrifice is included both 
discipline of the body and independence of public opin- 
ion—and these two things are impossible for most men 
unless they have a sense of comradeship with God. 
Great men of the past are men who didn't care a rap 
about what people thought of them. 

“Worship is a decadent art—never a people on.the 
face of the earth who worshipped less effectively, less 
regularly than we. Worship is the humble approach of 
those who wish to serve, to him they wish to serve. 
Most of the men didn't go to church at all if they could 
get out of it, but wanted Holy Communion more than 
any other service. Morning Prayer is entirely intro- 
spective, has no climax and is only intended as a prelude. 
It is absurd to be saying the same prayers no matter 
what the world is doing. The service ought to be flex- 
ible. 3 The Holy Communion ought to be the 
centre of every devotional program. 8۶ 
couldn't interest the boys in a God tbat walked around. 
They all loved the verse: ‘He sitteth beneath the cheru- 
bim. They wanted a God away up above them—a big 
God—but one who would reach down to them. * * * 
The boys are eager for religion but they need leadership. 
The Episcopal Church should be a teaching Church, not 
8 preaching." 

In closing I want to thank you for sending me. 1 
have just given you the high lights. 11 was a very bee- 
hive for work, and I hope that St. Paul's will never be 
unrepresented in the Church Conference; but I hope you 
will send a younger woman. The younger women need 
this inspiration to go on with this work and I hope that 
next spring a young woman of this parish will volunteer 
to go. It is the younger women who should go to these 
things and bring the information to us.

RECTOR’S LETTER 


My DEAR FRIENDS: 

Our foremost thought this month is about the new 
Rectory. Word of its gift from Mr. and Mrs. Percy 
Simpson, in memory of her whose name is written on 
our hearts, came to the Vestry a few weeks ago. We 
were assembled at the long oak table in the Parish 
House waiting for the Accounting Warden to lead off 
in the discussion for which we had been called, the 
building of a rectory, when a letter suddenly appeared. 
It was an ominous looking envelope—long and legal— 
an envelope that was opened by the Secretary, read, 
then solemnly handed to the Accounting Warden. As 
the Warden read the letter, we studied his impassive 
face, but, as usual, could gather nothing from our 
scrutiny. 1 am quite sure that he deliberately kept us 
waiting some five minutes before the good news was 
read to our eager ears by the Secretary. 

You will have no difficulty in imagining the effect 
of that news on the Vestry. For many months we 
had been forced by circumstances to face the issue of 
either renewing the lease on the house at present oc- 
cupied by the rector and his family, or buying or 
building a rectory. We were not certain that we could 
renew the lease on 6407 Overbrook Avenue. The ex- 
perience of so many lessees in this community did not 
lend encouragement to us. The Vestry was faced by 
the probability of a forced purchase, if not a renewal 
lease at a larger figure than it was prepared to accept, 
and for these reasons was driven to consider the advis- 
ability of building. Accordingly plans had been pre- 
pared by Mr. Walter Thomas—plans that were at once 
approved by the Building Committee—on the basis 
of a probable cost quite within our reach. We were 
all feeling buoyantly confident. “The plans were ideal. 
The Accounting Warden had spent the summer with 
a far-away look in his eyes that betokened his fore- 
casting ways and means of financing the project. At 
times he was observed to make minute calculations 
on his cuffs !—Then,

The Celebration of the Formal Opening of the 
New Buildings of St. Paul's College 


It was very unusual to see so many forcigners 


A walking along the dusty (and sometimes very muddy) 


toad that goes from the suburban station of Ikebukuro 
On the afternoon of May 31st. The road is not un- 
nown to certain people as it leads to the central 
theological college, the union Seminary of our Church 
In Japan. Today, however, there was a regular pro- 
Cession of all sorts of people, both Japanese and 

foreigners, making their way towards the new build- 
ngs of St. Paul's College, the formal opening of which 
Was to take place. 

At the gate of the College there was great bustle 
and activity, motors bearing more distinguished or 
icher guests were arriving, there was the inevitable

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The view of the College one caught at entering 
was certainly an attractive one. Strings of flags were 
flying from the buildings and across the entrance court, 
while above the great central tower floated the new 
school flag. A beautiful flag it is, with a white cross 
on a purple ground, and the character Ritsu in gold. 
Ritsu is the first character of Rikkyo, the Japanese 
name of St. Paul's, and St. Margaret's too, and means 
standing or established. 

As no room in the buildings could have seated 
anything like all the people the exercises were held 
in a big tent, also gaily decorated with flags. Here 
came the procession of dignitaries and speakers, who 
took their places on the stage. “The four Bishops 
present and those connected with the College were 
in doctors' gowns and hoods, which not only relieved 
the monotony of the invariable frock coat but gave 
the distinctly college air which one in America always 
associates with such a function. 

One noted the presence of Dr. John W. Wood, 
the Secretary of the Board of Missions. The function 
was indeed especially arranged for this last week that 
Dr. Wood was to be in Japan. 

After the exercises were over the assemblage was 
invited to a collation, served in the dining hall for 
ordinary guests, the specially invited guests going to 
the library, which had been reserved for them. All 
the buildings were, of course, open for inspection. 

Dr. Reifsnider, who has had the building of the 
new St. Paul's so much at heart and also arranged so 
carefully for the day's exercises, may well be congratu- 
lated on the success of the opening ceremonies, to say 
nothing of the success of the buildings themselves. 
There must have been 1700 persons present, 1000 being 
students of the College and middle school. There 
were in the audience many men and women well 
known in the educational, political, and business cir- 
cles of Japan, besides representatives of the various 
Christian missions in Tokyo, our own missions, of 
course, prominent members of the Seikokwai, and 
numbers of St. Paul's alumni, both of early and more 
recent years. 

Dr. Motoda thought the presence of so many dis- 
tinguished men of value as a public endorsement of 
mission schools; 20 years ago they would not have 
come. He also said that “in no other Christian gather- 
ing has the tone of approval of Christian work been 
so strongly expressed as today." It showed that the 
attitude towards Christian schools of both government 
and people was changing. 

Certainly this was a great day in the history of 
the Church in Japan. 

An interesting incident reported was that one of 
the early students of St. Paul's, now a rich man, 
promised 10,000 yen to the Alunini Association. It 
appears that when he was a poor student Bishop 

Williams had loaned or given him 10 yen and he now 
wished to return it! 

The students’ celebration of the opening was on 
Monday, June 2, and was a jollification on a grand 
scale, such as they love. The tent, which had been 
the scene of the dignified ceremony of two days before, 
now had on the stage the Mitsukoshi Band or jug- 
glers, while cakes and soft drinks were sold. In the 
dining hall was a continuous performance, plays by 
the students and professionals, music both foreign and 
Japanese, etc. 1n one big class room was a moving 
picture show, in another iced coffee was served, while 
off in a corner of the grounds was a wrestling pavíl- 
ion where some of our boys wrestled with young pro- 
fessionals, and didn't come out so badly either. 
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The buildings are of brick aud reinforced con- 
ercte, are largely fire proof, and are far superior to 
most school buildings in Japan. They have a central 
heating plant, modern plumbing, and in inner air space, 
thus ensuring dryness. Work on the gymnasium has 
been begun and it will be finished by September. 

ፐከር buildings, contracted for when all materials 
were cheaper, are at present values estimated to be 
worth yen 650,000. This includes equipment and the 
gymnasium, The land is today worth yen 350,000. 
There are 17,500 tsubo, or about 1414 acres. It was 
bought for yen 5.50 a tsubo and is now worth 20. The 
building of the College has itself added greatly to the 
increase in the value of the land. Altogether, land and 
buildings have a value of $500,000 in American ۰ 

In its past years, even in its humble beginnings, 
St. Paul's has trained many men who are now among 
our foremost church workers, besides many of our 
Christian laymen, and has been the means of bringing 
under the influence of Christianity many hundreds of 
young men. Established now in its permanent and 
beautiful home, St. Paul's College has, under 115 pres- 
ent head, Dr. Reifsnider, with Dr. Motoda still asso- 
ciated with him and an excellent faculty, an oppor- 
tunity the value of which one cannot overestimate. 
It is that of not only giving a first rate education but 
of making upon the 250 students some definite Chris- 
tian impression, which is indeed the ultimate object 
of all our endeavor.

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THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


My DEAR FRIENDS; 


There are many reasons why this year we should 
wish one another a Merry Christmas with a deepened 
sense of the value of that greeting. 


An awakening of mankind to the universal life is 
one of these many reasons. Though at first thought this 
statement may read as over optimistic, in the face of 
that world-wide disorder which is the inevitable back- 
wash of war, yet it will be found to be well within the 
lines of our personal experience. Everywhere the signs 
of this awakening are to be found in man’s restlessness ; 
in his struggle to break with tradition; in his ery for 
a more simple word on religion. Men are religious. The 
increasing cults that are springing up on every side, are 
evidences of this new sense of universal life. Against 
protesting voices of old and discredited authorities ; 
against the thin shriek of those who are afraid of change; 
against the anathemas of those who threaten fire out 
of heaven on the heads of the prophets; against those 
who lean on old and no longer representative ideas of 
God and man: there is the sound of a new song—the 
song of a new world, of a new heart, of a new soul. 


Every age has its struggle for its right to re-state 
the past in terms of the present. There is always the 
traditional group whose slogan is: “We have Abraham 
for our father;" as there is always the progressive party 
whose answer is that of Christ, to the Traditionalists of 
his day: “God is able of these stones to raise up children 
unto Abraham." The policy of tradition has never 
changed—it plays upon the emotions of fear, of rever- 
ence, of love, asserting that change is always destructive, 
irreverent, malignant. This policy is at work now and 
we need to be on our guard against it because it strikes 
at the root of the Christian faith—the Leadership of 
the Holy Spirit. Tradition denies progressive experi- 
ence. ‘Tradition is Lot’s wife with her head over her 
shoulder. Tradition is the great enemy of Christ—is the 
anti Christ. Tradition is described in the Master’s 
words: “Full well ye reject the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradition.” 


3ut tradition is being pushed back by the advanc- 
ing host of Light. We are for the first time in the 
history of religion in possession of the Bible. We have 
broken through the tradition of an infallible oracle that 
involved us in a labyrinth of contradictions, and are now 
reading with love and reverence the witness of men of 
like passions with ourselves, to the fact of God and the 
working power that is every day, every hour, every 
second, Resurrection. 


We are for the first time in the history of Christi- 
anity fully realizing and applying to ourselves the truth 


of the Incarnation. We no longer think of Je 
God's afterthought, but as God's dream of creation 
now know that He was born, not because man was |

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ENTHUSIASM 


The very word "enthusiasm" is likely to suggest 
precipitate action, on an impulse, heedless of the con- 
sequences. It conveys also the idea of the profuse 
expression of an exaggerated sentiment. It hints at 
exuberant language which in the cold blood of the next 
day's retrospect would seem as if it should have been 
tamed and tempered. We fear the "enthusiast" as one 
who starts something he cannot finish or never means 
to finish. He is an unpractical dreamer, a spiritual though 
not a spirituous inebriate. He deals in rainbow fancy, 
roseate prophecy and spectacular promise. His reach 
exceeds his grasp, as the poet hath it. We invite him 
to hold his horses, or to come down to earth; we strive 
to stifle his smoldering fire with a wet blanket; we beg 
of him to moderate the transports of his music to the 
dull monotone of the roaring town; and some of us, more 
frank, inform him he’s a fool. 


Yet enthusiasm, if it does not begin and end in mere 
ecstasies, 15 a motive force that has made lives great and 
the earth better, and nearly every sort of business that 
the world wants done demands one who really cares a 
jot about it to start it and keep it'going. One would 
rather have a Macedonian, with no language but a cry, 
than a Lacedaemonian, neither cold nor hot, for the 
Macedonian, at any rate, wanted something and made 
known the want. There are always plenty of people 
who will vote in favor of doing nothing, for fear of mak- 
ing a mistake. In their anxiety to be errorless they make 
nothing at all. They are like ballplayers who never go 
after the ball lest they might miss it. They dare nothing 
because they may lose something. 


The world depends on the enthusiasts—the sane, 
clear-eyed and rational ones—to get its work done. It 
laughs at the initiator; it points out that he is on the 
wrong track; it pulls down the books and cites the 
precedents against him. After it has proved to its com- 
plete satisfaction that what he proposes is impossible, 
he makes the world a present of the finished product. 
Whereupon the skeptics announce that it was their own 
idea, and the credit is all theirs and they try to push the 
worthy one aside into an ignominious obscurity, But he 
was not working for the credit, and he did not bother 
his head about the cash returns. He was dominated by 
the driving force of a great purpose, beyond himself and 
beyond the world’s eye. He labored that he might bring 
his dream true, and he had to be faithful to a trust.

They believed with all their 
might when they believed; and they did not stand debat- 
ing when action was imperative. Nor did they emphasize 
the grief and gloom of life; nor did they pull long faces 
and sigh for asphodel meadows in the hereafter ere they 
had done their duty by the flinty roads that on this earth 
we must tread. They would not let the fret and the 
attrition that each day inevitably brings wear down the 
spirit and subdue the cheerfulness which is as much a 
part of duty as it is to be truthful, or kind, or to vote 
for decent men and women in public office.—Irom Public 
Ledger, Saturday, Nov. 8, 1919.

The religion we profess, is not the doing of things; 
that is legalism, it is letting Christ do things with you; 
a wholly different proposition. There are many generous 
hearts out for social service, losing the whole motive for 
their service in forgetting Jesus. We should not exalt 
the fruits of the Spirit. On the other hand, love of God 
that bears no fruit is impotent; therefore let the fruit be 
signs and marks of service to Him. 

Christ is knocking at the heart of every one. Let 
us show our readiness to let Him do more with us than 
He has ever done before. It only takes an open door 
to let Him in. You do not have to make preparation. 
No matter how unworthy He comes at our bidding. 

At the Holy Communion He knocks audibly, if you 
receive formally, unconscious of your need, you keep 
the door locked. On the other hand, if you are ready 
for Him and the heart and mind are receptive, and He 
comes in, there is no limit to what He can do with you. 

The greatest mystery in life is, that God the Creator 
has so much respect for you and me. He never interferes, 
even though He suffers by it. He is resolutely content 
to play the knocker at our door. If we say no, then He 
remains outside. 

Can we resist His gracious, loving voice? 

What goes on in your heart and in mine is the 
answer to His knock. 

Apply the text first in little things, in the ordinary 
routine of your lives be ready—the faithful watchman is 
ready when the call does come.

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RECTOR'S LETTER 
My DEAR 47 


A letter from Bngland lies open on my desk as I 
write; a letter so full of pertinent questions, that 1 am 
tempted to share at least a portion of it with you. The 
writer is one whom | have not met except through a 
correspondence that began with a discussion of one of 
my books. Her letter is too long to be quoted in full, but 
the following indicates the line of thought: 

“Lam so occupied with this thought: Je there more of 
Christ in the world now than there was fifty years ago? 
—or even Ten years ago? We seemed to be getting on 
until the devastation of war came and now everything 
seems to be torn up by the roots. There seems to be 
more greed and self-indulgence, license, neglect, thought- 
lessness than ever. 

"Do vou really think Christ is everywhere? Certainly, 
among people we know, and know of—that one comes 
in contact with in the street, in shops, in public places— 
who reveal a kindly, generous tolerance; but, despite the 
almost unbelievable heights of heroism and devotion 
which both women and men reached during the war, the 
glorious work being done now to make life more toler- 
able for the unlucky, when one hears of the awfulness 
there is too, one wonders where Christ really is: after 
nearly two thousand years, He seems still to be crucified 
on the cross, while men tear one another in pieces before 
Him. 

“Thousands and thousands of people know that only 
love leads to light, to happiness, to content; that love 
can do all things; that love is the Christ-thought; yet 
they seem to pull no weight in the boat. hv is the 
power of Christ so weak? Why? Why? When the 
world is so homesick for God? 

“| have walked over the battlefields of Flanders; have 
looked at bleeding Ypres; have stood beside long rows 
of graves by the roadside; and always have asked myself, 
‘Why does God allow Himself to be mocked?’ 

“Are we not right back again at the beginning? Fow 
is it that we are? 

“If only some medium could be found whereby all the 
sparks and flashes and flames of Christ in man could be 
collected into one blaze to burn up Greed! 1 think Greed 
is the anti-Christ. 

"And the church-—l almost hate the church! 1t goes 
on dressing up Jesus in a ‘tinsel crown and gaudy robe,’ 
as you say, wrapping Him in forms and rituals, so that 
the people fail to recognize their Lord. The church is 
dying of atrophy—awhat comes next? Christ Himself? 

“Another thing | should like to ask: Had Christ a 
sense of humour? It is such a necessary lubricant nowa- 
days,”

2. That the church must meet this challenge. We 
do not meet a challenge by dodging issues, nor by resting 
one foot while the other aimlessly strikes the ground. 
An army of vital, indisputable facts is marching on us, 
and we can not meet its challenge by throwing up carth 
works or ከሃ taking refuge behind ancient bastions. 

3. It forces one to recall that the church is still too 
largely represented by men and women who, because 
they want to be comfortable, refuse to think: wax 
angry at those voices which disturb their peace; lower 
with dark looks on those who are calling to them: “Now 
is it high time to awake out of sleep: for now is our sal. 
vation nearer than when we believed. The night is far 
spent, the day is at hand: let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness; and let us put on the armour of light,” 

4. The letter, finally, confronts us with the fact that 
the people are more and more calling at the altar where 
they have a right to call, and the answer for which they 
seek is not coming to them in full-voiced authority: 


So as 1 frame a reply to my English friend whom I 
have not seen, but whose sincerity and longing | feel, 
as any one must feel who reads her words, bear with me 
while ] muse a little on those several questions which she 
raises : 

1. "ls there more of Christ in the world now than 
there was fifty years ago?” 

Answer: Yes. “The point of contact between human 
and divine is Christ—the Christ in God, the Christ in 
men. Christ is the giver, the minister, the servant. The 
most casual survey of the present world-order reveals 
the continuous increase of the Christ-spirit. 

2. "Do you really think Christ is everywhere ?” 

Answer: You have already answered this question, 
in these words: “Thousands and thousands of people 
know that only love leads to light, to happiness, to con- 
tent: that love can do all things; that love is the Christ: 
thought." The Christ-thought is the Christ-principle, 
manifestation. “Everyone that loveth is born of God 
and knoweth God.” 


3. "Why is the power of Christ so weak 
when the world is homesick for God?" 

Answer: St. John speaks of the Logos or Christ-prin- 
ciple as the creative energy of God: “All things were 
made by him; and without him was not anything made 
that was made.” The method of the Logos is evolution 
or growth, and growth is gradual. There are no sudden 
moments of God. Two hundred centuries are not the 
measure of a vein of coal in its formation. Why then 
should the manifestation of Christ in these last 1 
hundred years be doubted because that manifestation 15 
so gradual and slow? Read again your Tennyson an 
apply his truth to this question. 

"One God, one law, one element;

The only definition 
that satisfies me is the Master's words: "Where two or 
three are gathered together in my name, there am | in 
the midst of them.” The name and spirit or character 
of Christ are one. Love, as revealed in human history 
in these last days, is in no sense of the word atrophied: 
for there never was a moment in the story of man, when 
love was so dominant. Organizations are necessarily 
temporal, for: 

"Our little systems have their day— 
They have their day and cease to be: 
They are but broken lights of Thee, 
And Thou, O Lord, art more than they.” 

6. "Had Christ a sense of humour?" Jesus reveals the 
Christ under human conditions, and for that reason the 
Christ-principle was mediated to the world by the uni- 
versal emotions of laughter and tears. May 1 quote from 
my dedication to “The Man of Kerioth ?" 

"What laughter was within your eyes 
That saw, as God must see; 

Mad by that laughter make us wise, 
Dear Man of Galilee.” 

How could the little children have loved Him; how 
could the "common people" have heard Him “gladly ٠ 
had humour not been glorified in.

WAITING FOR THE DOCTOR 


Militza rocked upon her cold little feet, crooning 
softly to the sick child in her arms, and gazed upon the 
agonized form of her dying sister. Militza was 
familiar with death. ler father had died fighting for 
Serbia and the Allies; mother had starved to death— 
trying to save her babies. And now little sister was 
dying, and she would be left to care for the sick baby 
brother. How tired she was, and cold, and hungry; 
and the pain in her ear—would it never cease? 7 
she wished that she, too, could lie down, and be free 
from pain, and cold, and hunger! But she was the 
daughter of a soldier, and she must "carry on." She 
must save Steven ; mother had left him with her. 

Poor Militza hated the filth of the tumbledown 
house in which she and five hundred other hungry, 
ragged children had taken refuge, huddling together 
at night on the bare floor, and foraging for food—in a 
land of desolation—digging roots, eating leaves, dried 
grass, or any scrap that they could lay their skinny 
hands on. Choking back her sobs, Militza slipped 
from the lifeless body of her dead sister its single scrap 
of clothing, wrapped it about the sereaming child in 
her arms, aud fled. 

"Don't cry, Steven, dear; the doctor will cure you,” 
she said over and over again as she hurried, she knew 
not whither; she only knew that her ear ached, and 
that Steven was desperately ill. Many days she 
carried her sick brother from village to village, but 
found no doctor. Everywhere she went she saw many 
sick children, naked and hungry, many who were 
blind, and many who coughed and trembled with 
weakness. Atlast she reached the village of I-— where 
there was a doctor, but there were fifteen thousand 
people, and most of them in need of medicine. She 
must wait her turn. Three days she waited and 
watched, begging food from people almost as wretched 
as herself. And every day the cry of the dying child 
grew fainter and fainter—until there came a day when 
he lay quiet and motionless in her arms. Militza was 
at last alone in a strange village, hungry and cold and 
sick, waiting for relief from the pain in her ear, wish- 
ing and hoping, for a chance to live. She is the 
daughter of a soldier. She must "carry on." Will 
vou help—in the name of Christ and His love? Flow 
much will you give for medical relief for the children 
of Serbia? 

The children's hospital and the military barracks 
placed at our disposal by the Government at head- 
quarters in Chachak are filled to overflowing. Twenty- 
six physicians and nurses are on the field. Dispen- 
saries are being opened in new districts. One clinic 
treated 1,250 cases in the first eighteen days of its 
operation. The dentist treated 250 cases in that time. 

Dut what of the thousands who wait and suffer? 
What of the many little Militzas and the crying baby 
brothers waiting for your gift to the medical fund? 
In seventeen villages in the district assigned to the 
Serbian Relief Committee of America, there is neither 
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physician, nurse, nor medicine. Please h Ip; and 
remember that he gives twice who gives quich'v.

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ADDRESS OF THE ACCOUNTING WARDEN 


To the Congregation, December 14, 1910, = 
in explanation of the 1920 Budget. 

[1 has been suggested that your Accounting Warden 
make an explanation to you of the various items con- 
tained on the Budget Card, which has not only been 
distributed by mail, but also copies of which will be 
found in the pews. 

The item of Current Expenses, $17,128.00, includes 
all of the following: 

Salary of rector, rector's supply, rent of rectory for 
eight months, telephones, sexton, church school, heat, 
light, water and power, secretary, repairs to your 
buildings, maintenance, supplies and sundries, print- 
ing, stationery, cards and programs, taxes on the 
Overbrook Avenue lot, music, publication of PARISH 
News, insurance, newspaper advertising, postage. 

All of these items have been calculated with refer- 
ence to the expenditures that have been made this 
year, taking into consideration any iricreased cost that 
may be found necessary for next year. It also includes 
an increase in the rector's salary beginning 7 
ary Ist, and where any additional expense could mot 
be foreseen we have provided the contingent fund. 

The pension fund tax is, as has already been 
explained, the tax that is levied against your rector s 
salary and must be paid into the pension fund annually: 

'The Episcopal fund, as you know, is to take care 
of the salaries and expenses of the bishops and others 
in connection with the handling of the business affairs 
of the diocese. 

The convention fund is your share of the expense 
not only of the annual convention in your own diocese 
but of the convention at Detroit. 
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'The architect's charge arises from the fact that last 
January your vestry authorized that an architect be 
engaged to prepare plans for the rectory, and while Mr. 
and Mrs. W. Percy Simpson, in memory of Mrs. Wm. 
Simpson, Jr, have very generously undertaken to 
assume the expense of the new rectory, your vestry 
feel that the obligation of the architect’s fee is theirs 
under the original resolution last January. Mr. Simp- 
son does not feel that this decision should prevail. 
He feels that the architect's fee should be included in 
his expense, but as he is only one member of the 
vestry against the balance, he cannot have his way. 
He already has relieved us of a very heavy burden. 

Respecting the sinking fund item, it is proposed that 
inasmuch as we are to be provided with a beautiful 
rectory, it is only right and proper that the permanent 
furnishings of the lower portion of the rectory be pro- 
vided by the congregation, and in order to do so, we 
propose the following; which is quoted from the report 
of the Budget Committee: 

"To meet a possible expenditure of $3000.00 for 
rectory furnishings, and to do so without overburden- 
ing the congregation in any one year, it is proposed 
that a loan for $3000.00, if that amount is found neces- 
sary, be created for five years. This would necessitate 
a sinking fund of $600.00 per annum. This sinking 
fund is included in the Budget, but no definite action 
will be taken until some time next year." 

As such loan would not be created until about the 
middle of next year, only one-half of the $600.00, or 
$300.00, would be applicable to the 1920 Budget. 

The diocesan and extra diocesan fund. Heretofore 
it has been customary for the church authorities to 
levy one assessment to cover the missionary expenses 
of the diocese, and another assessment known as the 
general missionary fund, for all the needs outside of 
the diocese. Now all of that has been changed in the 
Nation Wide Campaign. They are creating but one 
fund to take care of both the above, which virtually 
means about two and one-quarter times the amount 
given heretofore. So in figuring out our share, which 
has been arrived at by taking your average contribu- 
tions for missionary purposes, over a period of three 
years, and multiplying them two and a quarter times, 
we have reached the sum of $7250.00. This amount 
is expected of us per annum for three years. 

To raise the entire budget, $29,380.00, necessary, of 
which $12,600.00 is calculated will be raised through 
pew rents, loose plate collections and income from 
endowment, and the balance, $16,780.00, through sub- 
scriptions. This is 75% greater than was realized in 
the 1919 subscriptions. 

The budget with the itemized amounts shown in 
detail will be published with the annual report early 
in January.

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REPORT OF MEETING OF INDIANS’ 
November 24, 1919 


HOPE 


Again the subject of the starvation among the Indians 
of Alaska was brought before us. That whole district 
seems to be taken over by the canneries. Last month we 
heard of the suffering among the Katok Indians in north- 
ern California and now come appeals from Bishop Rowe 
and Archdeacon Stuck. Letters from more than fifty 
Indians have been received by Bishop Rowe begging for 
assistance and also that he should use his influence at 
Washington to have the situation investigated. 

They claim that the beef trust and canning companies 
have bought up the land on the rivers so they can put out 
nets, which prevent the salmon and other fish going up 
the river (o spawn. The two main rivers in this district 
are the Yukon and Nanana. The Indians will sit for 
days and never catch a fish—not enough last summer for 
daily needs—where formerly they dried tons. 

Help must be given at once. Archdeacon Stuck is in 
New York and will forward any contributions. This 
appeal is really an S. O. S. They are our native Ameri- 
cans, starving, dying, and must be helped. Petitions for 
investigations were signed and sent to commissioner in 
Washington and also to our Senators. 

Warm garments, magazines, etc., were asked for. All 
will be collected and sent to the Church House. All 
boxes for Alaska must go out between May and August 
as the August boat is the last to get up these rivers 
before they are frozen. 

A letter from Bishop Morrison, of Minnesota, told of 
the terrible suffering and desolation caused by the fire 
in the summer of 1918, which swept over the country 
near Duluth. Twenty thousand were made homeless and 
many lives lost. 

The Pinte tribe of Utah has been one of the hardest 
to approach. At last results are being realized. One 
boy of this tribe has expressed the desire to be trained 
for the ministry. 

Mrs. Cooper, from Wind River, Wyoming, said that no 
toys had been received last vear and asked that the chil- 
dren be not forgotten. Some had asked, as children will, 
for trains, bucking horses, in fact all sorts of toys. Mrs. 
Lane at one of our Missions in the Italian Section, was 
telling the children of these little Indians, when one boy 
said: "Gee, | would like one myself; last year I got a 
lump of coal in my stocking." Mrs. Lane suggested to 
him that he could go to the stores and see the toys and 
enjoy the playgrounds, which these poor little Indians 
could not do. They decided to send something and 
raised fifty cents the first day. At the next meeting the 
little boy with the lump of coal Christmas gift said: 
"Ain't you going to take up the money for the Indians, 
| got a cent to send.” So these little foreign children 
of our slums are being taught the greatest of all pleasures 
and privileges—giving to others. 

The special pledges of the Indians’ Hope this year 
amount to $3775.00—$2000.00 of which is towards the 
home for Mr. Baker at Orleans, California, among the 
Katok Indians. 

Reverend Paul Roberts, of Rosebud Agency, South 
Dakota, was the special speaker. Having heard all the 
business part of the meeting he saw how willingly and 
quickly the work was done and his first remarks were to 
the effect that the meeting had been a great comfort to 
him, for he said: “We are sent out on a small salary with 
worlds of work to do, with very little money and then 


forgotten. It is hard to feel that the church is behind 
us. Many of the days are very dark and we feel alone 


in that great field of the West, where there is so much 
to do. We are not even provided for as a business house 
does for its salesmen. This meeting has been an inspira- 
tion. I wish all those out in the field could have been 


present, and now with the nation wide camp 
hope our ways may be clearer so that we may b 
give our best." In this district there are al 
Indians and GOO whites. 

Mr. Roberts had one of the Niobrara crosses whi 
was first given by Bishop Hare and since by each BS 
ceeding Bishop to all confirmed and all working in ጋ 
field. "The inscription is in Dakota; the translation کل‎ 
"In order that they might have Light." How few ef 
us have realized that they are the true, first American 
They welcomed the Mayflower and in return they ho 
been pushed on and on, their lands taken, all ireaties 
broken, until today all they have are small reservations 
here and there, many of them rocky and barren. We | 
have taken their best and left them no incentive to work 
but with it all, in thirty years many developments haye 
taken place. “hey have been trained to be good farmers 
and true Christians as well. : 

South Dakota stands first in the production of cereals. 
The work has just started. The Indians own a great deal 
of this land and with proper training and machinery 
they will make splendid citizens, for the reservations are 
breaking up, many white men are going in and the 
government is gradually giving citizenship to the Indian, 
He must be guided and not left to drift as the alien in 
our midst has been. 

Many Indians answered the call made by their country 
and a great number paid the supreme price. 1 

Forty per cent. of the Indians can neither read nor 
write and there are 350,000 in this country. Are they 
to be a help or a hindrance? “The law of God is 
Brotherhood and Service. A great deal of our trouble 
today is that we have broken our faith and pledge. The 
Brotherhood of Man must come for God is Father of all. 
Our prayer must be for strength. The Indians here at 
home are calling to us to stand by them—to lead them 
out and on to [Eternal Life.

from neglecting certain facts. “The books of the Old 
“Testament,” he says, “were written as history, the history 
of man's search after God through long centuries, man 
secking for light and spiritual knowledge. 1115 ideas 
about God were at first crude and primitive. They are 
recorded just as they were. 11 it be said that they are 
got Christian conceptions, of course they are not. Our 
Lord indicated this when He said, ‘It has been said by 
them of old time’ so and so, "but | say unto you —and 
then He gave the better and higher commandment. With 
this thought always present in our minds, we can read 
the Old Testament history with deep interest and without 
any offense to our moral judgment.” 


This is a very helpful thought, and all readers of the 
sible should take it home. ` There are still many good 
people who do not take it home, but continue to read pas- 
sages of the Old Testament which are saturated with bar- 
barism with the same spirit with which they read the 
words of Jesus. They read what St. Paul said about 
covering or uncovering the head in the eleventh chapter 
of his first letter to the Corinthians with the same sense of 
value with which they read what he said about charity 
in the thirteenth. The harm of this is tremendous. No 
more than any other book does the Bible expect man to 
forego his knowledge and judgment and thought, whether 
we are reading the Old Testament or the New. 


Nay, in the Dible more than in any other book, because 
the issues are so vastly more vital, it is our business to 
use all the resources of knowledge, judgment and thought 
which God has given us. In the Bible more than in any 
other book it is supremely important to distinguish be- 
tween what is transient and what is real and abiding, 
between what belonged to one age and what belongs to all 
time. There is no great difficulty in such discernment. 


All the writers whose books are contained in the Bible 
had the human limitations of their environment, that is, 
of the modes of thought of their day. These limitations 
do not interfere with the heart of their message, and this 
is the great matter. Of this we cannot be too often re- 
minded, and for this reason both the articles to which | 
have referred are well worth reading,

RECTOR'S LETTER 
My DEAR FRIENDS: 


Immortality is not an event that follows death ; it is 
not a destination gained after long journeying; it is 
not a reward given by a king to faithful and obedient 
subjects: Immortality is a definite character builded 
out of many experiences with life—a permanent quality 
of the soul that has fought a fight and won a victory. 

What is that fight, and what the nature of that 
victory? 

Here is a well-known story—one of our oldest and 
best—the story of Ulysses and the sirens: On his way 
home from Troy his ship passed a coast that was in- 
habited by sea nymphs. "The song of the nymphs was 
so alluring, that sailors in passing were impelled by 
its music to cast themselves into the sea to be dashed 
to pieces on the rocks. Ulysses, knowing his danger, 
ordered his men, as they drew near the coast, to stuff 
their ears with wax and bind him firmly to the mast. 
As the ship with its rowers approached, the song of 
the sirens in its ravishing melody swept over the seas, 
filling Ulysses with such rapture that he struggled to 
break his bonds, pleading with his deafened men to 
set him free; but they, remembering his orders, rowed 
the harder until they were well past the enchanted 
shore. 

This old legend is an illustration of the struggle 
of the soul with the senses of the body. The body 
without the disciplining soul must always leap into 
the sea of desire in response to the siren-voices. The 
soul knows that death is on the shore of the voices, 
that life is in the binding of the body to the cross 
until those voices fade and the dangerous shore of the 
sirens is behind and well down the horizon. This 
is what the Master meant when He taught that eternal 
life is the possession of him who has bound his lower 
life—losing the one that he may have the other, 

Immortality is a character. As the soul struggles 
with the body, refusing to let it respond to those 
things which the body longs to have, the soul comes 
by slow processes to pass the point of danger until it 
is altogether free to take its way over the far seas 
home. As these processes continue, the soul becomes 
increasingly sure of itself and its haven. It is less 
and less troubled by the voices, until at last the voyage 
is at end and the soul is with God. 

Do not misunderstand me. I am not thinking of the 
flight of the soul to heaven after the body is dead—I 
am thinking of the soul's victory over death in this 
present life while the body is straining at the cords 
of a cross. How wrong to think of the risen life as 
that which follows death! How wrong to so interpret 
Him who said: “I am the way, the truth and the life!” 
Our immortality—sense of deathlessness—may be 


acquired now in the character of an abundant life

Men and women are waiting for your witness to the 
Gospel of the Resurrection—your character of immor- 
tality—your abundant life in Christ who,

We know so little about anything, 
that to deny or even doubt the possibility of com- 
munication with those who have died is dangerous. 

A hundred years hence, men and women will be 
exercising powers now unknown, 
_ lt is possible that within a century we shall secure 
from the atmosphere sufficient energy to run all the 
machinery in the world and heat and light all our 
homes. Other developments more marvelous may 
come to pass. ፍ 

It is the first wonder of every age that the human 
needs of that age, however new or enlarged, have been 
adequately met. 

What is true of the past in this regard will be true 
of the future. 


As yet, however, we do not need to communicate 
with the dead. 

We have enough to do to deal properly with the 
vital problems which concern the welfare and progress 
of the living. 

in one field alone—that of health—we face a task 
big enough to keep us busy for many decades. And 
this is only one of the obvious needs close at hand. 

And before we devote much time to the subject of 
what follows death, let us seek a saner view of this 
inevitable dissolution which is now so generally 
dreaded and so universally misconstrued. 

Of course, it is decreed for excellent reasons that we 
should not desire to die. On the other hand it is 
equally necessary we should not fear to die. For the 
laws of Nature, when rightly understood and calmly 
accepted, never are inimical to man's comfort or 
advance. 

Always he can use them for his own good if he 
patiently and industriously employs the materials and 
tools Nature provides. 

Sir Oliver has come and gone—and has left us the 
same old message, admirably put by one of our own 
poets: 

Let us then be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate, 
Still achieving, still pursuing— 
Learn to labor and to wait.

He is an Englishman who worked for many years as 
Medical Missionary of the Methodist Church and prob- 
ably knows more about África than any living church- 
man. 

For years he fought the evils of slave-trade, drink 
and polygamy many attempts were made on his lite. 
Now the League has been formed to give "specials" 
and to send out information to try to get educated 
colored people to give themselves to the work of 
redemption oí their own people. 

Dr. Richardson spoke on the subject, “What is the 
real task of a Christian? His answer was: “To 
develop the Body of Christ,” and to find the means to 
this end he advised us to read Acts and find out how 
those who had lived with Christ acted. They were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and were all together. 
God is Love and possession of Love leads to unity of 
life in the church. 

This is the task of missions as well as of the nations 
of the world. The church of Jesus must be the seed 
to show all how to live together in the Power of the 
Holy Ghost. In this way only can the Body of Christ 
be built up.

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THE RECTOR'S LETTER 
My ፲ን፳ልፎ FRIENDS: 

What is life's hardest task? Living life from day to 
day without being overwhelmed by it—keeping afloat 
on the wave, letting it bear you up as you direct your 
course at will. 

Life has all the character of the sea, for its visible 
boundaries are horizons, and horizons are dim sky- 
spaces bent down to meet the farthest reaches of the 
sea. 

The infinite and the finite meet in life, as the sky 
and the sea meet at the horizon, 

Nothing is so exhilarating as the sea—mountains are 
its only rivals, and mountains are not so exhilarating 
as the sea. Mountains are fixed and their moods are 
not many; but the sea has every mood which nature 
knows, and it is not fixed like the mountains. I do not 
like things that are fixed half so well as things that 
are not fixed, because the things that are fixed are 
temporal, and the temporal does not belong to me— 
a son of God. 

Jesus was tempted in a wilderness, in a garden, on 
a temple and a mountain, but temptation could not 
touch Him at the sea. Why? Herein is my point 
proved: the sea is the symbol of eternal life, and in 
the awareness of that life man's spirit and God's spirit 
are one. 

Yet there are people who are afraid of the sea! 
They are afraid of the sea for many reasons: 

They do not like the sea because it is so mysterious, 
uncertain, undefined and vast. "The mysterious has 
terror for many people who like to see limits and 
boundaries to things, because they are not happy 
unless they know the details of what they see. To 
them the uncertain, undefined, is terrible with dangers; 
and the vast is chilly and horrible, 

Life is like the sea in its mystery, its uncertainty 
and indefinite vastness, Man has always tried to deal 
with life as if it were a mountain—thinking of ቪ in 
terms of his institutions and customs, and in this has 
man forever failed, 

Once on a time Jesus was walking along a shore 
and He saw the fishermen drying their nets. “They had 
toiled all night and had caught no fish, “Launch out 
into the deep and let down your nets for a draught,” 
He said to the fishermen, That was His way who loved 
life, as He loved the sea, for its vastness and its 
mystery. No man ever lived who so loved life as 
Jesus. No teacher ever taught men about God in such 
terms of abounding life as He taught His disciples. Of 
Himself He said: “I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abundantly.” 
He loved life, and so was not afraid of it, since perfect 
love casts out fear. We do not fear what we love. 
The only way to overcome fear is to love what we fear. 
Jesus never shuddered, never recoiled. Whatever 
was meant by the pleading in Gethsemane, this we

2. 1 am afraid of the littleness of others—knowing 
how wonderful all men at their best are. The littleness 
of others tortures me, just as my littleness tortures 
others. ۱ 

3. 1 am also afraid of the undefined and vast. There 
are lots of times when I am not sure about God, about 
the soul, about the existence of those who have died 
Eloi, Eloi, lama sabacthani! | 

4. I am afraid of disagreeable things like pain, 
sorrow, failure, public opinion and the like, Because 
I am afraid of these things, I do not like to hew to the 
line of my thought, telling and living what I believe 
to be the truth. I so often think what a power would 
be all mine if I were only always brave, always true. 

These are among the many things that I fear and 
until I have fully overcome that fear, I shall not know 
Christ's more abundant life. 

Is it not reasonable to you, that if we are to go for- 
ever on, we must first master this mean fear of life? 
The coward is not immortal, the liar is not immortal, 
the changeling is not immortal. To enter into life 
one must have overcome the coward, the liar, the 
changeling in his character; for so it is written: “There 
Shall in no wise enter into it anything that defileth, 
neither whatsoever worketh abomination, or maketh 
8 lie: but they which are written in the Lamb's book 
of life." 

Yes, life is very like the sea. Be not afraid of it, 
for one walks easily along that sea in a masterful way 
—one whom we call Lord and Christ. He has a word 
for us today about living life in terms of the sea: 

"Launch out into the deep, 
And let down your nets for a draught.”

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PSYCHOLOGY OF GRIEF 
, Grief has its roots not in love only, but in imagina- 
tion also. It is important to remember this, else 
injustice may be done to many people. 

For, as everybody knows, many take in a most 

matter-of-fact way the loss even of near relatives, The 
natural inclination is to say that such people could not 
have loved those they have lost. They are condemne 
as callous and heartless. 
, But the fact is that often they are not so much lack- 
ing in love as lacking in imagination. They cannot 
keenly picture to themselves the significance of their 
bereavement. 

More than this, it should be added that the matter- 
of-factness may be merely seeming, not real, 
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Often, indeed, it may properly be described as a 
symptom of psychic shock. ‘The consciousness has 
been so stunned by the loss sustained that the grieving 
one is not fully aware of what he is saying or doing. 

Deep grief markedly influences for ill the working 
of every organ. It causes loss of appetite, semi- 
paralysis of digestion, slowing of the circulation, inter- 
ference with nutrition, a general weakening and wast- 
ing. Rest assured that a man or woman who can eat 
heartily and digest well when he or she is supposed to 
be grief-stricken is actually not grieving very deeply 
no matter how profuse the expression of grief. 

On the other hand, as is well known, even true grief, 
intense grief, is usually assuaged with the passing of 
time. And in this there is nothing surprising, though - 
many who grieve reproach themselves when they dis- 
cover that, after all, they are once more able to take up 
their ordinary activities. 

Only, the waning of grief through time should never 
bring forgetfulness of those for whose loss we grieve. 
This, alas! is what too frequently occurs. When it 
does occur we may again feel sure that the grief felt 
was never as keen or as deep as it ought to have been. 

Always the memory of our dead should be cherished 
as a source of inspiration, should be held in fond 
remembrance of our debt to them and of the love they 
bore for us.

COLORED COMMITTEE MEETING . 
April 5, 1920 


Mrs. Pharo discussed the possibility of clearing up 
all pledges. Results were satisfactory—nothing re- 
mains unpaid. In addition $1311.00 was raised for a 
Chapel in the mission field of Arkansas under Bishop 
Demby. The Colored Committee will try to increase 
that sum to $2500. Bishop Demby writes that labor 
is asking "fancy prices" in Arkansas and he believes 
that $2500 will be needed for the Chapel. 

Mrs. Pharo reported on the Woman's Auxiliary con- 
ference in New York, Dr. Wood the speaker. Dr. 
Wood gave the meeting the familiar phrase “Carry 
On" for a slogan. He believes that if the women 
would : 

First.—“Play the game according to rule"—namely 
as the Presiding Bishop and Council direct ; 

Second.—Not be satisfied with 595 of their money 
for Church Extension nor 596 of the women for work 
(all church women being members of the W. A.) there 
would be therefore no anxiety for the Church's work 
among her missions. Development of the United 
Thank Offering is seriously urged. It is an extra—not 
counting on the apportionment. 

Dr. Wood asked that we bear in mind our Domestic 
Missionaries, those in the out of the way towns— 
whose lives must of necessity be particularly drab. 
Also bear in mind the fact of there being 12,000,000 
colored people, who if given the proper education could 
mean a tremendous asset to the church, otherwise 
they femain a distinct liability. 

Also, if there is failure for the Nation Wide 
Campaign, the fault is ours, we are the church—the 
vision was all right. As delegates we must know this 
work and be able intelligently to talk about it. 

Finally "keep a few eggs out of the big basket"— 
there are bound to be specials.

After an existence of forty-five years, the Old Ladies’ 
Home of Philadelphia (non-sectarian), at Wissinom- 
ing, finds it necessary to appeal to the generous and 
charitable for aid. 

After a long struggle we succeeded in freeing the 
Home from debt aud establishing it on a safe basis. 
The State gives a small appropriation, which 15 
inadequate for our needs. 

Now for a few years we have been obliged to borrow 
money and give our securities for collateral. The high 
cost of living has doubled expenses and the war needs 
have prevented many from giving, that otherwise 
would. 

Our small endowment is in jeopardy and we fecl 
that if these conditions continue we shall have to close 
our door. E

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RECTOR’S LETTER 


My DEAR FRIENDS: 


Our year is almost at a close. Within a few weeks 
many of you will have gone to your summer homes; 
others will yield to the wanderlust kindled by summer 
and the out-of-doors, and follow the open road of many 
pleasant adventures. As you go forth, I would accom- 
pany you with these reflections on the months behind us, 
and the years before. 


1. Sorrow of bereavement has touched some of you, 
and you have been not only brave, but cheerful witnesses 
for Christ—helping him to persuade men that there is 
no death. How can men be convinced of Christ with- 
out witnesses? The Gospel of Christ is neither a written 
narrative nor an oral exhortation; it is the witness of 
lives to its truth. Central to the Gospel is the message 
of Life Eternal—and Life Eternal must be lived by 
Christ’s witnesses. You have been such witnesses. 


Brave of the bleeding heart, 
True of the smitten face, 
Come ye awhile apart 
Into Christ's garden-place. 


2. But joy of life has been yours, too. There have 
been the miracles of Cana and of Nain in our midst, 
these past months. Love has been revealed to some, and 
God has walked with them in their joy of that discovery. 
Health has come back and death has been staid and 
defeated. Tragic uncertainties of sorrow, disappoint- 
ment, pain, have been resolved into God's certainties of 
joy, power, peace. 


3. There have been vision and profound spiritual 
experience, also. Of us may the words be said, as ot 
Zion: "God is in the midst of her.” Hardly a week 
passes that does not bring its letters of gratitude and 
acknowledgment from those who have found God or 
rediscovered Him under the roof of His house that 
stands in our midst. I am not afraid to speak or write of 
these things, because no sensible person could accuse a 
minister of vain boasting who gladly declares “What 
God hath wrought." Power is in our midst, and we are 
not afraid to tell it abroad that men may see our good 
works and glorify our Father which is in heaven. 


4. So I look back on the past year as the best year 
we have had together. Not only is there a marked and 
permanent increase in our congregations, our attendance 
at Holy Communion, our offerings—there is also a new 
spirit of love in our hearts. I see the glory of God on 
your faces! 


Of the years which I hope lie before us, I have Some- 
thing to say. 


l. After returning from last summer's vacation, one 
of the best men I know—prominent in this parish for his 
good words and strong character—said to me: "Parson 
where are you leading us?" That was like him— direct 
and on the mark. He was troubled, as a good many 
thoughtful people at this hour are troubled, because he 
was aware of change in ideas and words to which he 
had always been accustomed when he went to church. 
He was too thoughtful and acute to miss the fact that 
the Sunday sermons in the Memorial Church of St. Paul 
are evidences of a plan, a policy, a system, so he wanted 
to know their objective. My answer to that question calls 
for another paragraph. 


2. What is my objective? My friends, as briefly and 
as simply as I can state it, my objective is this: 


(a) To preach the Gospel What is the Gospel? 
Christ's good news to men based on his personal experi- 
ences on earth. Christ's good news has been so over- 
laid in the telling by a gradual accretion of subsequent 
personal experiences and opinions, that, until lately, it 
had almost lost its original character. Men had read 
into Christ's experience, their experience, until by 
historical degrees they had confounded their experience 
with Christ's, 

(b) Herein lies the task of the modern minister —to 
read through those experiences into the heart of the 
original, the creative, the reforming experience of Christ. 


There is no harder task then the task of rediscovery. 
Read the story of Archaeology, and recall how much 
patience, toil and hardship went to the finding and lay- 
ing bare the ancient city of Pharaoh Akhenaton— 
Tel-El-Amarna. As they worked there was the glare of 
the sun reflected on the sands of centuries—hard, little, 
dry facts of accumulated matter. Then there were the 
people who were at home on those sands, the Bedouins, 
always jealous of hidden treasure, always fearful of 
gain not theirs. We, too, are working on the mounds 
of accreted tradition—hard, clinging facts like the 
slipping yet clinging sands of Tel-El-Amarna. One day 
we dig and burrow, thinking that we have made progress 
even under the glare of the light of a common day, and 
when we rise and go forth on the morrow to complete 
our task, the wind has blown back the sand! Then there 
are the people of tradition who threaten us who dig, 
from safe distances, fearful of what we may find under 
the mounds heaped high through the ages w FE ۶ 
Rediscovery is a lonely and a dangerous task, yet this 
task must not be shirked by those who feel called upon 
to do it. Christ's Gospel has been overlaid by tradition, 
and I am trying in my ministry to_ rediscover that 
Gospel. * * * How far will it be possible for me to 
succeed in my task? That depends upon you, my 
friends; and I have perfect, happy faith in your sup- 
port. I must preach Christ, though I take the Lonely 
Road—bit you will not let me take that road, for too 
many of you are with me and I am glad of your company. 

May you all have a happy summer, and in the garden 
of the year find new manifestations of the God of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

SEAMEN'S CHURCH INSTITUTE 


With the marked increase in shipping that has come to 
Philadelphia since the war, the need for an institution 
to properly look after the welfare of the seamen visiting 
this port has become vital. For many years the condi- 
tions surrounding seamen coming to this port have been 
disgraceful and every influence has combined to debauch 
and degrade them. The effect has been demoralizing t 
the crews of visiting vessels. : 

The plans of the Seamen’s Church Institute to erect 
at the corner of Second and Walnut a hotel and institute 
for the proper care of all classes of sea-faring men when 
they are in the port of Philadelphia, should meet not 
only with the cordial support of those interested in the 
promotion of welfare work, but should have the hearty 
endorsement of all who are desirous of seeing the busi- 
ness of this port developed. 

The Building Committee of the Institute consists of 
Mr. .W, W. Frazier, Jr. Chairman; Mr. Thomas E. 


Baird, Jr., and Mr. W. P. Barba. The Honorary Presi- 
dent of the Institute is the Rt. Rev. Philip M. Rhine- 
lander, D.D., and the President is Mr. Alexander 
Van Rensselaer. 

The plans for the building of the Institute call for 
completion in three units each to include accommodations 
for about 200 able-bodied seamen, besides rooms for fifty 
officers. 

The ground floor will include a cafeteria, lounge and 
offices together with an auditorium and temporary chapel. 
On the street fronts will be offices for consular, shipping 
agencies and other business associations allied in work 
among seamen. The upper three floors will be given to 
dormitories and private rooms, the latter predominating, 
and every room will have an outside exposure. There 
will be a roof garden and the first section of the build- 
ing on the upper floor will be given in part to a School 
of Navigation. A lighthouse and wireless station is 
proposed to be erected over the corner of the building. 
The basement will include game rooms and dunnage 
department, besides laundry, kitchen, supply room, stor- 
age, etc. 

This building will be erected on ground secured by 
contributions, of the charter members and the building 
will be largely made up of memorials, designating each 
feature of the building in some particular way. Already 
some parts of the building have been promised as 
memorials and gifts. 

The total cost of the first unit of the structure, not 
including cost of the property, will amount to about 
$491,000 and building will be undertaken as soon as the 
necessary funds are in hand. 

The other units of construction planned for adjacent 
property will include a large auditorium and permanent 
chapel and additional rooms and dormitories over each. 
The plans are so made that the first unit can be erected 
at once and the others built in with it later.
